GUANTANAMO BAY 


Forts at Caimanera Shelled 
and Destroyed. 


FIVE WARSHIPS IN ACTION 


Spaniards Driven from Their Posi- 
tions After Desperate Defense. 


WILL BURN THE TOWN 


Commander of the District Determined 
that It Shall Not Fall Into 
Our Hands. 


CAPE HAITIEN, Hayti, June 8.—Cable 
communication with Cuba, which had been 
interrupted for many hours, was partially 
restored this afternoon. and it was learned 
that a battle had taken place at Cai- 
manera, on the Bay of Guantanamo. 

It appears that at 5:30 yesterday morn- 
ing five ships of the American squadron 
opened a heavy bombardment of the forti- 
fications of the town. There was a perfect 
hail of bombs in the bay, and many houses 
beyond the fortifications were demolished. 


Spaniards Fought Fiercely. 


On the Spanish side the artillery replied 
vigorously, maintaining for some time a 
stout resistance. 

The fire from the warships, however, 
never slackened for an instant. It was reg- 
ular and carefully directed, and a great 
majority of the shots proved effective. 

The Spaniards were forced to abandon 
their positions on the shore and retreat to 
the town of Caimanera proper. It is sup- 
posed that later they fled from that posi- 
tion also, with the inhabitants. 

The bombardment destroyed a little house 
which sheltered the shore connection of the 
French cable at Caimanera, though wheth- 
er by the explosion of bombs from the water 
or by explosives used by a party sent for 
that purpose is not known. The cables unit- 
ing the main cable with the office at Caima- 
neva and the town of Caimanera with San- 
tiago were cut, thus accounting for the 
prolonged absence of intelligence here as 
to cperations in that vicinity. It is also be- 
lieved-that the cable at Santiago is cut, as 
no direct news from Santiago has been re- 
ceived at Cape Haitien since Monday at 
midnight. 

Even before the cables in Guantanamo 
Bay had been injured so that they could 
not be worked, the operators at the Cai- 
manera Station were forced to flee by the 
fire from the American warships. 


Preparing for a Desperate Struggle. 


The Spanish at Santiago and Caimanera 
are preparing for a final desperate struggle, 
and are determined to resist the assaults of 
the Americans to the last extremity. 

The commander of the district issued or- 
ders yesterday to burn Caimanera before 
yielding it into the hands of the Americans. 
The latter forced the entrance of the Bay 
of Guatanamo, and, according to the latest 
advices from Caimanera, it was feared that 
the Americans would make an effort to land 
forces there this afternoon. Measures to 
prevent this. if possible, have been taken by 
the Spaniards. 

The American fleet was still maintaining 
its position. 

The United States dispatch boat Dolphin 
arrived at the Mole St. Nicholas this morn- 
ing and fired a salute of seventeen guns. 


Caimanera is a smali town on the south, 
coast of Cuba forty miles east of Santiago 
de Cuba. It is on the Bay of Guantanamo 
and is the terminus of a railroad that runs 


through the centre of Cuba, It is possible 
that the plan of campaign contemplates the 
seizure of this railroad, which runs a branch 
line to Santiago, and that it was for this 
reason the attack on Caimanera was made. 


MONDAY’S FIGHT AT SANTIAGO. 


Spanish Official Accounts Admit that 
the Reina Mercedes Was Sunk 
—Many Lives Lost. 


MADRID, June 8.—It is officially admitted 
that the Spanish cruiser Reina Mercedes 
was sunk by the fire of the American fleet 
at Santiago de Cuba on Monday. The offi- 
cial dispatches give the losses as follows: 

Land forces, one soldier killed and five 
officers wounded, including Col. Ordonez, 
slightly wounded. 

Sex forces, the second officer in command 
of the Reina Mercedes, five sailors, and 
twenty-nine marines killed, and an officer 
and eleven sailors wounded. 

It is asserted that many of the wounded, 
including Col. Ordonez, are able to attend 
to their duties. 

A semi-official note published here to-day, 
purporting to give an account of the bom- 
bardment, says: 

“The American Navy, under Admiral 
Sampson, fiercely attacked Santiago de 
Cuba, and a bloody encounter ensued. The 
Americans made three attacks on the Span- 
ish marine and land batteries, which re- 
plied. As a consequence, the Americans 
were repulsed with heavy losses, estimated 
at 1,500 men. The American projectiles, 
however, sank the Spanish cruiser Reina 
Mercedes.”’ 

Dispatches from Havana, from Spanish 
sources, also declare that the Americans 
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done to the batteriés and towns “is unim- 
portant, or is already repaired.” 

“The Spanish guns,” it is added, “ did 
not cease to fire an instant during the fight, 
and all the batteries are in condition to 
reply to the enemy’s fire. During the sec- 
ond attack, Col. Ordonez was on board the 
Reina Mercedes and personally assisted in 
working her guns, Every one regards Col. 
Ordonez and Gen. Linares as the heroes of 
the day.” ‘ 

It is announced here that the Spanis 
steamer Benito has “run the blockade of 
Manzanillo” and arrived at Jamaica. 


HAVANA, June 7.—Details from Spanish 
sources at Santiago de Cuba were received 
here to-day of the Spanish losses during the 
bombardment of the forts there by the 
American fleet on Monday. 

The ‘* Marine Chief” killed on board the 
Reina Mercedes was former Capt. Emilio 
Acosta Eyermanu. Ensign Alojandro 
Molings, also of the Reina Mercedes, was 
killed. Col. Ordonez of the artillery and in- 
ventor of the cannon bearing his name, was 
slightly wounded. Some other officers were 
slightly wounded by projectiles, shells, and 
fragments scattered by the explosion of 
shells on land. 


CAPT. PHILIP UNINJURED.

KINGSTON, Jamaica, June 8—3:30 P. M.— 
The report circulated in the United States 
that Capt. Philip, commander of the United 
States battleship Texas, had been seriously 
injured by a shell during the bombardment 
of the Santiago fortifications on Monday, is 
absolutely without foundation. 

Capt. Philip received no injury whatever. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—A story was cur- 
rent during the day at the White House 
that Capt. Philip of the battleship Texas 
had been killed by a shell fired by the 
Spaniards in the recent bombardment. 

The President was in consultation with 
a Senator when he received a press dispatch 
to that effect. He promptly handed over 
the dispatch to be read, and remarked that 
it was ‘“‘ nonsense,’’ and that there was no 
reason ta believe it to be true. He cited 
Admiral Sampson’s official dispatch an- 
nouncing no casualties, and added that if 
there had been any truth in the report he 
would certainly have been notified by wire. 

At the Navy Department considerable in- 
dignation is felt at the report, the depart- 
ment saying that no basis whatever for it 
exists, and that it is calculated needlessly 
to alarm Capt. Philip’s family and friends. 


VIZCAYA AND FUROR HIT. 


LONDON, June 9.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Standard says: 

“It is reported that during the engage- 
ment at Santiago two shells struck the Viz- 
caya and one the destroyer Furor. Ad- 
miral Cervera praises the splendid behavior 
of the marine brigade that served the guns 
of the Castillo de la Zocapa battery under 
a terrible fire for several hours. 

“The papers are doing their utmost to 
dispel the unfavorable impression made by 
the news from Santiago, and they recom- 
mend the authorities to give more details 
and not to keep silent on the facts, which 
afterward would leak out throu foreign 
or private advices. Nevertheless late last 
night and again this mofning the Ministers 
and leading officials were very recticent, 
although they admitted having received 
fresh dispatches from Havana and Santiago, 
which Gen. Correa and Capt. Aunon had 
communicated to Sefior Sagasta before re- 
plies were cabled to Blanco and Cervera. 

“Press dispatches say that the Reina 
Mercedes suffered most from the shell fire, 
which mortally wounded her commander, 
Captain Acosta. The total number of cas- 
ualties on the ship was thirty-nine—the Cap- 
tain, five seamen, and twenty-one marines 
killed, and a Lieutenant and eleven men 
wounded, Most of the Hontoria and Krupp 
guns had been placed in the Zocapa Battery 
before the action. 

*“ Admiral Cervera’s squadron, with steam 
up, was lying behind the first line of de- 
fenses in the channel leading from the bay, 
ready to co-operate, but the land defenses 
sufficed to keep the American fleet from at- 
tempting to force the entrance. 

“ The loyalist volunteers, according to the 
press dispatches, took part in the gallant 
defense of Morro fort, losing two officers 
and several men. They also assisted the 
troops to oppose an American landing at- 
tempted at two places. 


ONE OBJECT OF THE ATTACK. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—One object of 
Admiral Sampson’s attack, which has es- 
caped general observation, though exceed- 
ingly important, was pointed out at the 
Navy Deparement. This was to prevent the 
Spaniards from making a successful attempt 
to remove the cbstruction of the channel 
caused py the wreck of the Merrimac. Hav- 
ing silenced the forts at the entrance of the 
harbor, which, while effective, obliged the 
American fleet to Me many miles out at sea 
to keep out of range of their guns, Sampson 
will now be able to place one or more of 
his ships close to the mouth of the bottle, 
where it will lie In comparative safety and 
yet be able to command easily with its guns 
the wreck of the Merrimac. 

Naval officers expressed the belief that 
about all of the force landed from Samp- 
son’s”* fleet were marines, and that their 
purpose was not so much to take military 
possession of the landing as perhaps to 
spike some guns and destroy some batteries 
that might have been reoccupied by the 
Spaniards to advantage after the retire- 
ment of the American fleet from action. 

The robust imagination displayed in the 
Spanish bulletin recounting the killing of 
1,500 of Sampson’s men during Monday's 
fight with the forts of Santiago caused a 
good deal of amusement at the Navy De- 
partment, and the officers profess them- 
selves, though willing to meet the Spanish 
with arms, to be utterly unable to con- 
ten1 with them in the field of mendacity. 

The bulletin made public by the depart- 
ment last night Is believed to be merely 
a skeleton statement of Admiral Samp- 
son’s cablegram, which it is surmised con- 
tainea a good deal more information than 
it was deemed prudent to make public. 

Of -ourse to protect the naval cipher, the 
matter published was a paraphrase, and 
it was said at the department to-day that 
the term used in the bulletin “ silenced 
works quickly without injury at any time” 
was based upon a statement in the original 
dispatch broad enough to indicate that the 
ships had sustained no injuries, and that 
there had been no casualties among, the 
personnel of the American fleet. 


CANNON SPIKED AT NEW BEDFORD. 

NEW BEDFORD, Mass., June 8.—Thé ex- 
citement which prevailed bere when En-

SHAFTER STARTS 
FOR SANTIAGO 


He Leaves Tampa with 27- 
000 Troops. 


TWO NEW YORK REGIMENTS 


Transports Convoyed by the In- 
diana and Helena. 


WILL LAND SATURDAY 


The Stars and Stripes Will Probably 
Float Over the City by Mon- 
day at Latest. 


LONDON, June 9.—The Washington cor- 
respondent of The Daily Chronicle, with 
the approval of Gen. Greely, cables the 
following under date of June 8: 

“The army sailed from Tampa at noon 
to-day. The force numbers 27,000 men, 
composed of infantry, cavalry, artillery, en- 
gineers, and a Signal Corps. 

“The infantry consists of twenty-seven 
regiments, sixteen regulars, and eleven vol- 
unteers, as follows: Of the regular regiments 
the First, Second, Fourth, Sixth, Seventh, 
Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, Twelfth, Thirteenth, 
Sixteenth, Seventeenth, Twenty-first, Twen- 
ty-second, Twenty-fourth, and Twenty- 
fifth, Of the volunteer regiments there 
were the Seventy-first New York, Thirty- 
second Michigan, First and Fifth Ohio, Sec- 
ond New York, First District of Columbia, 
Fifth Maryland, First, Fifth, and Seventh 
Indiana, and the Third Pennsylvania. 

“The total infantry force is 21,600 men. 
In addition there are a battalion of En- 
gineers, a detachment of the Signal Corps, 
five squadrons of cavalry, four batteries of 
light artillery, and two batteries of heavy 
artillery. 

“Gen, Shafter is in chief command of the 
force, which is convoyed by the battleship 
Indiana and the gunboat Helena, with the 
training ship Bancroft as Gen. Shafter’s 
floating home. 

“The transports are due at Santiago Fri- 
day night or Saturday morning, and a Jand- 
ing will be attempted on Saturday. - This 
should be effected without difficulty, and no 
doubt by Sunday, or Monday at the latest, 
the Stars and Stripes will float over Santi- 
ago de Cuba.” 


SHORT OF SMOKELESS POWDER. 


Our Ships Will Have to Put Up with 
the Old Material During the 
Present War. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—Officilals of the 
Ordnance Bureau of the Navy Department 
have noted with interest the comments 
made by newspaper observers of the opera- 
tions of the fleets before Santiago on the 
advantage displayed during the bombard- 
ment of the forts there by the New Orleans 
with her smokeless powder. The New Or- 
leans is using the supply of ammunition 
with which she was equipped by her British 
builders, and as all the other vessels of the 
fleet use the ordinary powder, the contrast 
is made very striking, with the advantage, 
all observers say, decidedly in favor of the 
foreign product. 

In the view of the ordnance experts of 
the department, there is nothing surprising 
in this. It is, of course, admitted that the 
smokeless powder is infinitely superior to 
the kind now in use in our ships, and ex- 
perts as well as laymen regret that we are 
so poorly equipped with the modern powder 
when the Spaniards, who are so far behind 


.us in most things, use it exclusively. 


It is stated at the Ordnance Bureau, how- 
ever, that the fleets will have to put up with 
the old-fashioned explosive during this war 
at least. The Government has on hand a 
very small supply of smokeless powder, not 
enough to count in the general result, and 
although several factories are manufactur- 
ing it, and the Government is taking all 
they can turn out, it is not expected that the 
total quantity thus secured will enable even 
one ship to use it exclusively. 

At present, it is stated, the Marblehead 
carries a small stock of smokeless powder 
of American manufacture, and the New 
York has some in her magazines. None of 
the other ships have any. 

Not a few naval officers are inclined to 
throw the burden of the blame for this con- 
dition of affairs, which is recognized as de- 
tracting largely from the effectiveness of 
the American gunnery, on Admiral Sampson 
himself. They point out that he was at the 
head of the Bureau of Ordnance for three 
years prior to last June, the period during 
which the Government should have begun 
laying in its stock of smokeless powder in 
order to have been prepared for the present 
emergency. 

At that time all the European powers 
with any pretensions to naval strength had 
already adopted smokeless powder, and it 
is now regarded as a most unfortunate de- 
liberation which prevented the Ordnance 
Department, under Admiral Sampson, from 
taking prompt steps to put this country on 
the same footing, instead of waiting on ex- 
periments made with a view to getting 
something better than anybody else had. It 
is regarded as highly probable that nobody 
regrets this at the present time more than 
the commander of the fleet.

“ Ceaseless Activity ” the Watch- 
word of Our Campaign for 
Army and Navy Alike. 


WILL WAGE VIGOROUS WAR 


Fleet May Be Sent Across the Water 
to Fight the Foe in Home Terri- 
tory—Cervera’s Ships May 
Be Part of It. 


WASHINGTON, June 8—Again to-day 
comes the announcement that the motto of. 
the Administration is to be ‘ ceaseless ac- 
tivity’ -while the war lasts, regardless of 
the season or the weather. The troops of 
the United States alone are not considered 
fn reaching this conclusion. -The navy is, 
and has been for weeks, exposed to the dis- 
comforts of a climate that is especially hard 
upon the men confined to the narrow limits 
of warships. These men have borne with 
the heat and inactivity patiently, and are 
reconciled to the heat of the sun if they can 
be kept at work doing something worth 
while. No one who has not tried such a 
vessel as the Indiana or Massachusetts in 
midsummer can form an idea of the oppres- 
siveness of the confined quarters on board 
of them. The sailors forget the quarters 
they are compelled to sleep in when they 
have exciting work to divert their minds. 

With Santiago captured and Puerto Rico 
occupied, as is expected, there will come a 
season of enforced rest for the fleet unless 
the Administration sticks to its plan of re- 
lentless activity. The only thing that will 
divert the President from his plan of active 
operations without interruption will be the 
surrender of Spain and a proposition for a 
peaceful settlement of the controversies 
that brought on the war, involving, of 
course, the abandonment of Cuba and the 
acceptance of such other terms as may be 
decided as necessary to satisfy this Gov- 
ernment. 

It will be possible after the invasion of 
Cuba at Santiago is securely effected, and 
United States authcrity asserted over 
Puerto Rico, to divide the squadron of 
Sampson again, and perhaps to take a part 
of it that may be strengthened by the ad- 
dition of some of the Spanish vessels now 
in Santiago Harbor over to the Spanish 
coast to enforce the desire of the President 
for an early peace. With the Brooklyn, 
New York, Vizcaya, and Oquendo or Cris- 
tobal Colon, not to count chicks too soon 
before they hatch, naval officers think the 
United States would be provided with a 
fiving squadron that would impress Spain 
with doubt about some of the Spanish 
tales concerning the ability or willingness 
of the Yankee “ pigs’”’ to fight. 

Details, however, are soon enough deter- 
mined upon when the necessity arises for 
finding some business to keep the navy from 
stagnating. Just so long as it is necessary to 
maintain a navy on a war footing, the Ad- 
ministration is determined that it shall be 
employed in’ making war. The more war it 
is possible to make now, the less it will be 
necessary to make later on, and the Ad- 
ministration hopes that by driving the 
enemy now the army of the United States 
will be able to spend its Winter in compara- 
tive comfort, whether it be in Cuba, or in 
Puerto Rico, or even in Manila. The army 
will be needed, it is believed, for some time. 

After Spain has been convinced that it 
has been beaten, order must be assured to 
Cuba, and government must be maintained 
in Puerto Rico as a possession of the United 
States, possibly to so remain. There are 
naval officers who would hail as most at- 
tractive duty the orders that would take 
them to Cadiz to look for the reserves of 
Spain’s navy, or to the Mediterranean to 
try the guns of Port Mahon, or to the Can- 
aries, to ascertain what it has in the way of 
defenses. 

A war-making fleet of United States ves- 
sels in the Mediterranean might disturb 
some of the powers upon which Spain has 
relied to help her to secure peace, and there 
is an impression here that a speedy way to 
force the war to a close would be to fit out 
a proper fleet to run across the ocean in 
search of the way for Spain out of her 
difficulties—a way that she is having great 
trouble to find. 

With 25,000 men in Cuba at Santlago, 
20,000 or more at Puerto Rico, and 23,000 
in Manila, there will still be something like 
100,000 troops ready for Ravana when they 
are needed to assail that stronghold of the 
Spanish Government. The army must be 
occupied, and the Havana undertaking will 
follow shortly after those at Santiago and 
San Juan. It is not impossible that history 
will repeat itself, and that Havana, once 
before captured in August, may once more 
surrender to the invader in midsummer. 

Its prolonged exemption from intimate at- 


‘tack is evidently not understood by the 


Havana newspapers, so that when they are 
called upon to describe the presence of the 
United States forces, they are likely to get 
the impression that the censor has lost his 
skill or that Spain’s ‘‘ unpreparedness’’ was 
not fully explained to the Colonial press. 


TWICE STOPPED BY GUNBOATS, 


Captain of the Roath Says He Saw a 
Warship with Prizes Near Cardenas. 


KEY WEST, Fia.. June 8.—The British 
collier Roath, a sister ship of the Restor- 
mel, was held up on June 4 by an American 
gunboat. Not responding promptly to a blank 
shot, a solid shot was sent across her bows. 
Next day she was held up by a second gun- 
boat and obeyed immediately. The Roath 
wes in ballast, bound for Mobile from San 
Juan de Puerto Rico, where she had dis- 
charged her cargo of coal. , 

The Captain of the Roath said that an 
American warship had captured two Span- 
ish gunboats 200 miles east of Cardenas and 
was towing them. 

Afterward one of the gunboats which halt- 
ed the Roath sighted at night an Ameri- 
ean warship which she could not identify. 
The officer on the bridge said she was alone, 
but other persons on board thought they 
saw a small boat in tow. 

There in great skepticism here as to the 
captures reported by the Roath. Officers 
zay the prizes, if sent here, would have ar- 
rived before this. 

The so-called Spanish gunboats, or “ can- 
noneras,” are old, slow tugs, carrying one 
or two guns. There are many of them along 
the Cuban coast, but they generally stay 
close in shore. 


The Leyden on Guard at Cardenas.

PEACE TALK IN MADRID. 


It Is Considered that the Time Is 


Ripe for Negotiations 
to Begin. 


LONDON, June 9.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Times, telegraphing Tues- 
day, says: 

“The possibilities of peace continue to 
be discussed. Some sanguine people urge 
that negotiations might be opened at once. 
During the last few days several influen- 
tial personages have tried to convince me 
that the moment psychologique has ar- 
rived, but I confess I am still skeptical. 

All sensible people continue to say, as they 
have been saying for weeks past, that, 
short of miracles, there is no doubt of 
the final result of an unequal struggle, and 
that the longer the struggle continues the 
greater will the sacrifices be. But I still 
fail.to perceive in any influential quarter 
a readiness to act on this conviction. When 
I ask my friends why they do not propose 
to make peace, they reply that Spain, being 
the aggrieved party, cannot take the initiat- 
ive. 


Rosy View of the Situation, 


“On analyzing the opinion that the psy- 
chological moment for starting peace nego- 
tiations has arrived I found it was based, 
not on the consciousness that Spain is rap- 
idly exhausting her resources,:- but on the 
belief that the great majority of Americans 
have already tired of the war, that Presi- 
dent McKinley is consequently becoming 
unpopular, and that the peace suggestions 
of the Paris edition of The New York Her- 
ald were inspired by President McKinley 
himself. 

“‘As for Spain, my friends maintain that 
she is in no hurry, as recent events have 
shown her powers of passive resistance to 
be far greater than has been supposed. The 
conquest of Cuba, they say, will require two 
years at the least, and probably much 
more; and, if the island is ever conquered, 
it will be, they argue, a white elephant for 
the United States. The conclusion is that 
America has much more reason than Spain 
to desire a termination of hostilities. Such 
is, if I diagnose it aright, the present state 
of public opinion among most reasonable 
people here. Such an attitude is hardly 
likely to serve the cause of peace. 

“I venture even to declare that during 
the recent days we have drifted away from 
rather than toward the goal all reasonable 
people desire to reach. The Spaniards natur- 
ally shrink from adopting a _ conciliatory 
attitude when they find that platonic expres- 
sions about the desirability of seeking some 
honorable solution of their international 
difficulty only excite the offensive and blus- 
tering tendencies of American journalism 
expressed in such headlines as ‘ Spain Cry- 
ing for Peace,’ and ‘Spain’s Abject Pov- 
erty.’ 

No Excitement Over Santiago News. 


“The news from Santiago produced little 
or no excitement. At first there was a 
feeling of sadness because only Spanish 
losses were announced. Gradually the feel- 
ing changed on learning that the Ameri- 
cans also suffered, although their losses 
have not yet been reported in detail. In 
any case there was justification for patriotic 
satisfaction in the fact that the attack had 
been successfully repulsed with fewer cas- 
ualties than have sometimes occurred in in- 
significant skirmishes with the insurgents. 

“This is the tone adopted by to-day’s 
morning papers. El Liberal says: ‘It is a 
new failure for the Americans, but, con- 
sidering the results, we must not attribute 
to it the importance of a real victory.’ The 
specialists, of course, are endeavorng to 


determine the object the Americans had in 
view in expending such a large quantity of 
valuable ammunition. Some are inclined to 
regard it as simply another manifestation 
of the prevalent ‘ bombardomania,’ another 
sop thrown to the impatient amateur 
strategists who are ignorantly clamoring 
for greater military and naval activity. 
Others believe the real object was to occu- 
py the attention of the Santiago garrison 
while a landing of troops was effected. 
“This view is confirmed by the news that 


a landing was attempted at two separate 
points, namely, Punta Cabrera and Agua- 
dores. Unfortunately, the dispatches on 
this subject hitherto received are very 
meagre, but they agree in stating positively 
that at both points the Spanish forces ef- 
fectually prevented the intended disembark- 
atian. 

“In the absence of trustworthy news 
from the Philippines the wildest rumors 
are again afloat. Credulous patriots cling 
to the view that Admiral Cervera can work 
miracles, and they believe, despite all evi- 
dences to the contrary, that his squadron 
is well on the way to the Philippines.’’ 


SPECIAL HONORS FOR HOBSON. 


The President Directs Sampson to 
Forward a Detailed Report of 
the Lieutenant's Exploit. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—The President 
has directed Admiral Sampson to prepare 
and forward a detailed report at once of 
the gallant action of Lieut. Richmond Pear- 
son Hobson at Santiago, and as soon as 
that is received he will send a special mes- 
sage to Congress, recognizing the heroism 
displayed not only by Hobson himself, but 
by the men who accompanied him on the 
Merrimac. 

The order for a full report is already on 
the way, the, President feeling it best to 
await official advices before taking the ac- 
tion he now contemplates. 

What will be recommended for Hobson 
and his crew is not certain now, but there 
probably will be a recommendation for a 
vote of thanks specifically naming Hobson, 
though probably not naming the men. Med- 
als of honor, it is expected by those who 
have talked with the President on the sub- 


ject, will be struck off for the little band 
of men and promotion of some sort is in 
store for all of them. 

It will take some days for Admiral Samp- 
son to get his report here, but probably 
some time next week a message signalizing 
the Merrimac incident will be sent to Con- 
gress.

‘The local Philippine Insurgent Commit- 
tee received to-day a dispatch from Aguin- 
aldo, saying: 

‘““* We have taken all in the Province of 
Cavite and several towns in the Province of 
Batangas. We have captured ten guns, 600 
rifles, and 1,200 Spaniards from Spain, with 
800 Philippine Spaniards; killing 300. We 
are besieging Biejo. In the church there 300 
Spaniards are intrenched, who must sur- 
render soon. We hear that the Governor 
General proposes to capitulate.’ 

“The Filipinos in Singapore serenaded the 
United States Consul General, Mr. E. Spen- 
cer Pratt, to-night. Before the serenade 
they presented him with an address, thank- 
ing him for sending Aguinaldo to Admiral 
Dewey, congratulating Admiral Dewey and 
expressing a desire for the establishment of 
a native government under American pro- 
tection. 

“The spokesman, continuing, deprecated 
a restoration of the islands to Spain or 
their transfer to any power, and expressed 
his confidence that the natives would prove 
their ability to govern themselves. The 
Filipinos then gave cheers for America, 
England, and Admiral Dewey. Mr. Pratt 
responded, and presented the spokesman 
with an American flag amid great enthu- 
siasm.”’ 


MANILA ADVICES HELD BACK. 


LONDON, June 9.—The Madrid . corre 
spondent of The Standard says: 

“Capt. Gen. Augusti has telegraphed, 
through Hongkong, important dispatches 
which the Government has not yet ‘pub- 
lished. It is understood, however, that he 
reports he has concentrated the Europeans 
within the lines of Manila, which has been 
much strengthened against land attacks. 
In consequence of the spread of agitation 
fomented by Aguinaldo, the natives, how- 
ever, are so divided that the Spanish of- 
ficials continue to hold many provinces in 
the island of Luzon and elsewhere. 

“The efforts of the disaffected are limited 
to the neighborhood of Cavite and Manila, 
where they are backed up by the Ameri- 
eans.

ber of Deputies met Sefior Sagasta to-day 
to consider the situation, The Premier

existing circumstances, urging that they 
ought immediately to adopt the budget, and 
to declare that the Chamber should sit in 
permanence, ; 

Prof. Salmeron, the Republican leader; 
Befior Romero y Robledo, leader of the 
Weylerite Party, and Sefior Barrio, a Carl- 
ist Deputy, opposed Sefior Sagasta’s sug- 
gestions. 

The opposition leaders promised during the 
sitting of the Chamber to-day to 6 
declarations regarding the Philippines of a 
nature that would adjourn all debate. 

When the chamber opened, Sefior Sagasta 
immediately spoke. He said: “ The Spanish 
people ought to receive bad news with 
manly calmness. Since the unforeseen dis- 
aster at Cavite the Government has only 
received three dispatches. The first came 
directly after the destruction of the squad- 
ron. 

“It was from Admiral Montjo, and stated 
that sufficient means of defense existed, and 
that the native population was loyal. The 
second announced that Aguinaldo had ar- 
rived and was trying, but without success, 
to excite the population against the authori- 
ties. The third has already been published 
to-day.” 

Sefior Silvela, leader of the Dissident Con- 
servatives, who followed Sefior Sagasta, 
promised his support to the Government for 
the defense of the country; but he warned 
the Government that he did not intend to be 
reduced to the réle of a “ mere witness of 
the country’s misfortunes.” 

Sefior Romero y Robledo offered his sup- 
port to the Government, “ provided the 
Government devofes its strength toa defense 
of the country and not to a defense of other 
interests.” He accused the Government of 
inaction, saying: 

“Thirty-nine days have passed with no 
resolution taken regarding the defense of 
the Philippines. The result is that the na- 
tives, induced by the easy victory of the 
Americans, regard the Spanish forces with 
contempt. If the Government now seeks a 
shameful peace or foreign aid I shall pro- 
test with my whole strength.”’ 

Sefior Barrio declared that the Govern- 
ment did not deserve confidence, but that, 
nevertheless, it might count on the sup- 
port of the Carlists in everything relating 
to a defense of territorial integrity. 

Prof. Salmeron made a similar statement 
on behalf of the Republicans. 

Sefior Mella, Carlist, asserted that the 
Government had abandoned its pledges, and 
he blamed it for a ‘“‘ system of silence,”’ de- 
claring “‘ The nation which would suffer a 
Sedan in silence could not deserve to fig- 
ure in history.”’ 

Sefior Sagasta replied: ‘‘ The Government 
is not responsible for events in the Philip- 
pines nor the course Admiral Cervera has 
taken. The Government must execute its 
plans and must not reveal them, which 
would be unpatriotic.”’ 


NOW TRANSPORTS ENOUGH. 


War Department Impresses the Vessels 
of the Pacific Coast Company 
Into Service. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—Assistant Secre- 
tary Meiklejohn of the War Department an- 
nounced. with considerable satisfaction to4 
day that the problem of securing an ade- 
quate number of transports for troops to 
the Philippines appeared to have been 
solved. He made this statement after hav- 
ing chartered six ships in addition to those 
heretofore named and taken the prelimi- 
nary steps for obtaining five more under 
certain conditions, 

If the latter are secured, the War De- 
partment will have at its disposal alto- 
gether eighteen ships for the Philippine ex- 
pedition, enough to accommodate in round 
numbers as many thousand men. As som< 
of them, however, will carry cavalry and 
some artillery, the actual number of men 
the ships will take may be reduced some- 
what and some of the vessels in all probas 
bility will make a second voyage before 
their charters are canceled. As a result of 
the acquisition of the additional vessels 
extraordinary activity in fitting them out 
for the work intended will be started, and 
no time lost in preparing for the third and 
later expeditions for the reinforcement of 
Admiral Dewey. 

Six Vessels Just Chartered, 


The following are the names of the ves- 
gels just chartered: 

The Indiana, now at 
1,000 men. 

The Morgan City, now at San Francisco; 
capacity, 1,000 men. 

The City of Para which will carry ap- 
proximately 1,500 men. 

The Victoria, which is at Tacoma, Washe 
ington, 

The Olympia, which will be at Tacoma 
on the 19th inst. 

The Arizona, which will be at the same 
place on the 10th of July. 

These. latter three vessels belong to the 
Northern Pacific Steamship Company, and 
their charter depends on the granting to 
them by Congress of an American register; 
Assistant Secretary Meiklejohn made an 
original proposition for these ships ever a@ 
week ago, but the company held out for 
some time for higher figures than the Gov- 
ment proposed to give them. The terms of 
charter are entirely satisfactory to the de- 
partment, 

The Department also has the privilege of 
taking the Tacoma and the Columbia of 
the Northern Pacific Line if they are need- 
ed. The former vessel will arrive at Taco- 
ma on July 31, and the latter at Portland 
on Aug. 7. The department may not need 
to avail itself of the services of these ves- 
sels because of the possible return of some 
of those which have already started or are 
about to start for the Philippines, in which 
case the two last mentioned will not be 
taken. A distinct point in favor of the Gov- 
ernment in the charter of the Northern 
Pacific vessels is the privilege given by the 
company to the Government to re-deliver 
them at Hongkong. This will result in a 
material saving to the Government, as the 
vessels may not be needed after making one 
trip. 

Vessels Impressed with Regret. 


It is with considerable regret that the 
Government officials have been compelled 
to take the initiatory steps for impressing 
vessels inte the service of the United States 
Government. This, however, they have 
found necessary in the case of the three 
vessels of the Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany, which are desired by the department 
and which they have been unable to secure 
because of.an inability to agree ypon. the 
terms of the charter. The vessels referred 
to, the Senator, the Queen, and the City of 
- Pueblo, have not yet been actually im- 

pressed into the Government service, but

TO RAISE THE SPANISH SHIPS. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 8.—The Govern- 
ment will raise the Spanish vessels sunk in 
Manila Harbor by Admiral Dewey’s gun- 
ners. Three San Francisco firms—T. P. 
Whitelaw & Son, A. Woodside & Co., and 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company—will be 
called on for bids for undertaking the work. 


HURRYING TROOPS TO DEWEY. | 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—The War De- 
partment is very busy in arranging details 
for the Manila expedition, having undertak- 
en to make ready the transports which will 
earry the soldiers from San Francisco ta 
Manila. 

Work on these is being hurried under tel- 
egraphic orders, and by the end of the week 
there will be sufficient military force afloat 
to enable Admiral Dewey, when it reaches 
him, to do pretty much as he pleases at 
Manila, 

This is an object very much at heart 
just now, for, though recognizing the good 
military qualities displayed by the insurg- 
ents according to the newspaper reports, in 
their combats around Cavite, the officials 
are loath to rely entirely upon them for 
any length of time, fearing a relapse on 
their part into savagery that might startle 
the civilized world. 


A BATTERY OF HOWITZERS. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 8.—Gen. Merritt’s 
latest order for the campaign in the Philip- 
pines is that a battery of six mountain 
howitzers shall be taken on the next expedi- 
tion to Manila.. To move the guns, car- 
riages, and ammunition in the Philippines a 
pack train of mules will be required. It.is 
understood that Lieut. Carson, Fourth Unit- 
ed States Cavalry, will be in command of 
the battery. 

The general court-martial in session at 
Camp Merritt has convicted John Camp- 
bell of the Tenth Pennsylvania Volunteers, 
who attacked a colored man at Mount Gret- 
na, Penn., just before the regiment left for 
the coast. A light sentence was imposed, as

The magnificent piece of pen work 
was carried over to the Navy Department, 
where it will be held subject to Admiral 
Dewey’s disposition. 


FOREIGN LANDS QUIESCENT. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—Neither the State 
Department nor any of the foreign estab- 
lishments here have any information bear- 
ing out the statement of the Paris corre- 
spondent of The London Standard that 
France and Russia are exchanging notes 
with a view to having questions arising 
from the occupation by the United States 
of islands in Asiatic waters submitted to an 
international congress. 

The State Department naturally would not 
be advised -if any such negotiations were on 
foot, but the foreign diplomats who would be 
likely to know of any such negotiations 
treat the matter as entirely fanciful. Diplo- 
matic officials here say that all Europe is 
quiescent as to intervention, mediation, 
peace, and all other questions relating to 
the war. The foreign representatives have 
not even been advised of Spain’s recent pro- 
test to the powers against the alleged viola- 
tion of international law by this country. 


CAPT. GRIDLEY’S ASHES. 


His Body Delivered to Mr. Copmann 
for Cremation at Yokohama. 


“WASHINGTON, June 8.—After much ca- 
bling, the Navy Department has finally re- 
ceived information from Surgeon Anderson, 
in charge of the United States Hospital at 
Yokohama, that the body of Capt. Gridley, 
after being embalmed and delivered on 
board the Coptic, which sails to-day for 
San Francisco, had been finally delivered to 
Mr. Copmann for cremation in accordance 
with the request of Capt. Gridley’s widow. 
The department was unable to insure the 
cremation of Capt. Gridley’s body in time to 
sail on the Coptic; and as nothing is known 
of the sailing hours it is presumed that the 


ashes will not come on the Coptic, but on 
the next steamer, which sails two weeks 
hence. Prominent naval Officers, including 
many on duty in the department, believe 
that the ashes will- receive burial at Ar- 
lington in the conspicuous section assigned 
to the remains of army and naval officers. 
As Capt. Gridley was one of the first mar- 
tyrs of the present war it is certain that 
his ashes would be assigned a conspicuous 
position, probably near the monument of

ENGLAND IN NO NEED OF AID 


While the Country Wants More Inti- 


mate Relations with the United 
States, He Deprecates a 
Jingo Alliance. 


LONDON, June 8—The Right Hon John 
Morley, Liberal member of Parliament for 
Montrose Burghs, speaking at Leeds this 
evening, and referring to the Birmingham 


speech of the Secretary of State for the 


Colonies, the Right Hon. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, and the subject of an Anglo-Saxon 
alliance, said that he did not believe a 
worl of all the “ gloomy talk about Eng- 
land’s isolation and threatening prospects” 
unless she secured an alliance with Ger 
many or America. 

“ England’s naval power ‘is ‘gigantic, her 
financial resources and credit are firmer 
than ever,” said Mr. Morley, “and the 
spirit of her people to repel invasion or pro- 
tect their rights is as great as at the be- 
ginning of the century. The whole country 
desires ‘more intimate relations With the 
United States, an end always diligently 
worked for by Lord Salisbury and Mr. 
Gladstone. It is inconceivable, thowever, 
that a treaty between Great Britain and the 
United States could be entered upon with- 
out taking into consideration the Irish vote 
in, America. If that vote is against the 
treaty, it is mot the fault of the Liberal 
Party.” y 

Proceeding to discuss the kind of alliance 
intended, Mr. Morley said: 

“Tf it is an alliance for peace and har- 
monious co-operation for the mutual good, 
it will indeed be the dawn of brighter days. 
But is that what is intended, or is it to be 
an alliance between the jingoes of America 
and the jingoes of England; an alliance not 
for peace, but for menace and war? 

“We shall see; but I know tens of thous- 
ands of the best and wisest men in America 
believe that hardly any more inexpressible 
calamity can befall mankind than that a 
community, as Lincoln nobly said, ‘ con- 
ceived in freedom and dedicated to the hap- 
piness of free and equal men,’ should en- 
tangle themselpes in the unrest and intrigue 
of militarism, which are the torment and 
scourge of the Old World.” 

Referring to a possible alliance between 
England and Germany, Mr. Morley remind- 
ed his hearers that Germany’s policy is 
“Du ut des,” and asked: ‘“‘What are we going 
to give Germany to induce her to run risks 
for the sake of our trade?” It must be 
remembered, he continued, that Germany 
was the great trade rival of England, and 
that it was Germany who kindled the con- 
flagration in China, 

Summing up the whole situation, Mr. Mor- 
ley said: 

** Regarded in the light of cool and sober 
common sense, this policy of alliances in 
the Bast or the West amounts to nothing.”’ 


DR. DEPEW AS QUOTED. 


Paris Papers Print Alleged Interviews 
Declaring that American Hearts 
Are Not with England. 


PARIS, June 8.—Dr. Chauncey M. Depew, 
in an interview published in the Matin to- 
day, is quoted as declaring that ‘“‘ Ameri- 
ca’s enthusiasm over England’s ‘friendly at- 
titude is merely circumstantial.” 

** America,”’ Dr. Depew is further repre- 
sented to say, “‘ will never conclude an ef- 


fective alliance with England. American 
hearts are not with England, but with 
France. Both republics, possessing the 
Bame democratic aspirations, the can 
never fail to maintain the most cordial re- 
lations.”’ 

The Temps this afternoon also publishes 
an interview with Dr. Depew, in which he 
is quoted as declaring that an alliance be- 
tween the United States and Great Britain 
is impossible. 


ENGLAND AND THIS COUNTRY. 


Mr. Curzon in Error in His Statement 
Concerning the Recent Negotia- 
tions in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, June 8—A _ statement 
made by Mr. Curzon in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday to the effect that negotia- 
tions were progressing for a settlement of 
all open questions between the United 
States and Great Britain has very naturally 
attracted a great deal of attention, and 
has been the cause of some very vigorous 
cabling between representatives of the 
European powers stationed at Washington 
and their home Governments. 

There is official authority to say that if 
Mr. Curzon’s statement is accepted as cor- 
rectly published, it will lead to a misap- 
prehension of the facts. He probably 
added the words “in respect to the Do- 
minion of Canada,” as only Canadian ques- 
tions were considered. Of course, however, 
in order to comply with diplomatic rules, 
the negotiations are between the United 


States and Great Britain, and Canada can- 
not appear as a principal in the matter. 
The same view expressed by the officials 
here was taken at the British Embassy, 
where- on inquiry it was stated that there 
was clearly a clerical error in the statement 
from the Foreign Office. The protocol re- 


‘cently. signed- here specifically states that 


the subjects to be submitted to a joint com- 
mission are those *‘ pending and ten agen | 
unsettled between the United States 


Canada.” 

Besides limiting the subjects to those re- 
lating to Canada, the words ‘“ remaining 
unsettled ” restrict the work of the commis- 
sion to old and well-known questions of 
controversy, and expressly exclude new 

uestions. As the so-called American al- 
lence and kindred questions which have 
aroused much conjecture are distinctly new, 
the restriction of the protocol to old ques- 
tions “‘remaining unsettled’ obviously ex- 
cludes all these new topics which, by the 
way, have never advanced beyond general 


conjecture. 


Canadian Sympathy with Us. 
TORONTO, Ontario, June 8&—The Con- 
gregational Union of Ontario and Quebec, 


in session here this morning, passed reso- 
lutions of sympathy with the United States 
in their war with Spain. They also indorsed 
the project of an Anglo-Saxon alliance. 


SAN DOMINGO’S NEUTRALITY. 


The Little Repubsic Will Not Take 
Sides in the War, Although 
It Will Suffer. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—A very remark- 
able State paper is that which President 
Heureaux of San Domingo has -issued in 
declaring the neutrality of that country in 
the present war. For the first time in an 
official manner the President has clearly set 
out the great extent of the injuries inflicted 
upon the small neutral States in the West 
Indies by the existing conflict. The Presi- 
dent says: 

** By preserving strict neutrality we can 
succeed in avoiding the gravest contingen- 
cies of the bloody conflict, but we cannot 
succeed in protecting ourselves from its 
fatal economic consequences. Misfortune 
eannot knock at our neighbor’s door with- 
out bequeathing to us a portion of the sor- 
row it brings. 

“The first injurious result for us, one al- 
ready experienced, is the reducing of credits 
by which commercial interests are affected, 
resources depreciated, the sphere of action 
limited, and serious perturbation produced.

President Heureaux foresaw the attempts 
at revolution that actually followed as a 
result of the hard times described in his 
circular. He says: 

“Times of hardship are the ones chosen 
by revolutionists for their wicked propa- 
ganda, and the mind of the people is then 
most ready to receive impressions, The Gov- 
ernment has prepared itself to meet any 
emergency that may arise. If, unfortunate- 
ly, peace should be broken, the Government 
relies on all the’ necessary elements to re- 
establish it, but would profoundly regret 
being obliged to exercise repressive action.” 

This circular is published in the advance 
sheets of the consular reports to-day, and 
with it are declarations of neutrality by 
four other nations, Argentine Republic, 
Corea, Roumania, and Servia. 


ORDERED TO LEAVE CANADA. 


Lieut, Carranza and Senor Du Boso 
Will Be Summarily Dealt with by 
the British Government, 


OTTAWA, Ont., June 8—The Dominion 
Government has been empowered by the 
imperial authorities to deal with Lieut. 
Carranza in such a@ way as provided for 
under the statute. This has been communi- 
cated to the Government by Mr. Chamber- 
lain, the Colonial Secretary. It 1s there- 
fore likely that Carranza will leave the 
country at once. Proceedings will be taken 
against him by the Department of Justice 
without delay. 


MONTREAL, Quebec, June 8.—Although 
Messrs, Carranza and Du Bosc pretend not 
to belfeve that they are to be ordered out 
of the country, it is known that they are 
making preparations to leave. Detective 
Kellert’s case against them has been fixed 
for argument in the Practice Court to-mor- 
row morning. 


SPANISH PRISONERS SAIL, 


Officers, and Crew of the 
Rita Leave the City. 


Capt. Pedro Cenega of the Spanish prize 
steamer Rita, that was captured on May 8 
by the auxiliary steamer Yale off St. 
Thomas, together with his officers and 


crew, sailed yesterday for Spain by the 
steamer Britannic. 

A crowd gathered at the pier to see them 
off, but no angry demonstration was made. 
The Spanish sailors said that they liked 
America, and some said they would return 
to reside here after the war. 

The passengers who were on the Rita 
when she was captured—Mrs. Fernandez 
Mendez and three children, and the boy, 
Martin Roderiguez—left their lodgings at 
the Austrian Immigrant House, at 16 Green-

A. S. VAN WICKLE KILLED. 


The Lehigh Coal Operator Shot by 
His Own Gun—Bark President 
and Millionaire. 


HAZLETON, Penn, June 8.—A. S, Van 
Wickle, coal operator and banker, whose 
New York office is at 1 Broadway, was 
killed this evening by the accidental dis- 
charge of his gun. Mr. Van Wickle was an 
enthusiastic sportsman, and with a party of 
gentlemen this afternoon engaged in shoot- 
ing clay pigeons. 

After firing one barrel, and while the 
stock of his gun rested on the ground and 
the muzzle against his thigh, Mr. Van 


Wickle stooped forward to mark the score. 
As he did so, the second barrel discharged, 
the load passing through his body. Death 
followed shortly afterward. 

The injured man was taken to his home. 
He was born in New Brunswick, N. J., in 
1856. He was educated in Providence, R. I., 
and was a graduate of Brown University in 
the class of ’76. After coming to Hazleton, 
in 1880, he succeeded his father as President 
of the Ebervale and South Mountain Coal 
Company. Since that time he has made 
large investments in coal lands, and was the 
most extensive individual coal operator in 
the Lehigh regions. 

He was also interested in different enter- 
prises in Cleveland, Ohio, and was President 
of the Hazleton National Bank; also Presi- 
dent of the Tomhicken, Milnesville and 
Eastern Railway Compary. 

In 1882 Mr. Van Wickle married Bessie, 
daughter of the late ‘rio Pardee, founder 
of Pardee Hall, Laiayette College. He 
was many times a millionaire, and although 
much of his time was spent on his private 
yacht or at his Summer residence in Bristol, 
R. I., his attention to the less fortunate 
people of the mining regions was never 
overlooked. He was a true philanthropist, 
and his untimely death is mourned through- 
out this region.

OPPOSITION CHARGES FRAUD 


Elections in Several Districts Will Be 
Contested and Criminal Prosecution 
Talked of—Quigg Can Be Chair- 
man If Platt Says So. 


Organization. Republicans were in high 
spirits yesterday at the completeness of 
the victory gained at Tuesday’s primaries 
over the opposition forces. It was not 80 
much ‘the fact of the victory, for that they 
had never doubted, that delighted them as 
the opportunity it affords Senator Platt to 
dictate terms to Gov. Black. 

The returns from the primaries vhow that 
the anti-Platt organization will send only 
nineteen delegates to the New York Repub- 
lican County Committee, and. less than 
thirty to the State Convention. From Kings, 
the delegation will be practically solid for 
Mr. Platt’s nominee,.and a like result ob- 
tained in Queens and Richmond. 

Of the 971 delegates to the State Conven- 
tion 836 will go from New York City, 188 
from New York County, 132 from Kings, 19 
from Queens, and 7 from Richmond. It is 
no secret that Gov. Black can have a re- 
nomination from Mr. Platt’s organization 
if he wants and will pay for it. The or- 
ganization in this city demands an extra 
session and anti-Tammany legislation to 
avenge the. removal of Police Commission- 
ers Hamilton and Philips, and it has been 
said semi-officially for the last two weeks 
than an ultimatum to that effect was sent 
to the Governor. If any reply was received 
it has not been made lic. 

The anti-Platt Republicans are as much 
cast down as their opponents are elated. 
They did not hope to control the County 
Committee, but they felt and expressed 
themselves confident of bow ope eight of the 
thirty-five districts, and of defeating Lem- 
uel-E. Quigg and his supporters in the Nine- 
teenth district. 

As a matter of fact, they won the Twenty- 
sixth and Twenty-seventh Districts, divided 
by a compromise ticket the delegation from 
the Twenty-ninth, and succeeded in obtain- 
ing one delegate who was on both tickets in 
the Thirty-first District, making a total of 
nineteen delegates to represent the associa- 
tion in the County Committee, which con- 
sists of 221 members. 


Mr. Quigg Elected, Too. 


Mr. Quigg successfully overcame all the 
opposition to him, and was elected to the 
County Committee from both his own and 
the First Assembly District. It was said 
last night that he had not decided to be a 
candidate for the Chairmanship again. He 
went to Washington yesterday afternoon, 


it was presumed, to consult with Senator 
Platt upon the matter. The committee will 
meet to organize Tuesday night. 

If Mr. Quigg is a candidate, and Mr. Platt 
declares for him, he will be elected with- 
out opposition, but if Mr. Platt keeps his 
hands off and does not interfere, there 
will be plenty of opposition to his election. 
In such event the Chairmanship will prob- 
ably fall to George R. Bidwell, the Col- 
lector of the Port, also a delegate from 
the Nineteenth District. 

At the headquarters of the Republicans 
of the County of New York, in the St. 
James Building, many complaints were 
made yesterday as to the treatment. re- 
ceived at the polis by the anti-Platt voters. 
It was decided to contest the elections in 
the Twentieth and Twenty-second Districts 
on the ground of flagrant violations of tha 
election law, and threats were made of 
criminal prosecution for fraudulent voting 
and enrollment, 

Secretary French of the organization de- 
clared that the primary election, if it had 
done nothing else, had proved that enroll- 
ment by petition is a farce, and that hun- 
dreds of men in every district were set down 
as enrolled who had never enrolled. 

Mr. French said they had affidavits to 
prove that many had voted in the Twentieth 
and Twenty-second and that the men who 
really owned those names had not en- 
rolled. Intheelection district of the Fourth 
Assembly District, bounded by Madison, 
Catharine, and Market Streets and the 
East River, 145 men had voted the regular 
Republican ticket. 

In the same district, {n 1896, only 42 had 
voted for McKinley, and the largest Re- 
publican vote ever polled in the district be- 
fore that year was 33. Mr. French said his 
organization is prepared to prove in the 
courts that a like condition of affairs exist- 
ed in nearly all the districts, 

As soon as the lists of voters enrolled ap- 
peared in The City Record the different 
district organizations mailed a circular to 
every enrolled voter. At the St. James 
Building héadquarters yesterday more than 
100 of those circulars were received from 
the Post Office indorsed ‘‘ not known” and 
reports of similar conditions were made. 
from the district headquarters. 

George R. Manchester, Secretary of the 
Republican County Committee, was at the 
headquarters, 1 Madison Avenue, all day 
compiling the returns. He denied that there 
had been any fraud or padding of the enroll- 
ment, and said it was natural for the.de- 
feated faction to try and find some excuse 
for its poor showing. : 


Senator Austen’s Prediction. 


Senator George C. Austen, in a congratu- 


latory letter to Mr. Quigg, wrote: 

The victory of last night was overwhelmingly 
complete. I trust our friends on the other side 
will now be convinced that party organization 
cannot be destroyed by voting at the polls or at 
conventions or by passing primary laws framed 
by them to their own satisfaction in every detail. 

When in Albany last Winter, on one occasion I 
told Gov. Black that he could sign with his eyes 
closed any primary bill drawn _up and that the 
organization would still win. What will Brook- 
field and his friends do now with no ‘“ padded 
polls,” no ‘fraudulent enrollments,’’ no ‘‘ con- 
cealed rolls,” no ‘intimidation at the primar- 


ies ’—and still the same result? It is to laugh. . 


The election officers who served as In- 
spectors at the primaries began filing of- 
ficial returns of the vote at the election bu- 
reaus of the different boroughs early yes- 
terday morning. - All must be filed at the 
bureau at Police Headquarters before 10 A. 
M. to-day. A detail of fifty policemen has 
been made to help canvass the vote, Un- 
der the provisions of the new law, the work 
must be completed by 4 P. M. to-morrow. 

A protest was filed at the bureau against 
the validity of the Republican election in 
the Fourth Election District of the Twenty- 
eighth Assembly District, on behalf of John 
Gunner, who is fighting for the leadership 
there.

BOARD OF TRADE MEETING. 


Resolutions Adopted Favoring Con- 
struction of the Nicaragua Canal, 


The regular monthly meeting of the New 
York Board of Trade and Transportation 
was held yesterday. Resolutions were 
adopted favoring the construction of the 


Nicaragua Canal by the United States after 
thorough investigation of its practicability 
and cost by the Engineering Corps of the 
Government. 

On motion of Silas M. Giddings the Exec- 
utive Committee was authorized to draft 
resolutions of thanks to President McKinley 
for appointing Oscar S. Straus, one of the 
Vice Presidents of the board, Minister to 
Tufkey, and to have a copy of the resolu- 
tions forwarded to the President, 

On mofion of Albert Plant the board in- 
dorsed the proposition to amend Schedule 
B of the Revenue bill by reducing the 
amount of the proposed stamp tax from 4 
cents on the dollar of retail selling price to 
1 cent on the dollar, and from one-quarter of 
a cent on articles retailing for 5 cents to 
one-eighth of a cent on all articles retailing 
for 10 cents or less, 

Resolutions were adopted favoring the ex- 
emption of goods in the hands of wholesal- 
ers and retailers from the operation of the 
stamp tax law, and giving to the manu- 
facturers of articles subject to the stamp 
tax the privilege of furnishing private dies 
for printing stamps to be used by them. 


ENGINEER MENOCAL’S CASE. 


WASHINGTON, June 8—Acting Secre- 
tary Allen has approved the proceedings, 
findings, and sentence in the case of the 
court-martial which passed upon the charges 


against Civil Engineer A. G. Menocal. The 
officer was found guilty of negligence in 
connection with the construction of the big 
dry dock in the New York Navy Yard, and 
‘was sentenced to suspension from duty for 
three years, on furlough pay, which is $1,- 
250 per annum, while his full pay was $3,000, 
Nine of the ten members of the court-mar- 
tial recommended the exercise of clemency 
in this case, but the department disregarded 
this recommendation. 

Mr. Menocal stood third on the list of 
civil engineers at the time of his suspen- 
sion, and held the relative rank of Com- 
mander. He has been in the service since 
1874, and would have been retired for age 
Sept. 1. When that date arrives he will be 
under suspension, and it is the opinion of 
naval officers that when he comes to be re- 
tired he will receive as his retired pay only 
$1,300 a year instead of the $2,600 he would 
nave received if he had remained on the 
active list until September. His furlough 
pay is $1,300, and Section 1,593 of the Re- 
vised Statutes provides that: ‘‘ Officers 
placed on the retired list on furlough pay 
shall receive only one-half of the pay to 
which they would have been entitled if on 
leave of absence on the retired list.”’ 

Another section provides that the Presi- 
dent, by and with the advice of the Senate, 
may transfer any officer on the retired list 
from the furlough list to the retired pay 
list. This may afford the President a 
chance, on an appeal in behalf of Mr. Men- 
ocal, to grant him some of the salary he 
seems to have forfeited.

The steamer Allegheny, that arrived from 
Jamaica last evening and had also stopped 
at Costa Rica, Savanilla, and Greytown, 
brought forty passengers, mostly Ameri- 
cans.

GOVERNORS HAVE NO PART 


Under the Second Call for Troops the 
Government Consulted the Execu- 
tives of States as to Supplying 
Troops Simply as Courtesy. 


WASHINGTON, June &—The War De- 
partment plan of recruiting all existing vol- 
unteer regiments to their maximum strength 
out of the second levy is not being per- 
mitted to go through entirely without inter- 


ruption. 

A sample of the difficulty in its pathway 
fs a telegram received to-day from Gov. 
Voorhees of New Jersey, protesting against 
the sending of recruiting parties into that 
State from the regiments in the field, de- 
claring tnat he had already arranged to sup- 

ly the recruits needed, and that the de- 
a ertipent’s action if not vescinded would 
seriously embarrass him. 

It is not known at the War Department 
what scheme Gov. Voorhees has adopted for 
recruiting the New Jersey Regiments, but 
it is recognized that if the uniform plan pro- 
mulgated by the Adjutant General is to be 
varied to suit the Executive of each State 
inextricable confusion will result, and equal- 
ly inevitable delay. 

The Department has set out to recruit the 
voluntecr regiments exactly as it would and 
is recruiting the regular commands. The 
work is not one which the Governors have 
anything to do with, strictly speaking. The 
organizations that are being strengthened 
have passed entirely out of the jurisdiction 
of the State authorities, and they are being 
consulted concerning the recruiting purely 
as a matter of courtesy. 

That Gov. Voorhees has undertaken to do 
this recruiting on his own account, it is 
felt, must be due to misapprehension. The 
Adjutant General’s office is adhering strict- 
ly to its decision not to take any steps 
toward mustering in new organizations 
under the second volunteer call until the 
regimental recruiting is well under way.

EXPERTS LOOK FOR A CAMP. 


Board of Officers to Find a Southern 
Site for Use in Case of 
an Emergency. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—With a view to 
being prepared for an emergency which 
might render necessary the abandonment 
of one or more of the existing camps of 
volunteers, the War Department has set 
on foot an expert investigation of various 
proposed camping sites in the South. To- 
conduct this investigation, a board of of- 
ficers has been appointed, consisting of Col. 
Charles R. Greenleaf, Assistant Surgeon 
General Major Frederick G. Hodgson, Quar- 
termaster, United States Volunteers; Major 
George H. Hopkins, Assistant Adjutant 
General United States Volunteers, and First 
Lieut. Edgar Jadwin, Corps of Engineers. 

The board is instructed to proceed to Col- 
umbia, S. C.; thence to Savannah, Ga.; 


thence to Fernandina, Fla., and thence to 
Miami, Fla., with a view to ascertaining 
Suitable camp grounds for forces now in 
the field. 

After completing the prescribed tour, the 
board, with the a of Col. Green- 
leaf, will return to this city and make a 
written report of its investigation, with 
recommendations to the Secretary of War. 
The object of this inquiry, it is stated at 
the War Department, is to have at hand 
all the data that would be needed in se- 
lecting a new camping wpu.ace in case it 
should be necessary to move the troops 
from any one of the present concentration 
points on account of sickness, lack of water 
supply, or any other cause. It is specifical- 
ly denied that the investigation has any- 
thing to do with any proposition to change 
the location of Camp Alger or, in fact, with 
any condition existing. It is solely a pre- 
cautionary measure, it is asserted, based on 
the possibility of an epidemic of disease 
breaking out in some one of the present 
camps or of the sanitary conditions in some 
of them becoming unsafe, or of some other 
Similar but now seemingly remote contin- 
gency. 

The board named is made up of repre- 
Sentatives of the various branches of the 
service, engineers, Quartermasters’ Depart- 
ment, Adjutant General’s office, and Med- 
ical Department. A camp selected by such 
a body of experts will, it is felt, be very 
likely to be free from the objections urged 
against certain of the locations now in use 
which were chosen hastily and without ex- 
pert examination. 


THE DAY AT CHICKAMAUGA. 


President McKinley Invited to Review 
the Troops July 4—New York 
Recruiters Named, 


CHICKAMAUGA PARK, Ga., June 8.— 
A movement is now on foot to have Presi- 
dent McKinley and such of his Cabinet offi- 
cers as can accompany him inspect the 
park army on the Fourth of July. A formal 
invitation will be extended, and the Presi- 
dent will be urged to accept. If the invita- 
tion is accepted the President and his party 
wiil be elaborately entertained by the city 
and in the park. 

The following men! have been detailed 
from the Fourteenth New York to go to 
Brooklyn and assist the officers in recruit- 
ing: Sergts. Keiblen, Greet, White, and 
Rhodbeck, Corp. Mitchell, Privates Logan, 
Chrystie, Nordenburg, Rivan, Ormiston, 
Townsend, anu Hooper. 

Col. Wilder reported for duty to Gen. 
Grant to-day, and assumed command of the 
Fourteenth. Gen. Grant took his own 
Colonel’s shoulder straps off and presented 
them to Col. Wilder, expressing the wish 
that they would be as fortunate to him as 
commander of the Fourteenth as they had 
been to himself. 

Gen. Grant to-day received a notification 
from the General Council of Founders and 


Patriots of America that resolutions had 
been passed to present him with a General’s 
sash and sword belt. 

Gov. Bradley of Kentucky, after visiting 
the Kentucky regiments, visited Gen. Grant 
and complimented him highly on the or- 
ganization of his division, and the New 
York regiments. With the Governor were 
Gen. Collier, Cols. Forester, Griffith, Lan- 
drum, Mengley, Wilson, Cohen, Ahling, 
Smith, and Ashland, Col. and Mrs. Murphy, 
Miss Christine Bradley, Mrs. Lenox, Major

As the Kentuckians were leaving 
Goy. Bradley told Gen. Grant he would see 
that some of Kentucky’s finest whisky was 
sent té him as an expression of Kentucky’s 
regard. Gen. Grant accepted the tender and 
said as he was ux teetotaler he would use 
it with visitors. Gov. Bradley in his speech 
to _ Second Kentucky Regiment to-day 
said: 

*‘ Kentucky, look to your laurels. On one 
side of you is a regiment from that great 
Western State of Nebraska, and on the 
other side is another fine regiment from 
the Empire State,’’ referring to the Second 
Nebraska and the Ninth New York. “ Both 
of these regiments are,’’ said he, *‘ no doubt 
good fighters, but while our men may not 
now be as well equipped, nevertheless, they 
are fighters, and good ones, too, and will, 
no doubt, stand worthily upon Kentucky’s 
record. Stand together and watch your 
laurels.’””’

Col. Leonard of the Twelfth New York 
has appointed Battalion Adjt.

Great indignation exists in all the New 
York regiments here owing to the false re- 
ports being published in some New York 
papers regarding their rot getting enough 
to eat. Every one has a plenty and of ex- 
cellent quality. The officers and a great 
majority of the men are incensed that their 
respective regiments should be placed in a 
false position. There is but one complaint 
among the New York men throughout, and 
that is long and loud, ‘‘ Why don’t the State 
of New York pay us?” It is common talk 
in other State regiments regarding the way 
the New York men are being treated in 
this matter. 

Senator Allen and Judge Hayward of 
Nebraska to-day reviewed the Second Ne- 
braska Regiment, and a magnificent dress 
parade was held. Inspector General Rogers 
of Gen. Grant’s staff, who witnessed the re- 
view, said it was one of the best he had 
seen, and that, as a whole, they were a 
magnificent body of troops. Senator Allen 
said he was very proud of the men, and con- 
gratulated Col. Bills most warmly. 

Col. Hoff, the Chief Surgeon of the Third 
Army Corps, among which are some of the

Gen. Tillinghast Looks Over the 
Men at Four Armories. 


A SPLENDID SHOWING MADE 


Gov. Black Can Supply the Men Need- 
ed from This State on Short 
Notice. 


Adjt. Gen. C. Whitney Tillinghast, accom- 
panied by Brig. Gen. Howard Carroll, 
Chief of Artillery; Major Burbank, United 
States Army; Col. Hilton, Assistant In- 
spector General, and Paymaster Gen. Healy 
made a tour of inepection of some of the 
provisional regiments last night that have 
been formed to take the place of those now 
in the field. The regiments inspected were 
the One Hundred and Eighth, One Hundred 
and Twelfth, One Hundred and Twenty-sec- 
ond, and One Hundred and Seventy-first, 
and from the statements made after the in- 
spection by’~Gen. Tillinghast a flattering re- 
port will go to Gov. Black both on the con- 
dition of the commands and the work of the 
men who have been recruiting them. 

The first regiment visited was the One 
Hundred and Eighth. The men were drawn 
up in regimental formation and in open or- 
der of inspection, while the Adjutant Gen- 
eral and those accompanying him passed 
between the lines scrutinizing every man. 


The men, of course, were ununiformed and 
unarmed. 

The same order was gone through in the 
cases of the other regiments. At the One 
Hun@red and Seventy-first Col. Francis and 
his staff and Brig. Gen. George Moore Smith 
accompanied the inspecting officers, and 
Gen. Tillinghast Marmly congratulated the 
Colonel on the cOmmand he had formed, of 
which there were ten companies in line. 

“I am both. pleased and surprised,” said 
Gen. Tiilinghast after the inspection. “ All 
the segiments made a capital showing, es- 
pecially the One Hundred and Seventy-first, 
who are as fine a body of recruits as I 
ever saw. Naturally the thing looks a 
little crude to a military man, but all 
that will be remedied as soon as the equip- 
ments are used. These are being made as 
fast as possible, and I hope before many 
weeks have passed to have the new Na- 
tional Guard armed and equipped, and ready 
for any call that may be made on it. My 
visit has no other significance than to 
make ar inspection, so that I can report 
to the Governor the condition of the regi- 
ments and their needs. 

** About the second call we know absolute- 
ly nothing. Gov. Black has received no 
word from Washington about it, and until 
we know in what shape this will come, we 
naturally do not know what we are going 
to. do. I can say this, however. 
If the Governor is given discretion 
in how to raise men to fill up _ the 
ranks of the regiments in the field to their 
maximum strength, he will take from each 
of the provisional regiments enough men to 
fill the ranks of their predecessors. This 
has been promised the men under the order 
forming them, and these regiments will also 
have precedents in volunteering whenever 
the call is issued to us.” 

‘“‘Does that mean that the Seventh and 
Twenty-third Regiments will not be called 
on to volunteer when the _ second call 
comes?’’ was asked. 

“I cannot say anything on that sub- 
ject,’’ was the reply, “ and in the absence 
of any news from Washington I do not 
think that the Governor has formed any 
plan. As soon as we are called upon we 
can. raise the men necessary in an hour 
and a half. There are any number ready 
and willing to go to the front at once.” 

In regard to his proposed trip South to 
look after the welfare of the New York 
regimrénts, Gen. Tillinghast said that for the 
present nothing would be done in that mat- 
ter, as he was too busy now at Albany and 
could not get away. He said there was a 
possibility of his taking such a trip in the 
future, and that ne was anxious to take it 
and ready whenever orders came from the 
Governor. ‘ 

‘What about the State pay for the New 
York volunteers?’’ was asked. 

“We have put a force of twenty-four 
clerks at work on the pay rolls, and they 
will shortly be straightened out so that the 
men can get their money. The delay has 
not been at headquarters, and any one who 
saw the condition of the rolls would under- 
stand that. They were in the worst shape 
imaginable and the Paymaster, who is un- 
der $50,000 bonds, could not be expected tc 
pay on such rolls as those. The trouble 
arose over the different terms of service of 
the men. Some were in camp a day, others 
several days, others again a week or two, 
and these were so jumbled up that it has 
taken a large force to straighten them out.”’ 

Regarding tre rumors over: the restora- 
tion of the Thirteenth Regiment to its for- 
mer status, Gen. Tillinghast said that while 
he had heard reports that Gov. Black fa- 
vored such a plan the Governor had not 
said anything to him about it. Gen. Tilling- 
hast returns to Aibany this morning. 

To-night Major Gen. Roe will inspect the 
One Hundred and Ninth Regiment, and 
seven companies of the One Hundred and 
Sixty-ninth. Three more companies of the 
One Hundred and Sixty-ninth will take the 
oath on next Wednesday night, and to- 
night Company G of the One Hundred and 
Seventy-first will be mustered in by Major 
McClintock. 


UNIFORMS FOR THE TROPICS. 


Suitable Material Found at Last and 
a Few Contracts Made by the 
War Department. 


Arrangements have at last been conclud- 
ed by the War Department for furnishing 
the armies in the field with uniforms sult- 
able to tropical climates. This has been ac- 
complished after many delays, which are 
said to have been caused by the difficulties 
experienced by the Quartermaster’s Depart- 
ment in finding material in the American 
market similar to the goods worn by the 
German soldiery, which had been recom- 
mended by Gen. Miles, 

The goods finally selected and contracted 
for closely resembles the standard deter- 
mined upon, and is made of brown canvas 


and ‘drill weave.” The contracts were 
awarded yesterday by Deputy Quartermas- 
ter Kimball as follows: 

Brown canvas -iniforms: To Bierman, Heidel- 
berg & Co. of New York, 24,000 infantry coats, 
2.000 artillery coats, and 4,000 cavalry coats, at 
$2.27 each; 24.000 infantry trousers at $1.92 each, 
and 2,000 artillery and 4,000 cavalry trousers of 
the same materia! at $1.62 each, 

*‘ Drill’? uniforms: Tv C. Kenyon & Co. of 
Brooklyn, 10000 infantry coats at $1.28 each, 
10,000 infantry trousers at 95 cents each, 10,000 
infantry coats and 10,000 trousers at $2.28 and 
$1, respectively. 

These articles are to be turned out at the 
rate of 5,000 a day, and are to be delivered 
at the front as rapidly as possible. These 
contracts will be followed by others for 
from 50,000 to 100,000 more uniforms, At 
the rate of 5,000 per day, the full suppl 
will not have been delivered before July 18.

Gen. Stryker and Quartermaster 
Gen. Donnelly concerning New Jersey’s 
quota of volunteers under President McKin-

RED CROSS GENERAL COMMITTEE.

A Discussion Behind Closed Doors as 
to the Society’s Duties. 


The General Committee of the Red Cross 
Society heid a protracted meeting behind 
closed doors yesterday afternoon at the 
Chamber of Commerce, 32 Nassau Street, 
with William T. Wardwell in the chair. 


Bishop Potter was present for the first time, 
and others there were Levi P. Morton, the 
Rev. Sylvester Malone, Dr. George F. 
Shrady, Douglas Robinson, William R, Stu- 
art, Jacob H. Schiff, John P. Faure, James 
Speyer, Howard Townsend, Gustav H. 
Schwab, and Stephen Barton. 

Information of the simplest nature as to 
what took place was at first refused. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Shrady, James Speyer, who 
is one of the newer members of the com- 
mittee,/stirred up a warm argument by ask- 
ing some questions as to what composed 
the work of the Red Cross. When Mr. Ma- 
lone was asked if a ‘‘row” had resulted 
from Mr. Speyer’s questions, he said it de- 
pended upon what one called a “ row.”’ He 
lg ci it was simply a difference of opin- 
on. 

In response to an invitation, a few mem- 
bers of the Ladies’ Auxiliary Committee 
were present. It is proposed that the wo- 
men be permitted to enter the General Com- 
mittee, and they were invited that the 
coalition might be perfected. After consid- 
erable discussion, which Mr. Wardwell said 
was harmonious, the matter was referred to 
a special committee, which will report at 
the next meeting. 

A Finance Committee was appointed, 
which in a few days will issue appeals for 
funds. The special committee on a tug for 
the navy relief service reported. Several 
boats have been examined, but no definite 
conclusion has been reached. 

In response to a request from the Medical 
Advisory Board, asking that its scope and 
duties be defined, resolutions were passed 
requesting the board to advise the Relief 
Committee as to the best form of ambu- 
lance for field service; as to the best plan 
of examination for Red Cross surgeons and 
nurses; as to the best form of field hospital 
for service on Cuban soil, and the best ap- 
pliances and supplies for the same, and to 
furnish a diet list for land and sea in the 
tropics. 


VESSEL FROM SPAIN HERE, 


Capt. Clausen of the British tramp steam- 
er Mangara, which arrived yesterday from 
Huelva, Spain, said that he had first gone 
from Scotland to Teneriffe, Canary Islands, 
with a cargo of coal. He was there four 
davs, but the Spaniards did not seem to be 
doing anything to strengthen the fortifica- 
tions. On May 14 the Mangara left for 
Huelva, and the vessel was loaded with sul- 
phur and copper ore. 

“The feeling against Americans at Huelva 
is very strong,”’ said Capt. Clausen, ‘“ and 
our men were advised when they went 


ashore not to say that they were Americans. 


The town is full of Spanish soldiers. Very 
few of the people can read, but there are 
public readers who read the papers to the 
crowds for a small sum. These _ public 
readers were surrounded by crowds most of 
the day, listening to the Spanish reports 
wbout the war. All kinds of reports were 
being circulated, and one of these on May 20 
was to the effect that the Cadiz fleet was 
bombarding New York. The people cheered 
loudly at this news.”

HENRY J. WESTON A SUICIDE. 


NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., June 8.—Hen- 
ry Janeway Weston, grandson of Henry L. 
Janeway, the millionaire wall paper manu- 
facturer, and son of Col. Willoughby Wes- 
ton, a clerk in the Ninth National Bank of 


New York, shot and killed himself at his 
randfather’s home, on Livingston Avenue, 
ast night. The suicide was not discovered 
until midnight. 

Reports reached Mr. Janeway yesterday 
connecting the name of his grandson with 
a young woman in such a way as to affect 
the good name of the young man. Twice 
during the day Mr. Janeway questioned the 
young man, and the last time received a 
denial which satisfied him. 

After dinner young Weston left the lower 
part of the house to go to his room to study. 
He was in his second year at Rutgers, and 
it was his habit to study two or three hours 
every evening. Late in the evening 
his mother, Mrs.. Katherine Weston, 
went, to his room. He was not there. 
She found the bathroom door locked, 
and, getting no reply to her calls, summoned 
her father. Mr. Janeway forced the door 
and found his grandson lying upon the floor. 
The body was cold. The bullet had entered 
the left temple and penetrated the brain. 
The young man left a note saying it would 
be difficult for him to clear his name, and 
he had decided to end his life. He said he 
was not guilty as the stories said. 

The suicide acted as a pall upon the wed- 
ding in another branch of the Janeway 
family. This evening Miss Millie Janeway, 
daughter of Col. J. J. Janeway, was mar- 
ried to the Rev. Henry Scudder, a mission- 
ary in the Reformed Church. Only the im- 
mediate relatives were present, the many 
invitations sent out having been recalled 
during the day by messenger and telegraph.

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A GUARD COURT-MARTIAL | 


Home Members of Old Regiments 
May Have to Continue Drill. 


TEST CASES IN THE NINTH 


Men Who Were Rejected by the Reg- 
ular Army Surgeons Refuse to 
Drill in the 109th. 


For the first time in the history of the 
National Guard of this city members will 
be tried by court-martial for refusing to 
drill in regiments in which they did not 
enlist originally. This condition of affairs 
has been brought about by the war and 
the sending of the regular regiments to the 
front. In each case of departure there were 
a large number of men left behind. Some 
of these volunteered, but were rejected by 
the Surgeons for physical reasons, while 
others did not volunteer far business rea- 
sons. All such old members have been or- 
dered to report for duty at the old armories 
with the new organizations forming to take 
the place of those at the front. Most of 
these men absolutely fail to notice any or- 
ders and refuse to respond for duty. 

The climax came in the Ninth Regiment 
armory on Monday night, when Major Sol- 
omon E..Japha, who is the chief recruiting 
officer of the One Hundred and Ninth Regi- 
ment, saw two men in the armory not drill- 


ing whom he recognized as old members of 
Company K of the Ninth. 

‘““Why aren’t you men drilling in the 
squad?’’ he asked. 

** Because we don’t have to,’”’ was the re- 


y. 

“I know that you are members of the old 
regiment, and I expect you to drill.” 

ne of the men said: ‘‘ We are members 
of the Ninth Regiment. We are willing to 
drill with them. We wanted to go out with 
them, but were turned down by the sur- 
geons. Now we don’t:propose to drill with 
an organization we don’t belong to, and 
never joined. When.the Ninth comes back 
we will fall in and drill, but not before.”’ 

“You are still members of the guard,”’ 
said the Major. ‘‘ Under orders of the Ad- 
jutant General you must report for duty 
with the One Hundred and Ninth Regiment, 
and if you refuse to drill, I shall have you 
court-martialed. I will give you one minute 
to make up your mind.” The Major pulled 
out his watch and counted the seconds as 
they were ticked off. When the time was 
up the men still refused to go on the floor. 
“TIT did not want to take any unfair ad- 
vantage of you men,”’ said the Major, “ and 
gave you an opportunity to obey orders. 
Now that you have refused, you must take 
the consequences.”’ 

The men were Bruno Kirschner and 
Emmanuel Barnett, both members of Com- 
pany K, of which the Captain at the front 
is William F. Morris. Major Japha yester- 
day held a consuitation with Gen. Butt 
as to the course to pursue. As there is no 
One Hundred and Ninth Regiment yet for- 
mally organized there are no commissioned 
officers of the regiment to sit on the court- 
martial, and Gen. Butt has decided to bring 
the men before a brigade court, which will 
be composed of members of his staff. Major 
Herbert Parsons, Lieut. Col. Henry S5. 
Clark, and Major F. T. Underhill will prob- 
ably be among those composing the court. 
Gen. Butt told Major Japha that he would 
take severe measures to make an example 
of such men at once, as discipline must be 
maintained in his brigade at all hazards, 
especially at such a time as this. 

The charges under which these men will 
be tried will be brought under Paragraph 
232 of the Military Code, and ay be for 
disobedience of orders, disrespect to superi- 
ors, mutiny, desertion, and conduct preju- 
dicial to good order and military discipline. 
If the court-martial holds, it will mean that 
hundreds of Guardsmen now hiding behind 
a technicality will be forced into the ranks. 

These Guardsmen have hopes that the ab- 
sence of all musfer rolls, which have gone 
to the front with the old regiments, will 
leave the court-martial without any _ evi- 
dence of the previous enlistment of the 
men, and that, therefore, their offense can- 
not be proved. It is said Gen. Butt. will 
have a surprise to spring on that point. 


CONFERENCE OF JEWS. 


To Take Steps to Advance the Inter- 
est of Judaism in America. 


A conference of members of the Jewish 
faith of the United States and Canada was 
begun in the Spanish and Portuguese Syna- 
gogue at Central Park West and Seventieth 
Street yesterday morning. The object of 
the conference is to take steps to prevent 


the younger members of the faith from 
leaving it, and also to advance the inter- 
ests of Judaism in America by organization 
and co-operation. 

The meeting was called to order by the 
Rev. Dr. H. P. Mendes of this city, who 
was afterward made permanent Chairman. 
Max Cohen and J. Bruchalter of this city 
were made Secretaries. In the afternoon 
the report of the Committee on Zionism 
was read. It states that events have shown 
that Palestine can be developed to a re- 
markable degree, notwithstanding the re- 
ports to the contrary. ‘‘ The elimination of 
the idea of the ake aber state from the pres- 
ent progress of Zionism,’’ the report goes 
On to say, ‘“‘averts the possibility of oppo- 
sition from the Turkish Government or 
those European powers that have special 
interest in the holy places of the cradle of 
Christianity.” 

The proposal to assist existing colonies by 
the addition to these of desirable members 
and by opening depots for the reception and 
sale of their products in the commercfal 
centres of Europe and America was highly 
commended. The report advocated the dis- 
semination of better facilities for teaching 
the higher branches of the Hebrew lan- 
guage in Palestine and also a higher quali- 
ty of Jewish literature. 

It was amendéd so as to recommend the 
Zionistic movement-—the settlement in Pal- 
estine of Jewish people—according to the 
Jewish ritual. 

The report of the Committee on Orthodox 
Congregational Union stated that the ad- 
vantages of such conferences as the one 
now being held would make it possible to 
grapple with some hope of success with the 
problem of securing a thorough Jewish edu- 
eation for all Jewish children. 

“This sacred duty has been wofully neg- 
lected,”” says the committee. 

“The results of this neglect are manifest 
in the ease with which our young drift away 
from their ancestral faith, at least from the 
observance of its laws which our faith re- 
quires. These deplorable results will be 
still more terribly manifested unless the 
cause is effectually checked; and the cause 
is none other than our failure to instill into 
our boys and girls such knowledge of 
our religion.” 

The report, which was adopted, further 
recommended that a district rabbinical sys- 
tem might be organized, whereby a number 
of small . communities might be drawn 
nearer to each other, thereby facilitating 
means of relief in times of need and sor- 
row. It was further recommended that a 
bureau of information be organized to dis- 
seminate knowledge to correct misstate- 
ments and misrepresentations of the Jews 
as a people which are so prevalent through- 
out the world; that some steps be taken re- 
garding the observance of the Sabbath laws. 

A resolution was passed making the or- 
thodox Jewish Congregationalists in Amer- 
ica an established society. At the evening 
session addresses were made by the Rev. 
Meldola Da Sata of Montreal. Canada; L. 
N. Dembitz of Louisville, Ky., and the 
Rev. Dr. Schaffer of Baltimore, and a mu- 
sical programme was given. 

At to-day’s session a constitution and by- 
laws will be adopted by the society, and 
the election of officers will take place. To- 
night there will be a meeting at the El- 
dridge Street Synagogue.

The hospital ship Solace left the navy yard 
yesterday afternoon to join Admiral Samp- 
g0n’s squadron off Cuba, where she will 
take on board more sick and wounded sail- 
ors and marines and bring them North. The 
Solace will first go to Santiago, and then to 


the other points where there are American 
warships, me slight repairs were made to

busy taking on Coal and provisions. In ad- 
dition to these ordinary stores there were 
several cases which contained delicacies for 
the sick. which had been sent from the va- 
rious rélief organizations to Medical Di- 
rector Bloodgood for distribution.

Among them 
are the Restless, Hist, Eugenie, Aileen, and 
Stranger. 

Work on the cruiser Chicago has been ad- 
vanced so far that. she will be placed in dry 
dock this week. The foundations for her 
gun mounts have been put in place and 
she has been painted from the water line 
up. There is scarcely any doubt that the 
cruiser will be ready for active work by. the 
end of the month. \ 


STATUS OF NEWSPAPER BOATS. 


Their Appearance in This War Cre- 
' ates a Precedent. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—The status of 
the newspaper dispatch boat in time of war 
is one of the entirely new questions which, 
like that of the right to cut cables, has 
been sprung by the present state of hostili- 
ties between this country and Spain. The 


newspaper boat is a new thing. No such in- 
stitution has existed in any previous war, 
and there are consequently no precedents in 
law or usage to determine its international 
status, 

Reports received here show that in the 
case of at least one newspaper boat the 
Danish authorities at St. Thomas refused 
the privilege of coaling on the ground that 
to do so might be a violation of neutrality. 
Whether this was on the ground that the 
boat was conducting operations against the 
enemy by collecting information, and de- 
served therefore to be treated as a belliger- 
ent, is not known. It is thought to be more 
likely, however, that the boat was suspected 
of having United States officers on board, 
or of having filibustering intentions, and 
that she was refused the privilege of coaling 
on that ground rather than because of her 
carrying news. 

At Kingston, Jamaica, the question has 
been raised and decided in favor of the dis- 
patch boats, the British authorities, after 
hesitation and investigation, permitting the 
fleet of newspaper'eraft to run in and out 
there at will while watching the operations 
before Santiago. The authorities of St. 
Thomas are naturally a little more careful 
about observing the strict letter and spirit 
of neutrality than the British, as is evi- 
denced by the degree of their hospitality 
toward the newspaper craft. 

State Department officials say that the 
question of the status of these boats has not 
been brought before this Government, so 
that there has been no determination of 
their rights. 

They are not “ public ships’ and they are 
not merchant vessels. It is possible, it is 
pointed out, that they might be considered 
as yachts or pleasure craft. Their passen- 
gers and cfew would, it is assumed, be sub- 
ject, to capture by the ships of the enemy, 
just as war correspondents are subject to 
capture and imprisonment on land. They 
would in the same way be proper subjects 
for exchange.

A Stutement from the Treasury

go of the Spanish prize steamer Panama 
was received yesterday from the Treasury 
Department by Collector Bidwell: 

There is no existing law exacting duty on 
goods condemned by a “‘ prize ”’ court, and in 
the absence of such authority no duty can be 
collected. Neutral goods released by a prize 
court may be delivered to owner for immediate 
export. If retained for consumption in this 
country they become dutiable on appraisement.

Strenuous Efforts to Secure Con- 
sideration of the Annexa- 
tion Question To-day. 


RESOLUTION BY MR. GROSVENOR 


Provides that the Hawaiian Motions 
Shall Have Precedence Over Other 
Business, Exgept Conference Re- 
ports, Until Disposed Of. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—To-day’s session 
of the House began and ehded with Ha- 
Wwaiian incidents; Mr. Grosvenor, (Rep., 
Ohio,) a leader of the annexationists, figur- 
ing in each instance. The incidents grew 
out of the anxiety of those who want early 
consideration lest the opposition win a vic- 
tory and effect undue delay, if not the de- 
feat of the resolutions at this session. 

When the House was ready for business 
this morning, the regular order, pursuant 
to unanimous consent granted yesterday, 
was the consideration of. the conference re- 
port upon the Sundry Civil bill. 

Mr. Smith ‘(Rep., Mich.,) demanded the 
regular order, but withdrew it temporarily 
to permit the consideration of minor-meas- 
ures. 

Mr. Grosvenor gained recognitidh, and 
asked unanimous consent to read and have 
referred to the Committee on Rules a res- 
olution providing for giving the Hawaiian 
resolutions precedence over all: other busi- 
ness except conierence reports until dis- 
posed of 

“I will say to the gentleman,” quickly 
interjected Mr. Henderson; (Rep., Iowa,) a 
member of the Rules Committee, ‘‘ that it 
is entirely unnecessary to read or present 
to the House his resolution. He has only to 
deposit it with the Clerk, and it will be re- 
ferred appropriately.’”’ 

“I understand,’’ responded Mr. _ Gros- 
venor, “ but I want it made plain that the 
resolution has been introduced and sent to 


the committee.” 

“I object,” cried Mr. Johnson, (Rep., 
Ind.,) and Mr. Smith (Rep., Mich.,) renewed 
his demand for the reguiar order, and the 
resolution was forced through the regular 
channel. 

The House then took up the conferrees’ 
report on the Sundry Civil bill, accepted 
some of the Senate amendments, and agreed 
to a further conference. 

Mr. S. W. Smith (Rep., Mich.,) then called 
for the Lacey bill, te enable volunteer sol- 
diers to vote at Congressional elections dur- 
ing the war, the bili having been made the 
special order for to-day. r. King (Dem., 
Utah,) moved to adjourn, but the motion 
was defeated. : 

Mr. Powers (Rep., Vt.,) contended for the 
bill’s constitutionality. -At the conclusion 
of Mr. Powers’s speech Mr. Smith moved to 
adjourn. 


Protest from Mr. Grosvenor. 


Mr, Grosvenor was instantly upon his feet 
protesting that he had a parliamentary in- 
quiry. The motion was being pressed and 
the Ohio member had not been recognized. 
It was generally understood that the Elec- 
tion bill would come up to-morrow and have 
precedence. 

It was to ascertain the effect of adjourn- 
ment that Mr. Grosvenor rose. A wrangle 
ensued pending the vote to adjourn, during 
which Mr. Grosvenor, in response to some 
near-by member who had suggested that ad- 
journment would be equivalent to a contin- 
uing order making the Hliection bill privi- 
leged to-morrow, said angrily: 

** Yes, I know it isa corneas. erect. and 
it is a continuing order to obstruct the 
passage of the Hawaiian resolutions.” 

There was a ripple of applause at this 
from members favoring annexation. Above 
the noise of applause and comment, Mr. 
Lacey, (Rep., Iowa,) addressing with much 
vigor Mr. Grosvenor, was heard to declare: 
nx The gentleman should be ashamed to 
make such an accusation.” 

After the commotion was quieted in a 
measure, Mr. Grosvenor t his query to 
the Speaker, who said the effect of ad- 
journment would leave the Election bill the 
privileged business to be called up to-mor- 
row immediately after convening, but, he 
added, replying to a further query, that 
the question of consideration could be raised 
gna the one to-morrew could. vote to 
displace the F 

ellers were ordered. upon the motion 


to adjourn, and the vote was proceeding 
when the Speaker interrupted to say: 

‘It is fair to say to the House that upon 
reflection I doubt the correctness of the re- 
ply given to the gentleman from Ohio. The 
Chair is not quite certain as to the exact 
language empraved on yesterday in making 
the bill privileged -to-day, and if that lan- 
guage should make it appear that the mat- 
ter was to proceed to consideration until 
disposed of, the question of consideration 
could not be raised to-morrow. The lan- 
guage did not appear this morning in the 
record.”’ 

The vote proceeded, resulting in favor of 
adjournment, but a roll call was ordered, 
resulting, yeas, 91; nays, 80, and the House 
adjourned. 7 


Object of the Grosvenor Resolution. 


Gen. Grosvenor’s object in introducing the 
resolution to consider Hawaiian annexation 
is to place the question of getting the an- 
nexation resolution formally before the 


Committee on Rules, looking to a special 
rule for its immediate consideration in the 
House. 

He stated this afternoon that he expected 
the annexation resolution will be brought 
up in the House to-morrow. “It is the in- 
tention of the friends of the measure,” he 
said, ‘“‘to bring the annexation resolution 
up immediately and press it to a final pas- 
sage.”’ 

He said the resolution would be brought 
up to-morrow either by a special rule or by 
recognition. 

His resolution at least disposes of one of 
the contentions of the opponents of 
annexation that no formal request 
for action has been made to_ the 
Committee on Rules, though verbal re- 
quests have been showered on the Speaker 
and the Republican members of that com- 
mittee. Conference reports, however, have 

recedence over the resolution, and, if the 

Jar Revenue bill is reported, as now seems 
possible, it will stand in the way of imme- 
diate. consideration, as would any of the 
other reports about to come from confer- 
ence, 


SENATE PASSES CENSUS BILL. 


Not More Than Two-thirds of Super- 
visors and Enumerators to Be- 
long to Same Party. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—A bill providing 
for the taking of the twelfth census was 
passed -by the Senate to-day after a debate 
which occupied the greater part of three 
days. 

Several weeks ago a census bill was pre- 
sented by the committee having the matter 
in charge, but the measure was so unsatis- 
factory that it was recommitted to the com, 
mittee. The bill passed to-day was intro- 
duced in lieu of that which was recommit- 
ted and, as slightly amended, received the 
unanimous support of the Senate (Maer it, 
if it should become a law, a Director of the 
Census, an Assistant Director, and five ex- 
pert statisticians will be appointed imme- 
diately to make the preliminary arrange- 
ments for the taking of the census of 1900, 
in accordance with the outline presented in 
the bill, which has alrealy been fully cov- 
ered by The Associated Press. 

A determined effort was made to provide 
that the employes of the Census Bureau 
should be examined and certified by the 
Civil Service Commission, but it failed by 
a vote of 18 to 31. A provision was inserted 
that not more than two-thirds of the su- 
pervisors and enumerators should belong to 
the same political party. 

Mr, Cockrell’s Modified Amendment, 

When the bill was laid before the Senate 
at 2 o’clock the pending question was the 
amendment offered by Mr. Cockrell (Dem., 
Mo.,) requiring that employes of the Census 
Office shall be examined and certified by 
the Civil Service Commission. 

Mr. Cockrell so modified his amendment 
as to provide that the chief clerk and the 
chief statisticians shall be appointed by the 
Secretary of the Interior upon recommenda-~ 
tion of the Director of the Census, subject 
to such examination as the Direetor may, 
with the approval of the Secretary of the 
Interior, prescribe, and all other employes 
authorized by this act shall be appointed 
under existing laws and regulations. 

Mr, Hale, (Rep, Me.,) former Chairman 
the Conees phe | maintained that 
the proposition presen was purely one 
of business. The whole question, he said 
had been gone over thoroughly in 1890, and 
all concerned had come to the conclusion 
that it would be much better to leave the 
census employes outside -of the civil, serv- 
ice. He thought it strange Senators could 
not vote as they believe, for he was sat- 
isfied that not ten Senators believed the 
census employes ought to be placed under 
the civil service. 

In the course of a reply by Mr. Cockrell 
he was asked by. Mr. ar (Rep., Iowa,) it 
he did not know that many employes of 
the Government were now practically on a 
civil pension list. 

“No, I do not,” replied Mr. CockreH. 
” oboe! I do,” said Mr. Gear. “In the 
Treasury Department all employes over sev- 


enty years of age get a salary of $900, and 
are required to do little if any work.” 

“If that is true,’’ said Mr. Cockrell, “it 
is a piece of maladministration that ought 
not to be tolerated. You ought to remove 
your Secretary of the Treasury, for under 
the law he has no right to make any such 
arrangement.” 

The amendment of Mr. -Cockrell was re- 
jected—18 to 31. 

An amendment offered by Mr. Chilton, 
(@em., Texas,) prod that nothing in 
the bill should be considered as establish- 
ing @ permanent census bureau, was agreed 


0. 

Mr. Turpie, (Dem., Ind.,) having previous- 
ly secured the adoption of an amendment 
providing that not more than two-thirds of 
the supervisors and enumerators should be 
appointed from one political party, Mr. Pas- 
co (Dem,, Fia.,) offered an amendment in- 
cluding the census clerks with the super- 
visors and enumerators, 


Mr. Carter’s Criticism, 


Mr. Carter (Rep., Mont.,) called attention 
to the fact that a majority of the clerks 
would be women and girls and boys, and it 


would be ridiculous to apply’ the amendment 
to the clerical force. 

Mr. Chandler (Rep., N. H.,) said the 
amendment of Mr. Turpie had been accept- 
ed willingly, but to make the same provis- 
ion apply to women, and even male clerks, 
would not be proper. It would be absurd 
to compel the directors of the census to 
make such an investigation as was contem- 
plated by the amendment, particularly as a 
majority of the clerks would come from the 
City of Washington. 

Mr. Gorman (Dem., Md.,) made a brief 
argument in favor of the amendment, main- 
taining that Congress ought to endeavor to 
make the taking of the census an entirely 
non-partisan proceeding. 

After further discussion, Mr. Pascoe with- 
drew his amendment, and Mr. Carter of- 
fered as a substitute for it a provision that 
all persons employed in the Census Bureau 
be selected on account of special fitness and 
eitmont reference to their political affilia- 

s. 

The substitute was agreed to, and the bill 

was then passed. 


INQUIRIES ABOUT THE WAR. 


Bill to Enable the Senate Committee 
on Foreign Relations to Act. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—In the Senate 
to-day Mr. Chandler (Rep., N. H.,) offered 
the following resolution, which, under the 
rules, went over: 

“That the Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions be and is hereby directed to conduct 
such inquiries as may be deemed advisable 
concerning al! the questions arising out of 
the present war in relation to foreign Gov- 
ernments, and the rights and obligations of 
this Government connected therewith; and 
also concerning such facts as the committee 


may deem it expedient to arene said 
committee to have power to meet during the 
sessions of the Senate, and during the com- 
ing recess of Congress to act as a full com- 
mittee or through sub-committees, and to 
summon and examine witnesses,”’ 


Postal Savings Banks Bill Favored. 

WASHINGTON, June 8—The Senate 
Committee on Post Offices and Post Roads 
to-day authorized a favorable report upon 
the bill providing for the establishment of 


a system of pootes savings banks, The bill 
reported is the regular committee measure. 
It authorizes every money order Post Office 
to receive deposits for any sum in excess of

Congressional Notes. 


In the House yesterday Mr. Loud (Rep., Cal.,) 

resented the conference report upon the Post 

ffice Appropriation bill. The report was adopted 
without debate. 

A bill was passed yesterday by the Senate to 
set aside a portion of certain lands in the State 
of Washington now known as the Pacific Forest 
Reserve as a public park, to be known as the 
Washington National Park. 

The Senate has concurred in the House amend- 
ment to the joint resolution directing the Secre- 
tary of War to return to the State of Ohio flags 
of certain volunteer regiments of Ohio, the House 
amendment providing also for the return of the 
flags of the One Hundred and Thirteenth New 
York Volunteer Infantry.

ness. The terms of the settlement of these 
controverted points may make a difference 

the agreement on other items so far 
reached, but it is not believed that many 
of these will be materially changea. 

The settlement so far obtained is a sub- 
stantial victory for the Senate. Practically 
all of the Senate amendments in phrase- 
ology and penalties have been retained. 
Among the most important of these which 
the report will show have been agreed to 
by the conferrees are those providing for a 
tax on inheritances, for a ‘duty on tea, and 
for taxes on sleeping and palace cars, pe- 
troleum, and sugar refining; on mixed flour, 
and on bankers, brokers, theatres, circuses, 
&c. All these provisions, which were in- 
serted by the Senate, are retained in prac- 
tically the language of the Senate amend- 
ments. There was a strong contest over all 
these provisions, except: tea, which, it is 
understood, -was quite unanimously accepted 
as @ proper provision, - 

The Senate bond provision has been mod- 
ified so as to constitute a compromise with 
the House. The most material alteration 
made in this amendment is one fixing the 
amount of bonds at $400,000,000 instead of 

,000,000, as agreed upon by the Senate 
and $500,000,000 as proposed by the House. 
The provision in regard to time certifi- 
cates also will be amended, but the amount, 
which was $100,000,000 in both the Senate 
and House bills, will remain at that figure. 
It will be made clear that this loan is in- 
tended for merely temporary purposes. 

Among the Senate amendments_ which 
will probably go out are those providing for 
a tax upon receipts above $5 and for a tax 
on insurance agents as well as the Chilton 
amendment. 

Somewhat to the surprise of the Senate 
members of the conference, the House con- 
ferrees manifested a desire to have the 
tonnage tax restored, and this is also one 
of the points yet to be definitely determined, 
The indications are, however, that the Sen- 
ate will not yield in its determination to 
do away with this provision. 


Opposed to Chilton Amendment. 


The Merchants’ Association of New York 
yesterday mailed to each member of the 
conference committee having in charge the 
War Tax bill a protest against the Chilton 


amendment adopted by the Senate. The 
association says the amendment is presum- 
ably intended to impose a tax on articles 
having special privileges in the form of 
patent or trade mark rights, but instead of 
doing this it imposes a tax upon a package 
in which such article or preparation may 
be contained. This is the principal reason 
for the opposition to the bill. 


San Francisco Loan Offerings. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 8.—The subscrip- 
tion to the new 3 per cent. Government 


loan to-night reached a total of a million 
and a quarter, with promises to the First 
National Bank of three millions. The major 
part of this has been subscribed in sums 
of $25 to $100. 


EXTRA WORK COINING GOLD. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—Secretary Gage 
sent to the House to-day a recommendation 
for the appropriation of $250,000 for the pay- 
ment of wages of workmen and the contin- 
gent expenses at the mints in coining gold 
and subsidiary silver during the next fiscal 
year, together with an elaborate statement 
of the gold bullion now in the Treasury and 
the need for its conversion for prompt uses. 


The appropriation is to enable the mints to 
convert a large part of the gold bullion 
now on hand, as well as to coin the current 
domestic deposits that will be made. The 
Secretary calls attention to the $97,000,000 
held in the.Treasury on June 1, and the 
apparent necessity for its conversion into 
coin at an early date to be available for 
disbursement by the /Treasury in case it 
should be required. Continuing, the Secre- 
tary says: ‘ 

“On July 1, 1897, the amount of gold 
bullion held by the Treasury was $26,575,- 
028; on June 1, 1898, $96,998,864, an increase 
of $71,423,836. The coinage of gold from 
July 1, 1897, to June 1, 1898, aggregated 
$57,730,930, which about equals the domestic 
production for the period. The increase in 
the gold bullion in the Treasury is due to 
the large importation of foreign gold bullion 
and coin, deposited at the Mint at San 
Francisco and the Assay Office at New 
York, amounting from July 1, 1897, to June 1, 
1898, to $72,457,500. The Mints at Philadel- 
phia, New Orleans, and San Francisco are 


now working eight hours a day to their full, 


pen ey thy in coining gold, silver dollars, and 
subsidiary silver. Of the gold bullion in the 
Treasury $92,000,000 is held at the Assay 
Office at New York and the Mint at Phila- 
delphia, and to reduce materially the stock 
in a reasonable time it will be necessary to 
run overtime at the Philadelphia Mint for 
several months. While the stock of gold 
bullion on hand at San Francisco at present 
is about $4,500,000, it will be increased in 
July and August by receipts from the Klon- 
dike, most of which will be deposited in 
that institution. 

“ Conservative estimates place the amount 
that will be received from the Klondike dur- 
ing July and August at not less than from 
$12,000, to $15,000,000, and probably it will 
be necessary to work the Mint at San Fran- 
cisco overtime for two or three months. 
Bspecially will this be necessary. should 
further importations of gold be made from 
Australasia.”’ . 


SENATOR MASON’S OPINION, 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—‘In my judg- 
ment,” saia Senator Mason this afternoon, 
‘Congress will not adjourn while the war 
continues. I believe that a quorum of both 


Houses will be continually on hand in order 
to meet any emergency that might arise, 
and no one can tell what may happen be- 
tween now and the restoration of peace.” 
Senator Mason also predicted that the joint 
resolution to annex the Hawaiian Islands 
will not be passed this session.

SEVERAL SUICIDES REPORTED 


Incendiary Fires of Frequent Occur- 
. rence — Another Attack by Our 
' Fleet Feared, but San Juan 
Thinks Itself Impregnable.

‘ST. THOMAS, Danish West Indies, May 
80.—News from Puerto Rico reaches St. 
Thomas in two ways: by word of mouth of 
the passengers and refugees that come from 
the island and by the Puerto Rican news- 
papers these people bring with them. 

Since the bombardment of San Juan on 
May 12 the condition of the island, as far as 
ean be judged, can be generally set down as 
one of military activity and preparation for 
a resumption of hostilities. There is una- 
bated vigilance along the coast, in view of 
the so-called defeat of the American ships 
last month and a more or less prevailing 
confidence in the impregnability of the isl- 
and’s capital, San Juan. On the other hand, 
however, it is said there is a scarcity of 
smaller fruits and vegetables, no work for 
the laborers in the country, largely owing 
to the lack of cash and fear of the future, 
occasional small riotings among the discon- 
tented, and undoubted growing misery and 
suffering among all classes, but chiefly 
among the poor, owing to the high prices 
asked by speculators for food. 

The strictest censorship is exercised over 
ail cable messages, and no news of the isl- 
and is sent out. Even letters are examined. 
A resident of Puerto Rico recently wrote 
to a correspondent in St. Thomas, begging 
him to omit from future letters all refer- 
ence to the war and war news, as the in- 
formation was invariably seen by the au- 
thorities, and only served to bring suspi- 
cion upon the recipient and his family. The 
censorship is also extended to the newspa- 
pers, and onlysuch statements as are agree- 
able to the Governmenut can be published. 

Some stress has been laid upon recent in- 
cendiary fires in Puerto Rico. It is impos- 
sible to learn what these fires have amount- 
ed to, but inquiry confirms the reports that 
they are of frequent occurrence, and it is 
Supposed that they are started for the pur- 
poses of loot and robbery. 

Business Men Take Their Lives. 

A tragic fact is the chronicling in recent 
papers of several suicides. Some have oc- 
curred among the soldiers, and two were of 
men more or less prominent in business 
circles. To men who have lost property 
and income, whose affairs are at a stand- 
still, who have no money for the care of 
their families, who fear American invasion 
will bring with it the same barbarities that 
they know would attend successful invasion 


of the enemy’s country by Spain, the future 
must look black indeed. 

The last Puerto Rican papers received 
here bear date of May 25. The following 
statement culled from them bears out the 
foregoing remarks as to the condition of the 
island. 

“The Spanish Government is buying 
mules for the transportation of ammuni- 
tion, &c.; each mule must be able to carry 
a load of 97 kilos over and above weight 
of trappings. 

In all parts of the island small fruits, 
beans, plantains, &c., are being sown. These, 
with our cattle, will provide for the future, 
and no one will die of hunger. The diffi- 
culty in the situation is to subsist at pres- 
ent. 

“At the beginning of each day ‘all the 
world’ of San Juan looks toward the ma- 
rine signal station to see if the Yankees are 
reported in sight. 

“The passengers on a foreign steamer 
from Santo Domingo that touched at Ponce 
on May 23 were arrested. They were all 
reieased in a few hours, with the exception 
of a man named Aguayo, who had $12,000 
on his person. Aguayo was set at liberty 
two days later. 

“It is reported from Lares that the coffee 
crop there is abundant, but that money 
wherewith to harvest it is lacking. At Las 
Marias, it is said, there is no money among 
the people. Coffee planters, who generally 
harvest from 500 to 600 quintals of coffee a 
year, must now let their crops go to waste 
as it is impossible to obtain codfish or rice 
for the laborers. Scores of pour people go 
each day for succor to the local authorities 
of Las Marias. 

“In Cabo Rojo, it is said, the workmen 
are literally starving, as no one can give 
them employment.”’ 

“ Yesterday, May 24, there was an incen- 
diary fire in San German and another in 
Mayaguez. 

“The ‘appearance of strange craft along 
the coast occasions alarm and the muster- 
ing of military forces.”’ 2 

An Oflicer on the Bombardment, 

A Spanish artillery officer, who took part 
fin the defense of San Juan de Puerto Rico 
during the bombardment by the American 
fieet on May 12, has made the following 
comments upon the affair: 

*““It was purely an artillery duel, but the 
Object of the Yankees was not to sustain 
the duel. They wished, by an act of audac- 
fty, to cause the surrender of the city, or 
to take it by surprise. This, their leaders 
calculated to accomplish by an unexpected 
and violent attack, and by concentrating 
the fire of their numerous and powerful ar- 
tillery. They argued that the forts would 
give way before the power of their pro- 
jectiles and a panic occur in the city, and 
that the chief of the squadron would thus 
ibe able to compel its surrender. 

“This plan failed from the first. The bat- 
teries were served by the garrison with 
rap‘dity, the artillerymen were collected and 
did great execution with their guns, while 
those on board the American squadron, 
quickly losing their heads, made their evo- 
lutions with less and less precision, their 
firing becoming less and less effective. 

“The retreat of the squadron with great 
losses and damage has served as a severe 
lesson to the enemy, showing them most 
positively that to attempt to take this place 
will cost them a great number of their 
ships and the best part of their army 
should it disembark on our shores. Given 
the most favorable conditions they can hope 
for. the sacrifice would be greater than the 
gain, and in war it is an axlorn not to make 
great sacrifices to obtain small ones, of 
which truth the Yankees are doubtless 
aware. This makes it {mprobable, if not 
impossible, that a new attack will be made 
upon the capital. 

“It is also to be remembered that the 
principal object was for the enemy’s squad- 
ron to prepare itself for the encounter with 
the Spanish fleet, and it is certainly not 
advisable for it to weaken itself in ad- 
venturous enterprises.”

READING, June 8.—While the firemen’s 
pa-ade, the show feature of Reading’s 
fsesqui-centennial celebration, was in prog- 
ress this afternoon, a fire broke out on 
Penn Square, the main business thorough- 
fare of the city. The twelve local com- 
panies and fire companies from twenty 
other cities and towns were in line at the 
time. They immediately broke ranks end 
proceeded to the scene of the conflagration,

HE AMERICAN LAUNCHED. 


Archibald Watt’s Steam Yacht Slides 
Into the East River at One Hun- 
dred and Eighteenth Street. 


Archibald Watt’s new steel steam yacht, 
which was designed by himself and built at 
the Johnson Engineering and Foundry Com- 
panys’ yard, foot of East One Hundred and 
Eighteenth Street, was launched yesterday 
afternoon in the presence of several thou- 
sand people. The yacht, which is 254 feet 4 
inches long, stood on the ways gayly decked 
with bunting. Directly under her bow was 
erected a small platform, on which stood 
Mrs. Archibald Watt, with a bottle of 
American champagne in her hand. The last 
block was knocked away from the cradle at 
1:40 o’clock, and as the big white hull began 
to move Mrs. Watt broke the bottle over 
her bow and christened her the American. 

When half way down to the water the 


Ways on the port side of the yacht spread 
and the craft heeled over. Her flat bottom 
and momentum saved her from entering the 
water on her beam ends. There was no line 
from her stern to warp her into the dock, 
and she almost reached Randall’s Island be- 
fore two tugs took charge of her. Before 
they arrived she was compelled to let go 
her starboard anchor. 

Refreshments were served to the party in 
the pattern roon: of the foundry, the centre 
piece for the table being a sugar model of 
the American, six feet long. he name is 
well suited to the craft, for, as expressed 
iby her owner, who is a member of the New 
York Yacht Club and ex-Commodore of the 
American Steam Yacht Club, ‘“‘she was 
built with American money, of American 
steel, by American labor, and christened 
with American champagne.” 

When completed she will be one of the 
finest and best equipped yachts afloat. Her 
dimensions are as follows: Length, 254 feet 
4 inches; beam, 33 feet, and draught, 12 feet 
6 inches Her side plates are of half-inch 
steel, and her bottom plates nine-sixteenth 
inch steel. She is built with a double bot- 
tom, which contains thirty-two water-tight 
compartments, which can be filled or emp- 
tied at will. The hull is also divided into 
nine compartments. She is fitted with two 
quadruple expansion engines, developing a 
speed of 1,600 horse power each, which will 
drive the twin screws, and it is expected 
that she will make eighteen knots an hour 
easily. She has three masts and will carry 
a full square rig. 

There are two steel decks houses, the for- 
ward one to be used as a dining room, and 
the one aft as a lounging room. The own- 
er’s state rooms are aft, and astern of them 
are fourteen staterooms for guests, bath 
rooms, &c. She will be steered by steam, 
lighted by electricity, and will be equipped 
with all the latest improvements. Six boats 
will hang from her davits, including a 
thirty-one foot gig and a thirty-eight foot 
steam launch. A Captain and crew of sixty 
will man her, and it is expected that she 
will go into commission about Aug. 1.

Hamburg Beat Sly Fox and Hand- 
ball in the Race for the 
Spring Special Stakes. 


A STAKE FOR SIR VASSAR 


Kinnikinic, Croker, Formero, and De- 
canter Also Won Their Respect- 
ive Races at the Gravesend 
Course Yesterday. 


Hamburg, the clempion two-year-old of 
1897, the beaten favorite for the Belmont 
Stakes at Morris Park, after John E. Mad- 
den has accomplished his sale to Marcus 
Daly in theatric fashion for $40,000, made 
Sly Fox and Handball play “follow the 
leader’ to him at the Gravesend track yes- 
terday. The race was the Spring Special at 
a mile and a sixteenth, and was the third 
of the afternoon. The story that Hamburg 
had worked a mile preparatory to the race 
in 1:414% made him the favorite for the 
event, though Sly Fox has shown so well 
in all his races that as second choice he 
had a lot of followers, who, with the Bel- 
mont Stakes still in mind, stood loyally by 
him to beat the champion of two years ago. 
But Hamburg was fully up to his form of 
a year ago, and, as he did in his two-year- 
old races, set such a clip at the start that 
the others could not live with him, and he 
had them tip-toeing and practically beaten 
before the first half mile of the race was 
run. As Hamburg ran the half mile from 
the judges’ stand around the paddock turn 


into the backstretch in 48 seconds, and con- 
tinued to the three-quarters pole from the 
same point in 1:18%, there is no wonder 
that Handball was thus raced to a stand- 
still, and little more that Sly Fox was also 
disposed of before the distance was covered. 
From that point home the race was nothing 
but an exercise gallop for Hamburg, and he 
finished in a simple canter, both the others 
thoroughly tired out. 

After the race there was much gossip over 
Hamburg’s race for the Belmont, with a 
very general expression of opinion that the 
colt was nowhere near fit when Bowling 
Brook so easily took his measure. ‘“ Billy ”’ 
Lakeland, his trainer, insists, however, that 
the colt was just as fit then as'he was yes- 
terday, and thinks yesterday's race by no 
means settles the fact that Hamburg is not 
a “‘sprinter,’’ but able to go any distance, 
as some of the Hamburg enthusiasts 
claimed after the race. There are a great 
many others who are agreed that yester- 
day’s race proved absolutely nothing, and 
who believe that when Hamburg meets 
Plaudit, The Huguenot, and Previous, all 
the horses to be thoroughly fit, he will 
find his conqueror in at least one of the 
trio. He had the lightest of weights yester- 
day, ran what was essentially a sprinter’s 
race, and on the far turn, after he had 
gone seven furlongs and had his contestants 
beaten, had to be shaken up quite a bit by 
Sloan to keep him at his work. That is a 
strong point made by the people who be- 
lieve him to be a sprinter. 

The other stake race was the Kensington 
Hurdle Handicap, which brought out a field 
of five for a run of a mile and three-quar- 
ters, and which proved a very easy victory 
for Sir Vassar, the favorite in the specu- 
laticn, Castleton was the clown of the per- 
formance, as he acted like a circus horse at 
the post, once running away for a little over 
a furlong, and taking one flight of hurdles 
as a bit of a breather. When he got back 
to the post he promptly threw his jockey, 
and then cut all sorts of monkey-shines for 
ten minutes, while his rider made futile 
efforts to remount. Finally Byrne borrowed 
a coat from a bystander, slipped it on over 
his colors—which the horse apparently ob- 
jected to—and then managed to get into 
the saddle before the horse discovered the 
deceit. Once in the saddle Byrne managed 
to make Castleton go the course, but he 
was not able to force him up so that he 
could get any part of the money.

INVITING A VETO. 

It was intimated in our Washington 
dispatches yesterday morning that the 
conferrees of the House might admit, in 
some form, the Senate proposition for 
“ coining the seigniorage.”’ They are said 
to regard this as a fair “‘ dicker” for con- 
cessions which the Senate would be called 
on to make, the chief of which is the in- 
crease of the amount of bonds authorized 
from $300,000,000 to $400,000,000, giving 
authority for a total of long and short 
loans of $500,000,000. 

We can understand how this sort of 
compromise would appeal to a certain 
class of Republicans, and especially to 
those narrow, shallow, and stubborn per- 
sons who have insisted ever since 1893 
that the currency question would be of 
no consequence if only there were money 
enough in the Treasury. These gentle- 
men, and some of them are high in sta- 
tion and of much influence, would look 
with much satisfaction on a Treasury 
with $90,000,000 reserve, armed with the 
power to borrow half a billion, and sup- 
plied with enough revenue from new 
taxes to conceal the deficit that the act 
of 1897 produced. They would be in- 
clined to say: “‘ What difference does it 
make if we give the silver men this lit- 
tle sop? It is only $4,000,000 a month, 
and the maximum issue will be but $42,- 
000,000. The Treasury can always re- 
deem everything presented and keep 
things safe and steady with the large 
borrowing power secured by this bill.” 
Such reasoning is of exactly that blind 
and heedless kind that swung the Treas- 
ury out of the straight course twenty 
years ago and ran it on the shoals and 
from which we have en- 
and been 


quicksands, 
countered incalculable 
threatened with almost irretrievable dis- 
aster. 

If the Republican conferrees are fool- 
ish enough to admit in any form or meas- 
ure the coining of the seigniorage, we 
advise the President to veto the bill. He 
would promptly get a bill without that 
pernicious and disgraceful concession in 
it. Even if he should not get a good bill, 
he could run the war for a time long 
enough to bring the. force of public 
opinion to bear on Congress, on the loans 
authorized by the act of 1875. If he were 
reduced by Congress to taking a bill with 
this free-coinage stain upon it, or else 
going without money, he would be forced 
to accept the dictation of Congress. He 
cannot be reduced to that, and therefore 
he not only may but should stamp out 
this ridiculous and mischievous deal. It 
would inflict on the country far more 
damage than the Spanish fleet and army 
can ever hope to do. The President has 
a clear right to use his Constitutional 
share of the law-making power to pre- 
vent such an assault upon the credit and 
honor of the country. It would be his 
clear duty so to do. 

For consider a moment what this 
wretched scheme really is. The silver 
in the Treasury was bought under the 
Sherman act of 1890. . Treasury notes 
were issued for the purchase price, about 
90c. an ounce. It is now worth about 
58c. an ounce, so that the security it 
affords for the payment of the notes out- 
standing against it has shrunk 34 per 
cent. This silver is not paid for, except 
that portion which has been coined into 
silver dollars and exchanged for the 
notes. For the rest of it, our notes are 
still outstanding. The Senate proposes 
that the unpaid-for silver, which is worth 
only 58 cents and which was bought. at 
90 cents, shall be declared by law to be 
worth $1.29 an ounce, and that for the 
amount of the difference up to $42,000,- 
000, the Government shall issue silver 
certificates, and these shall be paid out 
to the creditors of the United States as 
“money.” In other words, it proposes to 
take silver, now worth $21,000,000, pre- 
tend that it is coined, and issue certifi- 
cates declaring that “‘ there have been de- 
posited in the Treasury of the United 
States forty-two million silver dollars, 
payable to bearer on demand.” 

The essential vice of this proposition is 


loss 


that it provides for fiat money. For one- 
half of the amount of certificates there 
is no value in the Treasury. The certifi- 
cates are to that extent lies on their face, 
The danger from their issue is twofold. 
The first and least is that the Treasury 
will be obliged to keep these certificates 
at par in gold. The obligation to do this 
with the present amount of currency 
brought us to the verge of bankruptcy, 
and cost the country many hundreds of 
millions in the panic and depression of 
business brought about. The second’and 
greater danger is in the adoption by the 


United States Government at this time 


of the pernicious principle that 50 cents 
can by law be made $1. From that the 
step to the principle that a mere promise 
can by law be made the thing promised 
is short, logical, and easy. 

From every point of view the Président 
would be justified in killing a bill con- 
taining this wicked and mischievous 
proposition. He would be protecting the 
interests and the honor of the Govern- 
ment. He would be asserting the princi- 
ples on which he was elected. He would 
earn and would receive for his courage 
and fidelity the admiration and unbotund- 
ed confidence of the Nation. 


HELP FOR SOLDIERS’ FAMILIES. 

The response to the appeal for funds 
made by the New York Soldiers’ Family 
Protective Association should be imme- 
diate and generous. This association has 
undertaken to relieve the needs of fami- 
lies who have been left destitute or in 
great want by men who have volunteered 
to fight their country’s battles. The cases 
are very numerous. It is inevitable that 
they should be so. It is one of the forms 
of suffering which war, every war, inev- 
itably occasions. The relief of it is a 
patriotic work. 

The association has wisely determined 
not to invoke the aid of the charitable 
organizations. Its work is not one of 
charity in the ordinary sense of the term. 
It seeks to co-operate with the soldier 
in caring for his family while he is serv- 
ing in camp or at the front on slender 
pay. It puts itself in communication with 
the soldier, and asks him to send to his 
family as large a part of his pay as pos- 
sible. Its members or their wives inves- 
tigate every case. Donors of funds may 
rest assured that their money will be ex- 
pended under proper safeguards for 
worthy objects.

THE ARMY IN EASTERN CUBA. 

Easterh Cuba would not be selected 
as a Summer resort by anybody who 
could go where he liked. But there is 
reason to believe that it is immensely 
preferable to Western Cuba, and no 
reason to doubt that it is distinct- 
ly preferable to Tampa. The work 
of reducing the defenses of Santi- 
ago with a force numerically much 
superior to that of the defenders and 
with the assistance of the fleet cannot 
occupy many days. When it is accom- 
plished the army will be able to select 
its own quarters, and accounts agree 
that it can select very eligible quarters. 
The Cuban highlands are in this part. 
The whole region is hilly, and the coast 
range that extends from Cape de Cruz 
to Cape Maysi contains the highest peaks 
of the island, including the highest of all, 
Pico de Tarquino, 7,670 feet. In the foot- 
hills, with which a railroad connection 
could readily be established, the army of 
invasion could be very comfortably en- 
camped, becomes an army of occupation, 
and be ready to strike either at San 
Juan or at Havana. The moral effect of 
the mere lodgment on Cuban soil will be 
worth making when it is plain that we 
cannot be dislodged. The army will be 
in no more danger from the Spaniards 
than it has been at Tampa. With his 
sea power entirely destroyed, Marshal 
Bianco would have no means at all of 
regaining Santiago, for nobody but a 
lunatic would think of marching an ex- 
pedition eastward through the island. 
The malarial fevers of the coast are not 
formidable in the hills, and yellow fever 
is unknown. A small garrison of Cubans 
or “immunes” can hold Santiago after 
it has been captured and leave the bulk 
of the army for other work. 

Certainly it is not conceivable that 
Gen. SHAFTER’s expedition, containing 
practically all the regular troops availa- 
ble, has been assembled and shipped 
merely for the capture of Santiago. The 
means are too disproportionate to the 
end. Of course, we do not mean to en- 
counter any check, and our force should 
be overwhelming, but the mere capture 
of Santiago and the Spanish ships, al- 
ready beyond the power of doing mis- 
chief, is inadequate to the formidable 
preparations we have made. When that 
is accomplished the navy and the army 
will be ready for the next step. 

Apparently the next step will be the 
conquest of Puerto Rico, and to this the 
possession of Santiago is a very desirable 
if not an indispensable preliminary. The 
possession of it as a base shortens the 
route of an invading force by nearly one- 
half from Key West and by more than 
one-half from Tampa, the nearest pointon 
our mainland at which an invading army 
can be assembled. As a base of supplies 
of all kinds, and especially of coai, San- 
tiago would be invaluable. The regulars 
and the seasoned volunteers of Gen. 
SuHAFTER’s force would probably suffice 
for the new adventure, and their places 
in Eastern Cuba could be taken by an 
equal body of the volunteers who are 
every day coming nearer to the standard 
of trustworthy soldiers in the various 
camps of instruction. 

Meanwhile, the constriction of the 
blockade will, of course, be maintained, 
and the position of Marshal BLANCO at 
Havana will be increasingly precarious, 
That the paper fleet of Admiral Camara 
may materialize and venture to cross the 


Atlantic 1s, of course, the wish of every 
officer in the American Navy, but the 
prospect that that wish will be gratified 
grows daily dimmer. Nothing can relieve 
Havana but a superior naval force, and 
the slips that Spain has left can easily 
be dealt with by half of our squadron in* 
Cuban waters. But even if Admiral Ca- 
MARA be as inaccessible to reason as 
Lieut. CARRANZA represents him to be, he 
will be apt to hold discretion the better 
part of valor when he remembers what 
has happened to Montojso and to CER- 
VERA, and to save his ships for future 
emergencies. Assuming the success of 
our operations at Santiago and at San 
Juan there would be no cisatlantic port 
to which a new Spanish squadron could 
have the assurance of betaking itself 
without having to fight an American 
force superior even on paper, and im- 
measurably superior on salt water. 

There would thus be no chance what- 
ever of relief for Marshal BLANco. His 
supplies are already cut off. It is scarce- 
ly credible that under these conditions 
he could hold out until the weather per- 
mitted the opening of a land campaign 
in Eastern Cuba. But if he did he would 
find himself confronted by a superior 
and by that time a disciplined and sea- 
soned force, in addition to the navy, 
while he could not hope for reinforce- 
ments from Spain to the extent of a sin- 
gle ship or a single man. The attack 
upon Havana would in that case mean 
the end of the war, with Cuba, Puerto 
Rico, and the Philippines all in American 
hands, 


AN OPPORTUNITY FOR THE MAYOR, 


We are quite unable to see the “trap” 
in the Rapid Transit Commission’s re- 
quest that Mayor VAN WYCK serve on a 
committee with the Controller and Mr. 
OrR to fix the compensation to be paid 
to the city by the Manhattan Railway 
Company for its new lines on the west 
side. 

It is the peculiar duty of the Mayor of 
the city to take a leading part in that 
kind of business. The income of the city 
from franchises diminishes the annual 
demand upon the taxpayers. Ordinary 
fidelity to a public trust and a natural 
human pride in its successful administra- 
tion should inspire the Mayor with a de- 
sire to see that due compensation was 
exacted of every company making use of 
the public streets. On the other hand, 
nobody in the city should be so compe- 
tent as the chief officer of its Govern- 
ment to pass upon the wisdom and pro- 
priety of lowering the franchise charge 
to a nominal figure in order to promote 
enterprises urgently demanded by the 
people for their comfort and convenience. 

These questions are all involved in the 
proposed grant to the Manhattan Com- 
pany. The Mayor is friendly to that com- 
pany. His message contained a reasona- 
ble and sensible statement of the public 
demand for the extension of its lines 
and the increase of its facilities for car- 
rying passengers. Mr. ORrR’s letter noti- 
fying the Mayor of his appointment was 
courteous and proper. It expressed the 
feeling of the commission that the city 
authorities ought to determine what an- 
nual rates the company should pay for 
the franchises. The appointment of the 
Mayor as a member of the Committee of 
Appraisal was one the commission was 
bound to make. 

Yet the Mayor refuses to serve in a 
note that is a little too curt to be quite 
courteous. We are afraid the Mayor 
overlooks some important considerations 
which should impel him to accept the 
appointment. The extension of the Man- 
hattan Company’s lines is an urgent pub- 
lic gecessity. Every day of delay is an 
injury to the company and prolongs the 
discomfort inflicted upon its patrons by 
the inadequacy of its present facilities. 
The Mayor should think of the needs and 
the comfort of the people. Any differ- 
ences he may have had with the Rapid 
Transit Commission should be laid aside 
in the public interest and at the call of 
duty. He has an opportunity here which 
we hope that, on reflection, he will em- 
brace. 


THE CASE OF ENGINEER MENOCAL. 


We must assume that the approval of 
the sentence of Civil Engineer A. G. 
MENOCAL by Acting Secretary of the 
Navy ALLEN is, like the finding of the 


court-martial, formal and technical. We 
shall expect to see Mr. MENOCAL restored 
to duty long before the expiration of the 
three years’ sentence of suspension the 
court felt compelled to impose. 

The court found that Mr. MENOcAL had 
been inefficient in the performance of his 
duty in constructing the dry dock at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard. The word “ culpa- 
bly” was stricken out of the charge by 
the court. It also found that he had neg- 
lected his duty, the word “wholly” be- 
ing stricken out. Thereupon eight out of 
the nine members of the court concurred 
in the following recommendation to the 
department: 


“The undersigned members of the court 
earnestly recommend the accused Civil En- 
gineer, G. MENOCAL, United States Navy, 
to the clemency of the revising power be- 
cause of his absence under orders at vari- 
ous times and because of his absence from 
sickness at times during the building of the 
dock; because of the imperfect provision of 
the contract and the imperfect wording of 
the same; because of the large amount of 
work under way at the time of building the 
dock, and because of the poor assistance 
Mr, MENocAL had for his numerous duties. 
His attention to his duties and his zeal and 
industry in attending to them are most 
strongly certified to by all of the command- 
ing officers under whom he served.” 


This extraordinary recommendation is 
nothing less than a verdict of acquittal 
appended to the formal verdict of guilty 
which the court found itself obliged to 
render under the peculiar regulations 
which govern such proceedings, It would 
be astonishing if the Navy Department 
should disregard it and actually affirm 
the sentence with the intention of per- 
mitting it to be executed, Any man who 
cannot see that the grossest injustice 
would be done by such a proceeding must 
have only a rudimentary sense of justice. 

Engineer MENOCAL was the victim not 
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only of an ill-made contract and of the 
conflicting orders of the department, 
which assigned him to an important work 
of construction demanding all his time 
and attention and then took him away 
from it by orders to other duty, as is 
set forth in the court’s recommendation, 
but also we are informed of the decep- 
tions, incompetence, and unfaithfulness 
of Inspectors appointed for political rea- 
sons. Moreover, any large work of wa- 
ter-front construction is one which de- 
mands local expert knowledge, of which 
we believe Mr. MENOcAL was not allowed 
to avail himself. The trouble with the 
Brooklyn dry dock arose very largely 
from want of familiarity with local con- 
ditions which could be possessed only by 
engineers of practical experience in wa- 
ter-front work in that vicinity. 

The case has a wider interest than any 
personal considerations could give it. If 
a sentence of such severity can be fully 
executed after a virtual acquittal on the 
evidence, it will not be long before Con- 
gress will feel it to be its duty to under- 
take a sharp revision of court-martial 
procedure with the aim of lopping off its 
absurdities and bringing it into some 
recognizable relation to reason and jus- 
tice.

The Chilton amendment to the revenue 
bill is meeting with great opposition, and 
not unjustly. Practically it imposes a 
tax of various amount—sometimes as 
high as 10 per cent. upon the sale of all 
goods made under a patent or bearing a 
trade mark. Now, a tax on the. gross 
sales of all retailers, though very harsh, 
and difficult to collect, would be fair. A 
tax on the sale of special articles like 
perfumery and most “ druggists’ arti- 
cles” is in great part a tax on luxuries 
which is not onerous, since any one can 
avoid it. But the Chilton tax has this pe- 
culiarity, that it acts as a penalty on ex- 
cellence. No man makes goods under a 
patent or under a trade mark unless he 
tries, at least, to make them of a grade 
higher than the general unnamed stock. 
If the latter are to go untaxed while the 
former bear a considerable burden and 
even a very heavy one, the burden is due 
solely to the excellence claimed for the 
goods. That is neither fair nor expedi- 
ent. It happens, also, that this tax will 
fall heaviest on goods of very general use 
and low price which in effect are necessa- 


ries, 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—*“A pound of good cheer,” remarks 
The Cincinnati Commercial Tribune, “is 
worth a carload of good wishes to a lot of 
soldier boys living on limited rations.”” We 
take it that the “‘ good cheer” to which ref- 
erence is here made means food, and that 
our contemporary’s desire is to incite people 
to do less cheering of soldiers on their way 
to the front and more fh the line of increas- 
ing and varying their diet. The intention 
is doubtless good, and it is ungracious to 
criticise those who are preaching generosi- 
ty, and, for all we know, practicing it, but 
is there real wisdom in the particular form 
of generosity suggested? The Government 
feeds its men. Its resources are without 
limit, so there can be no question as to its 
power to give them as much as they need, 
and the officers upon whom has devolved 
the duty of attending to this important 
matter either possess, or should possess, all 
the knowledge that has resulted from lam- 
entably numerous centuries of warfare in 
every part of the world. The army ration 
has been fixed in character, quality, and 
amount by experts who have given a vast 
amount of thought to the requirements of 
men doing soldiers’ work under military 
conditions, Presumably, the rations are 
made up with a view to supplying just the 
quantity of nutriment that is needed, and 
are composed of the material which exper- 
fence has shown to be best adapted for pre- 
serving the soldier’s health and strength. 
Any additions to them by loving friends are 
more likely to do harm than good, and, as 
a matter of fact, gifts of daintles—under 
which term the deadly American ple is too 
often included—have already worked havoc 
in several of the volunteer camps. What the 
people at hqme should do is to see that com- 
petent commissary officers are appointed, 
and to make a dreadful row when this is 
not the case. Thus, and thus only, will they 
really serve the soldier. 


—Ever since New York City had a Naval 
Battalion, the members of that organization 
have been keenly alive to the responsibili- 
ties placed upon them by their numerical 
designation. First to be formed, they have 
carefully continued to be the first to act at 
every opportunity. And when the war came 
there were many such opportunities, ‘The 
battalion was the first of the kind to do 
any work for the Government, the first to 
be mustered in, the first to go on shipboard, 
the first to start on a cruise, and now, 
aided by luck and the authorities at Wash- 
ington—perhaps that’s tautological, but 
never mind—it has been the first to engage 
in a real battle with the Spaniards. The 
regular naval officers will note all this with 
interest. Some day, when things are more 
peaceful, a few remarks about the exact 
nature of that Interest may appear in this 
column. Trey would be untimely now, but 
they will keep. 


—It is not quite right to look closely at 
the wording of a note penned in'a time of 
great sorrow, but surely attention may be 
called to the peculiar use of “‘ foreign coun- 
tries’”’ in the following, which appears in the 
London papers: *“‘ Owing to the overwhelm- 
ing multitude of messages of sympathy re- 
ceived by Mrs. GLADSTONE and her family 
from all parts of the British Empire, from 
the United States, and from foreign coun- 
tries, they are obliged to ask all, whether 
private individuals or members of public 
bodies, whom they may not be able person- 
ally to thank, to accept their heartfelt gra- 
titude, expressed through the medium and 
by the courtesy of the press. Mrs. Guap- 
STONE feels deeply the kindness showered 
upon her, which neither she nor her sons 
and daughters can ever forget.’’ The United 
States, it will be seen, are not numbered 
with lands alien to the English people, 


PERSONAL. 


—wWhen Mr. ERNEST TERAH HOOLEy, a 
vear or so ago, deigned to discuss with a 
London reporter the habits to be followed 
and the qualifications to be displayed by 
anybody desirous of becoming a millionaire, 
the published interview naturally attracted 
much attention, for Mr. HooLey was then 
believed to be a brilliant, almost blinding, 
proof of his own ability to explain the mat- 
ter he discussed, and a somewhat large 
majority of all the men and women on earth 
are extremely eager for just such informa- 
tion as he pretended to give. Alas, it was 
only pretense, and a most irritating pretense 
at that, to not a few of us, for Mr. HooLEey 
merely talked a lot of grubby platitudes 
about getting up early in the morning, 


working hard all day, and going to bed soon 
after sunset as preparation for extending 
the game scheme of operations over year 
after year. This, the eminent promoter 
said, was what he had done all his life, and 
he accredited his success entirely to indus- 
try, disavowing in the most emphatic terms 
the possession of brains euperior to, or dif- 
ferent from, those of the average business 
man, It is interesting, even consolatory, 
now, to note the dispatches announcing that 
Mr. Hootey has gone to financial smash— 
not that anybody rejoices over a fellow- 
creature’s misfortune, but because it shows 
so clearly that the millionaire who explains 
his millions by the repetition of copy-book 
maxims can neither keep himself rich nor 
make others wealthy. It is worth noting, 
too, that Mr. Hootey has never been taken 
very seriously by the real financiers of 
England, that they have long been expect- 
ing his downfall, and that when it came 
the ground in his vicinity didn’t shake a bit. 
The fact is, his laborious hours have chiefly 
been employed in blowing bubbles. They 
were very large ones, to be sure, and multi- 
tudes of people—people of the class that 
puts its trust in anything sooner than in- 
telligence and mathematics—took these bub- 
bles for what they were not, and contribut- 
ed generously to the expense of their manu- 
facture, but the men on whose wisdom the 
prosperity of British commerce depends 
were not deluded. They have noticed that 
HoontBy companies began gloriously, but 
were soon attacked by quick consumption— 
of capital stock. A list of them recently pub- 
lished revealed that out of seventeen great 
ventures manipulated by him not one had 
failed—to advance backward. The least 
depreciation in original share value among 
the group was £21,000, the greatest £1,300,- 
000, and the few companies which were then 
paying dividends showed signs of abandon- 
ing that habit in the immediate future. Mr. 
HoouEy’s habit of early rising is likely to 
cause the investors in his schemes to sit up 
very late. 


——Another conspiracy against the revered 
leader of the silver statesmen! First there 
was a plot to keep Mr. Bryan out of the 
army altogether, for fear his gallantry 
would dissipate the clouds of forgetfulness 
that were gathering about him. That 
scheme failed, for it had no foundation ex- 
cept the empty pretense that a Nebraska 
politician could not acquire the whole art 
of war as he did the entire science of 
economics, out of his inner consciousness, 
and, as nobody dared to do more than 
whisper so absurd an objection, Mr. BRYAN 
obtained his Coloneley. Now his desperate 
enemies are trying to send him off to Ma- 
nila, on the other side of the world, where 
he would be out of sight and mind for an 
indefinite length of time. Could anything 
be more outrageous? This plot, like the 
other, is sure to fail, however, for the man 
in the War Department has a fellow feeling 
for military ambitions like those of Col. 
BRYAN, and will yield gracefully to influ- 
ences of the sort he is accustomed to ex- 
ercise. 


—As might have been expected, papers 
all over the country are fierce in their con- 
demnation of Mr. POULTNEY BIGELOW’S 
dispatch to The London Times in regard to 
the condition of affairs at Tampa. Some of 
them deny utterly the truth of Mr. BIGE- 
Low’s descriptions, while the majority insist 
that even though all he said was true, he 
should not have circulated the results of his 
observation in foreign lands, This, accord- 
ing to The Troy Times, was “pretty close 
to treason,” and it continues thus: ‘ BIGE- 
Low has perverted the facts and strained 
every possible point to prove the weakness 
and inferiority of our army organization as 
compared with that abroad, especially in 
Germany, for whose monstrous system, 
which, endured much longer, will make 
shipwreck of civic liberty, he has a particu- 
lar fondness.” Now, there is no reason at 
all for suspecting Mr. BicELow of treason, 
but the Troy man is quite right in thinking 
that familiarity with some superficial ex- 
cellencies of the German Army has caused 
Mr. BicEtow to emphasize unduly some 
equally superficial weaknesses of our own 
service. Heaven forbid that the United 
States should ever pay for thoroughly 
trained and well-equipped soldiers the price 
that Germany pays for them, and better 
far would be occasional defeats from for- 
eign foes than constant tyranny from do- 
mestic ones; but these are not the alterna- 
tives, and it is folly to assert that the treat- 
ment which our volunteers have received 
from the Government has been as good as 
could be expected in a peaceful land. Hon- 
esty and brains are not monopolized by 
petty tyrants and their underlings, and it 
is quite fair to demand both from our own 


authorities. 


HENRY CLAY ON THE FUTURE 
OF THE COUNTRY. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In these days, when the people, aroused 
to a state of great excitement, are seeking 
day and night the latest intelligence as to 
the progress of the contest between this 
country and Spain, we may find a number 
of good citizens who entertain the idea that 
the war was brought about by scheming 
politicians; that we were not called upon to 
extend sympathy and aid to those near our 
own borders who have been ground be- 
neath the heel of cruel oppressors and still 
struggle for freedom, and that even the 
protection of the lives and property of 
Americans in Cuba hardly warranted the 
disturbance of conditions so favorable to ex- 
tension of business, future prosperity, and 


increase of wealth. 

Such expression of individual opinion is 
not new or alarming at this time. During 
our forefathers’ struggle for freedom it 
was a more serious matter, and they often 
suffered as much from the fire in the rear 
as in front. Still it is surprising that many 
are so impressed with the importance of the 
little part they play on the stage of life 
that they fail to see the hand of Providence 
directing the aftairs of this world. 

They bid us be guided still by the advice 
of the Father of his Country—admirably 
adapted to the early condition and growth 
of the Republic. We would have been saved 
much trouble in the past if our rulers had 
taken the steps pointed out in 1790, in his 
speech to both houses of Congress, ‘“‘ To be 
prepared for war is one of the most effect- 
ual means of preserving peace.”’ 

As the years rolled on, troubles came to 
disturb the family of States. Wise and pa- 
triotic men representing the people thought 
to secure peace by yielding in part to un- 
just demands. When compromises failed, 
many saw their bright anticipations fade 
away, and doubt of the future of their 
country filled their hearts with gloom. Such 
was the experience of Henry Clay, the 
“great American patriot,’’ and it may be 
that the accompanying letter, which has 
never been out of my hands or published, 
will be of interest to the public at this 
time. 

Long years have passed, and still memory 
treasures the recollection of the night I 
stood, one among the multitude, fascinated 
by the flashings of those eyes—every nerve 
tingling in response to the words flowing 
like sparkling jewels from those lips. What 
a hold he had upon the hearts of the peo- 
ple! His ambition was a high and holy 
feeling, unselfish, magnanimous. Its aspira- 
tions were for “his country’s good.”’ 
yet, even such a man was not safe from the 
conflicting interests of party. When the 
people were eager to reward his long sery- 
ice by the highest honor in their gift, ob- 
jection was raised in conventions by those 
more concerned for their own advantage 
than the _ good; he was thrust aside 
and friends deserted him. The wound was 
deep, but those who dealt the blow in time 
suffered most. Later events, together with 
domestic afflictions, tended to cast a cloud 
over the closing years of his life, 

But while the pathway to his grave was 
still worn by the feet of sorrowing friends, 
and the green turf above hinr nourished by 
their tears, there was presented to the 
world new and surprising evidence that One 

Who sees with equal eye, as God of all, 
A hero perish or a sparrow fall, 
was directing the onward march of the 


And 


Republic. In response to the suggestion of 
Commodore Perry, the long-closed doors of 
Japan were opened to admit the light of the 
progressive spirit of the age. The Atlantic 
and Pacific were united in bands of steel. 
Millions of the unfortunate and oppressed 
of all lands flocked to these shores to estab- 
lish new homes and enjoy the blessings of 
freedom and prosperity. The question of a 
divided Nation was settled by the sword, 
the blot of slavery erased from our es- 
cutcheon, and hands and hearts were united 
again beneath the folds of the Stars and 
Stripes. 

Standing to-day in the front rank of na- 
tions, prepared to defend the rights of its 
own citizens, and, if need be, respond to the 
appeal of those who, in their struggle for 
freedom, have suffered so much at the 
hands of their cruel oppressors, America is 
regarded by the world with wonder and ad- 
me +i 

t may be—who can tell?—let us hope, that 
the spirit of the noble patriot has he per- 
mitted to view from the realm above the 
wonderful development of the land he loved.

ASHLAND, 13th June, 1846. 

My Dear Sir: I received your very kind letter, 
and thank you for the sentiments of friendship, 
attachment, and confidence which you do me the 
honor to entertain for me. You have been pleased 
to express your approbation of my public services, 
and especially of the support which I have ever 
given to the protection of American industry. 
That support was B gore ovo by an anxious desire 
to promote what considered was demanded by 
the best interests of our whole country. It was 
only a part of a general system on which I 
acted, and which I sought to establish by the 
utmost exertion of “of humble abilities, 

That system aim to add strength to our 
Union by facilitating intercourse’ between all our 
widely extended parts; to bring forward, develop, 
and improve its vast but yet hidden resources, 
and to render us a great, peaceful, prosperous, 
and independent Nation. With that view, 
espoused the cause of internal improvements, 
labored to give encouragement to our domestic 
manufactures, aimed to separate the proceeds of 
the public lands from the general revenue and 
distribute them among the States, for the pur- 
poses of education and local improvements, and 
sought to establish a gereral currency, com- 
mensurate with the wants and the extent of the 
Union, and adapted to the commercial habits of 
the world. 

With that same view, I have been desirous to 
avoid all foreign wars, unless, as in the case of 
the last war with Great Britain, they are both 
just and necessary. Hence I exerted myself 
to prevent the menaced war with France dur- 
ing the second term of Gen. Jackson’s Adminis- 
tration; and was opposed to the annexation of 
Texas, believing that it would involve us in a 
war, and thinking that we had, without it, suf- 
ficient territory for many years to come, and 
that when our posterity wanted more they could 
easily acquire it. 

My endeavors have been crowned only with 
partial success; and now, by the unexpected re- 
sult of ‘the last Presidential election, there is 
reason to apprehend that the progress of the 
great interests of our country will be arrested 
and that the spirit of hororable peace and pros- 
pérous industry will be superseded by a spirit 
of war and conquest. Indeed, it is to be feared 
that the whole character of our Nation will be 
changed, transforming us into a warlike people, 
the military spirit predominating. Should this 
unfortunately be the case, our story is already 
told in the recorded fate of preceding republics. 

But we must not forget that this is our coun- 
try, and that it is our duty to struggle for its 
liberty, for its prosperity, and for wise systems 
of policy, and under all discouragements to strug- 
gle to the last. Providence, which has so often 
smiled upon and blessed us, may still deign to 
watch over, protect, and preserve us. I belong 
to a generation which is rapidly passing away, 
and I must soon follow. But I hope that when 
I do go there will be left behind enough of our 
countrymen, animated by patriotism and actu- 
ated by public and private virtue, to continue 
the labor of endeavoring to sustain our free in- 
stitutions. If this great experiment fail, begun 
and pursued under the most auspicious circum- 
stances, it is to be apprehended that we may 
bid an eternal farewell to all National self-gov- 
ernment. I am, with great respect, vour friend 
and obedient servant.

WASHINGTON, June 8—A prominen} 
army officer who has read the accounts o 
the deficiencies found in the Tampa camps! 
by Poultney Bigelow, and who regrets that 
greater efficiency was not developed by 
some of the officers delegated to connect tha’ 
Washington bureaus with the army repre. 
sentatives at Tampa, says that what’ 
amazes him more than Bigelow’s com-< 
plaints of the alleged inattention to the 
comfort of the troops is his. changed point 
of view since he wrote for the Harper's a 
history of Germany and German unity:

The Biggest Company Promoter 


in England Goes Into the 
Hands of a Receiver. 


FAILURE OF GREAT VENTURES 


Actions for $2,000,000 Are Pending 
Against Him and a Run Was Pre- 
cipitated—He Applied for 
the Order Himself. 


LONDON, June 8.—A receiving order in 
bankruptcy has been issued against Mr. 
Ernest Terah Hooley, for years prominent 
as the biggest company promoter in this 
country, prominently interested in bicycle, 
land, and bovril concerns, and who was sup- 
posed to be a multi-millionaire. 

Mr. Hooley reached the pinnacle of promi- 
nence in 1896, when he promoted the Dun- 
lop Tire Company, and was supposed to 
have cleared $12,500,000 by that deal alone. 
He has since been identified with the pro- 
motion of the Bovril Company and with 
many bicycle companies. It is understood 
that not any of the latter were profitable to 
the stockholders. 

In the meantime, however, Mr. Hooley 
lived a sort of Monte Cristo existence, 
bought yachts and race horses and numer- 
ous historic country seats. In January of 
the present year Mr. Hooley purchased the 
racing cutter Britannia, formerly the prop- 
erty of the Prince of Wales, from Mr, John 
Lawson Johnstone. During 1896 he pur- 
chased the schooner yacht Verena from the 
Earl of Lonsdale. Mr. Hooley is a member 
of a number of yacht clubs. 

For months past financiers have predicted 
that Mr. Hooley was in deep water. 


Markets Prepared for the Shock. 


The markets were not affected by the 
dramatic downfall of Mr. Hooley, as the 
news of the receiving order, while it caused 
a sensation, was not unexpected in the best 
quarters, where the event has been expect- 
ed for some time. The last attempt to float 
Hooley bills was a failure, although 10 per 
cent. was offered, but it is believed there is 
@ considerable amount of his paper in ex- 
istence. It will be the second and third 
class institutions. which will suffer by his 
failure. The shares with which Mr. Hooley 
Was connected have slumped latterly, but 
the London market did not take much 
share in the gamble. 

It has been well known that Mr. Hooley 
had been unable to find money for the big 
Chinese loan, which it,was proposed to float 
some time ago, and fhere was much talk 
a year ago when the authorities of St. 
Paul’s Cathedral accepted from Mr. Hooley 
@ magnificent gold communion service. 

Within the last month Mr. Hooley leased 
the big building at the corner of Pall Mall 
and Regent Street, formerly the Travel- 
lers’ Club, to be used as offices. 

To-day’s petition in bankruptcy was made 
by Mr. Hooley himself, who describes him- 
self ‘‘of Berkeley Square, London; Risley 
Hall, near Derby, and Papworth Hall, Cam- 
bridgeshire.”’ 


Actions Brought on a Crisis. 


It is said that actions aggregating $2,000,- 
000 are pending against Mr. Hooley, and 
that one for $265,000, which was set for a 
hearing to-morrow, precipitated the crisis. 

Counsel for Mr. Hooley, during the course 
of the application for the order in bank- 
ruptcy, informed the Registrar that a per- 
fect run had been made on Mr. Hooley, and 
the latter, in order to protect the general 
body of his creditors, and to prevent his as- 
sets, which counsel said were very large, 
from being sacrificed by a hurried realiza- 
tion, had adopted the course of applying 
for a receiving order. This, counsel ex- 
plained, was done only after the most enor- 
mous sacrifices had been made upon Mr. 
Hooley’s part. 

It is impossible at present to make any 
correct estimate of the liabilities of Mr. 
Hooley; but there is no doubt they are very 
large. 

Counsel for the petitioner further said he 
Was not prepared. to say whether any 
scheme of settlement had been prepounded, 
and he asserted that Mr. Hooley had not 
personally reaped the benefit of the large 
profits resulting from his promotions. 

In conclusion, counsel said Mr. Hooley 
had been “ victimized to an extent which 
will be a revelation to the public.” 

Eventually, Mr. Hooley was formally ad- 
judged a bankrupt. Among the more recent 
projects attempted by Mr. Hooley was the 
flotation of a Spanish loan. 

The capitals of the companies promoted 
iby the bankrupt aggregate from $60,000,- 
000 to $65,000,000, and the shares in these 
concerns, taken as a whole, have depre- 
ag over 40 per cent. since their flota- 

on. 


HOOLEY’S OWN STORY OF SUCCESS, 


How He Began with £35,000 and Be- 
Multi-Millionaire, 

The following sketch of Mr. Ernest Terah 
Hooley was printed in a London newspaper 
in 1896, the time when he had attained the 
greatest prominence as a financier. 

“TIT am a countryman,” he declared. “I 
hate town life, and I hate town sharks 
with their tricks and wiles. I stay in Lon- 
don “as little as I can, and get out of it as 
goon as I am able; and but for the fact 
that I have to be on the spot to manage my 
affairs you would very seldom see me here. 
I am, I suppose, the largest sheep farmer 
in England, and I know every one of my 
300 horses by sight.”’ 

Mr. Hooley was asked how he became a 
millionaire, and replied: 

“I cannot say that I was ever what you 
would call a poor man. Some people, I 
know, have an idea that I was one month 
in a back street and the next in a palace. 
This is altogether wrong. I came from a 
family of Nottingham lace manufacturers, 
and when I was twenty-two my mother 


left me £35,000. Since then I have lived at 
the rate of not less than £3,000 a year, which 
could be hardly called poverty.

Started as a Siock Broker. 


“I started business as a stock broker in 
Nottingham, and for some time made twen- 
ty thousand a year. As stock broker I got 
into touch with a large connection of very 
rich people; I secured their confidence, and 
they have beer the great factors in the 
success of the big schemes I have since car- 


ried through. When I issue a company I 
do not rely altogether on the outside pub- 
lic; my own circle controls between fifteen 
and twenty millions, and its support insures 
a thing going. It is a fact of which I make 
no secret that these friends get a share of 
my profits. 

“While in Nottingham I had to do with 
the initial steps of starting some com- 
pa.iiecs, and I saw that the promoters made 
great profits. I asked myself why I should 
not do this work. Then a friend Srought to 
my notice Humber shares, which at that 
time were despised at 5% I looked into 
them, was satisfied that they had a future, 
and bought largely till the shares went up 
to 24%. Then I reconstructed the company, 
making £365,000 out of the deal. ther 
cycling schemes followed, the biggest be- 
ing the Dunlop tire deal. I bought Dunlops 
outright for three millions, sold them to 
the present company for five, and now 
they are worth seven. 

“In the first place, I have no secrets; if I 
had I should want a staff of 200 clerks to 
edp my books. I have never been able yet 
to keep a secret, and never will. I say 
that the promoter is as much entitled to 
his profits and is money is as honestly 
earned as that of any other man. When a 
farmer buys a cow of me, cuts it up, and 
resells it at a higher rate than he bought, 
he is entitled to make what he can; so am 
I when I buy and sell a company. I buy, 
gay for two millions, and sell it for two 
and a half, and tell the public straight out 
that I am going to make something fo 
myself out of the deal. I make it an abso- 
lute rule only to take up one concern at a 
time, and never to leave it tillit is really on 
its legs. I am able to point back to all the 
thi I have been associated with and say 
that there is not one of them but to-day is 
in a healthy state.

FRENCH CABINET RESIGNS. 


M. Meline to Remodel It in Accord- 
ance with the Indications of 
the Recent Elections, 


PARIS, June 8.—The following semi-offi- 
cial note was issued this afternoon: 

“The Ministers have placed their resigna- 
tions at the disposal of M. Méline, (the Pre- 
mier,) who, if his policy is approved by the 
Cc ber, will remodel the Cabinet on the 
broadest basis, in accordance with the indi- 
cations of the recent elections.” 


The Ministry which has just resigned was 
constituted on April 30, 1896, and consisted 
of the following members:

The Minister for the Colonies, M. Lebon, 
tendered his resignation on May 23 last, ow- 
ing to the fact that he failed to be re-elect- 
ed to the Chamber of Deputies in the sec- 
ond ballotings, on the previous day, of the 
Parliamentary general elections. The Pre- 
mier, however, requested him to defer re- 
signing until after the Cabinet had an op- 
portunity to discuss the matter. 

The new French Chamber of Deputies is 
composed of 254 Republicans, 104 Radicals, 
74 Radical-Socialists, 57 Socialists, 38 Ral- 
liers, 44 Reactionaires, and 10 Free Lances. 

It was estimated that the Cabinet had a 
majority of from twelve to fifteen, includ- 
ing the Rallide section, an uncertain group, 
which was looked upon as likely to melt 
away at the time of great Parliamentary 
struggles, and thus render defeats easy.

Traffiic Arrangements of 1896 May Be 
Fully Re-enacted. 


LONDON, June 8.—The conference of the 
representatives here of the steamship com- 
panies, held with the object of improving 


traffic errangements, expects to complete 
its business to-morrow.

HEUREAUX ON A GUNBOAT. 


He Visits Cape Haitien in Quest of 
the Rebel Jimenes, 


CAPE HAITIEN, Haiti, June 8.—Much 
mystery was observed regarding the visit 
of the Dominican gunboat Restoracion to 
this port yesterday evening. It transpires 
this morning that President. Heureaux of 
San Domingo was aboard the vessel, and 
that from here he goes to Inaugua, where 
Sefior Jimenes was last known to be lo- 
cated. 

The Restoracion left Cape Haitien before 
5 o’clock this morning. Commodore Jansen, 
who came ashore shortly ufter the arrival 
of the Restoracion to receive the report of 
the Dominican Consul on the alleged illegal 
shipment of men from this point by Sefiors 


Jimenes and Moraies to take part in the 
landing of the revolutionists at Monte Cris- 
ti, spent the greater part of the night with 
the Consul. 

The Dominican gunboat Independencia did 
not enter this port yesteruay in company 
with the Restoracion, as cabled last night. 
She proceeded to Port de Paix in order 
to investigate the report of the presence of 
Jimenes at that place just before the revo- 
lutionary attempt at Monte Cristi. 

It is understood that if President Heu- 
reaux finds that Jimenes is still at Inagua, 
he will make an effort to induce the au- 
thorities there to deliver the insurgent lead- 
er over to him on the charge of piracy. 


THE OLYMPIA IS CLOSED. 


Justice Russell Decides Against Mr. 


Hammerstein, Who Now Tells 
of His Future Projects, 


The application on behalf of the New 
York Life Insurance Company to punish 
Oscar Hammerstein for contempt of court 
in refusing to give up possession of the 
Olympia was granted by Justice Russell, in 
the Supreme Court, yesterday. Andrew 
Freedman, the receiver for the insurance 
company, charged that he had demanded 
possession from Hammerstein, but that Mr. 
Hammerstein had refused to leave, and had 
insisted on continuing the performances in 
the Olympia. 

“The disturbance of the receiver by Ham- 
merstein,” Justice Russell says in his opin- 
ion, “‘is unquestioned. This was not only 
in violation of the rights and subversive of 
the duties of the officer of the court, who 
was holding the property for the court, 


but was in breach of the arrangement with 
the receiver. 

“Tf Hammerstein claimed that the re- 
ceiver had unfaithfully carried out the un- 
derstanding he should have applied to this 
court, which had control over the property, 
for relief instead of forcibly possessing him- 
self of the property under a dispute with 
its officer. The motion is granted, and the 
order may be settled on notice.” 

Immediately after Justice Russell’s decis- 
ion, Mr. Hammerstein’s counsel, Friend, 
House & Grossman, advised him to close 
his theatre. This move was taken some- 
what reluctantly, but Mr, Hammerstein 
concluded that it was the only course to 
pursue, and gathered all his personal effects 
and shipped them to Harlem, after which he 
turned over the keys of the building to Re- 
ceiver Freedman’s representative.

Stephen Emile Negrin. 


Col. Stephen Emile Negrin, seventy years 
old, a well-known linguist and traveler, 
died suddenly Tuesday morning at the resi- 
dence of his sister, Mrs. John Quincy Adams 
of 101 West Bighty-ninth Street. Heart 
disease was the cause of death. The de- 


ceased was born in Nashville, Tenn. His 
father was Paul Negrin. He was also a 
grandson of Commodore John James La- 
bouisse, who was one of the oldest ship- 
ping merchants in this city. At an early 
age Mr. Negrin was sent to Paris to be 
educated, and while there developed a taste 
for travel.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stock market reactionary. 


Declines in the stock market were general 
yesterday, and until toward the close of 
business stocks inclined to weakness, es- 
pecially those which have already partici- 
pated in the general advance. Many issues, 
however, which as yet have not improved 
proportionately with the rest of the market, 
were again conspicuously strong. 


The day's declines were due chiefly to the 
aggressiveness of the professional room 
traders who were active sellers for the 
short account. There was less profit taking 
and less commission house selling than on 
Tuesday, and undoubtedly at the close of 
the day the short interest was extended 
considerably beyond what it has been of 
late. The traders made a special target of 
Sugar Trust, apparently expecting to in- 
fluence the rest of the market by that 
means. By the use of well-distributed ru- 
mers regarding the probability of a de- 
crease in the company’s dividend rate and 
by aggressive selling, they managed to 
knock the stock off some four points, and 
undoubtedly Sugar Trust’s weakness affect- 
ed the whole market. ,

The day’s news developments were all 
favorable, with the exception of the canard 
regarding the death of the commander of 
an American battleship. There was no rea- 
sonable excuse for using this as a bear ar- 
gument, but for some cause it was made 
much of.

Again there were many indications of the 
bullish activity of important interests. Some 
of the stocks which were strongest owed 
their buoyancy solely to the buying by con- 
fident insiders whose enthusiasm is based 
upon a knowledge of the condition and pros- 
pects of their own properties.

The new strength shown by the grain 
markets was an influence yesterday. There 
have been fears of a continued decline in 
cereal prices, and people having in mind the 
fact that much of the recent buoyancy was 
due to a general appreciation of the in- 
creased wealth that has come to the coun- 
try through the advance in the price of 
grain products have been more or less 
afraid that lower-priced wheat would mean 
lower-priced stocks.

After the close yesterday it was the ex- 
pressed opinion of many of the closest ob- 
servers in Wall Street that the market is 
in a very much stronger position than for 
some time past. On Tuesday and yesterday 
many  slim-margined speculators were 
driven out of their long stock, many pyra- 
mids were tumbled over, and, equally as 
important for the immediate future of the 
market, the short interest was materially 
extended. 

Conservative Wall Street men are point- 
ing out that we are soon to have another 
Government report giving figures of the 
country’s enormous foreign trade, and from 
Washington come intimations that these 
figures will be far beyond the previous es- 
timate of $600,000,000 for the year. It is 
also argued that the large dividend and in- 
terest disbursements of July 1 will mean 
the release of a great deal of money that 
will probably come immediately to the stock 
market for investment. Upon facts such 
as these is based conservative Wall Street’s 
bullishness, and on foundations of this sort, 
it is believed, the market’s future will be 
built.

A STANDARD OIL DEAL. 


American Spirits securities came into 
prominence on the Stock Exchange yester- 
day.

It is dis- 
closed that success has finally been attained 
in the negotiations undertaken by Standard 
Oil millionaires to put the property upon 
a better trade basis. At the annual meet- 
ing about to be held it is said that two 
Standard Oil Company insiders may per- 
sonally enter the American Spirits Board of 
Directors. 

Col, Oliver H. Payne is largely credited 
with the work, which has accomplished 
much more than any of the insiders some 
months ago thought would be possible. Col. 
Payne, Mr. H. H. Rogers, one of the 
Messrs. Rockefeller, and a Pennsylvania 
Railroad millionaire are said now to be 
the largest individual stockholders. 

One of the results achieved appears in an 
agreement py which practically every out- 
side distillery comes into close trade rela- 
tionship with the American Spirits Com- 
pany, a relationship which is semi-officially 
described as virtually amounting to con- 
trol. The goods of independent distilleries, 
as well as of the trust properties, will be 
distributed through a common agency con- 
trolled by the trust. 

Advices from Peoria and other Western 
trade centres intimat® that substantial ad- 
vances in the price of product will be soon 
made. 


GAS CONSOLIDATION. 


Though much emphasis is put upon un- 
official denials circulated in Wall Street 
there is undoubtedly an expectation in im- 
portant financial circles of the early suc- 
cess of long pending plans for bringing about 
consolidation of local gas interests. Con- 
solidated Gas stock is showing suggestive 
strength. It rose about four points yester- 
day. An important New York institution, 
which last year sold out a large block of 
Consolidated Gas stock under 160, has late- 
ly bought back a larger block, paying over 
thirty points’ advance over the quotation 
at which it closed out last year, when sales 
were apparently based upon inside informa- 
tion that there would be delay, if not utter 
failure, in the consolidation scheme. In this

DIVIDENDS NOT ACTED UPON. 


Wall Street showed considerable disap- 
pointment yesterday over the failure of the 
Northern Pacific Directors to take some 
action upon the dividends upon the common 
and preferred stocks, of which there has 
been much talk of late. Neither of the 
Northern Pacifics suffered very much yester- 
day because of the adjournment of the 
Directors until their next monthly meet- 
ing without declaring or refusing to de- 
clare the dividends. Friends of the North- 
ern Pacific Company state that they are 
not at all disappointed over the outcome of 
yesterday’s meeting, proclaiming their con- 
fidence that within a month all their ex- 
pectations regarding the stocks and the 
distribution of profits will have been ful- 
filled.

IRON AND STEEL TRADE. 


In its review of trade conditions The Iron 


Age to-day will say: 

“ Blast furnace statistics show that pro- 
duction on June 1 'was about 9,000 tons per 
week below that of May 1, and it is well 
known that since the opening of the month 
a further restriction has taken place. This 
is healthy, because it has been evident for 
some time that consumption was not quite 
able to cope with the enormous supply. It 
is worthy of note, however, that stocks 
have not accumulated at any alarming rate, 
so that the disparity between product and 
requirements is not large. It must be ob- 
served, too, that what blowing out there has 
‘been is almost entirely due to the necessity 
for making repairs, and not to a forced 
abandonment of the struggle. 

“The principal event of the week has been 
the collapse of the ‘ gentlemen’s agreement’ 
among the leading Southern producers, 

which was the culmination of a struggle for 
some large business, notably in the Detroit 
district. This event may have a very dis- 
couraging effect upon the efforts to organ- 
ize the National Association of Manufactur- 
ers of Non Bessemer Pig Iron. The natural 
result of the rupture between the Southern 
makers has been a lowering of prices. 

“A very interesting event is the sale of a 
block of 12,000 tons of pig iron from the 
Buffale district in Chicago. Among other 
large transactions we may note a block of 
about 20,000 tons of basic pig to a Schuyl- 
hill Valley mill. In the Central West busi- 
ness in pig iron bas been quiet. It looks as 
though the associated makers of Bessemer 
pig are obtaining an increasingly strong 
hold on the situation. 

“*Steel is quiet in all the leading markets. 
In finished iron and steel reports from dif- 
ferent sections vary. The West is still book- 
ing considerable business, while the Eastern 
works are getting quite a nice flow of mod- 
erate export orders, but on the whole, with 
few exceptions, it is pretty clear that new 
work is coming along as fast as old orders 
are being cleared off the books. Prices 
along nearly the whole line are so low, how- 
ever, that the majority of jsellers do not 
seem to apprehend any decline. 

*“* Much interest has been aroused by the 
announcement that a movement is on foot 
to consolidate a large Lake Superior ore in- 
terest and three large steel works in the 
West, the Central West, and the East. The 
status at the present time is that negotia- 
tions are far from having advanced to a 
point where success may be predicted.” 


THIS YEAR’S COTTON CROP. 


The annual review of the cotton stand 
and acreage of the United States, which 
every year comes authoritatively from The 
Commercial and Financial Chronicle, ,is now 
issued for 1898. More than usually complete 
in its details, this review summarizes the 
situation in every department of cotton 
making. Summing up the detailed reports 
upon which the review is based, the follow- 
ing conclusions are presented by The 
Chronicle: 


First—Acreage has decreased. This move- 
ment as a prevailing tendency is obvious; 
but the measure of this tendency, as ex- 
pressed in the net for all the States, shows 
that it has been carried out in practice only 
to a very small extent. Less land in cotton

is clearly in evidence in sections where the 
land is poor, and also where diversification 
of crops is possible; from this extreme the 
tendency grades down to nil or further than 
that, to an inclination in the opposite direc- 
tion’ (that is to an increase) in the sections 
where the soil is richer. For illustration, 
along the Atlantic States we find both poor 
land and other crops interfering with cotton 
production, Corn, wheat, tobacco, have all 
received added attention. Likewise, to a 
small extent, the cold, backward, rainy 
Spring which has been experienced this year 
in sections of those States has interfered 
with seeding. But when we turn to the 
Gulf States and to the rich delta of the 
Mississippi and its tributaries, or when we 
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examine the returns from Texas, where 


heat — corn equally with cotton, as 
DAF uit the occasion, can be raised to so 
great advantage, we find not a large in- 
crease, but a small increase in cot.on plant- 
ing. The truth is, that although there was 
the past season a margin of profit to the 
many in cotton sold on the plantation at 5 
cents a pound, it was a narrow one, @ margin 
inclining one not to be reckless, but con- 
servative. As a consequence of this varia- 
tion in influences working in different sec- 
tions, we have additions in some States and 
reductions in others so nearly offsetting one 
another that the net decrease is very small— 
less than 1 per cent. The changes for each 
State this year, as we have made them up, 
have been as given below:

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Second—With regard to the maturity, ft ee a dee eeeaee’ |, Seemed ten cima tb tie matnntty, cul 
tivation, and condition of the plant, the 
conclusions we reach are as follows: 

(1) As to maturity the crop is unquestion- 
ably a late one. The early Spring was fa- 
vorable for putting the ground in condition 
and for the early planting, and in some sec- 
tions planting was completed a little ahead 
of last year, but unfavorable weather in 
many districts during a large part of April 
and the first two weeks in May interfered 
with farm work. As a consequence, in por- 
tions of the Atlantic States planting was 
finished ten days later than a year ago. 
Since then low temperature has been the 
complaint over a very wide section; besides 
that, numerous planters state that a lack 
of moisture or a great excess of rain pre- 
vented germination and growth. Leaving 
out of consideration the sections which suf- 
fered from overflow last season and upon 
which the crop had barely been planted at 
the time our report was xssued, cotton is 
not as advanced toward maturity this sea- 
son as it was at this time a year ago 

(2) Cultivation has been well attended to 
all through the season. At times rainy 
weather has given weeds and grass a 
chance to grow, but not so rapidly as if 
the temperature had been higher; conse- 
quently farmers make litue complaint, the 
consensus of opinion being that the fields 
are well cultivated. Fertilization has been 
carried on in an intelligent manner. On 
soil where no artificial aids to nature are 
required the use of manures receives little 
attention, but elsewhere they seem to have 
been as freely availed of as a year ago, 

while there is a constant growth in the 
care and use of home fertilizers. 

(8) Condition of the plant in the Atlantia 
States is spotted. In some districts it ap- 
pears to be very promising, while in others 
the reports are not favorable. It will be 
remembered that on June 7, 1897, we stated 
that in the Valley uf the on and 
its tributaries the condition was then be- 
low the average, cause in the overflowed 
districts planting Was not finished. Subse- 
quently improvement was very rapid in 
those rich lands, and so decided that the 
growth speedily outstripped years earlier in 
starting, and the result was a yield per 
acre (as well as an aggregate crop) in ex- 
cess of any previous season. This season 
the plant in these States would appear to 
be in about an average condition and now 
steadily improving. 


SUGAR TRUST AND THE TRADERS. 


Sugar Trust was the feature yesterday. 
Transactions in it aggregated over 75,000 
shares, and the stock dropped from 144 to 
below 140. The raid on Sugar Trust was 
evidently intended to influence the rest of 
the market. The professional contingent in 
some way learned or guessed at the exist- 
ence of many stop orders in the stock, and 
by means of aggressive tactics they suc- 
ceeded in causing many of these to be exe- 
cuted. To help along their plan there were 
industriously circulated rumors that the 
dividend rate was to be cut, and that prom- 
inent interests who have been bullish on the 
stock had turned to the short side. On 
these stories Sugar Trust was weak until 
the Directors met and declared the regular 
quarterly 3 per cent. dividend. Then the 
early sellers began to cover, and toward the 
close Sugar rallied sharply. 


BROOKLYN RAPID TRANSIT. 


Brooklyn Rapid Transit made a new high 
record yesterday, selling up to 47. Later 
the stock suffered a reaction, but closed 
above 46, with a fractional net advance for 
the day. It was, next to Sugar Trust, the 
most active stock on the list, transactions 
aggregating close to 40,000 shares. Com- 
mission houses were good buyers of the 
stock, and there seemed to be a general 
feeling that, with the Court of Appeals’s 
certificate to the company’s right to oper- 
ate its cars on the Brooklyn Bridge, stead- 
ily increasing earnings may reasonably be 
looked for. Brooklyn Rapid Transit’s earn- 
ings are understood to be increasing enor- 
mously with each day. The fact that New 
York Harbor is closed after sundown, and 
that it will probably remain so during the 
greater part of the Summer, thus prevent- 
ing the running of the Coney Island boats 
at night, is looked upon as meaning very 
much larger earnings for the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company from its Coney 
Island traffic.

PROTESTS OF IMPORTERS. 


The following decisions were handed down 
by the Board of Classification of the United 
States General Appraisers yesterday: 


Albert Lorich and others imported arti-

SALARIES UNDER DISCUSSION 


Proposed New Schedule Affecting Prin- 
cipals and Teachers Considered by 
the Borough School Board—Su- 
perintendent Jasper Objects 
to the License. 


The Board of Education of the City of 
New York held a special meeting yesterday 
to take action on a number of reports which 
had been laid over at the last regular meet- 
ing. It was decided to request the Control- 
ler to supply the schoolship St. Mary’s with 
the sum of $8,000 to enable it to make its 
regular Summer cruise. It was thought at 
first that on account of the war the cruise 
would have to be abandoned, but now that 
there is no danger of encountering any of 
the enemy’s vessels in the waters along the 
coast the board could see no reason why 
the boys should be deprived of their regular 
Summer exercise and outing. 

A resolution to allow the employes of the 
schools their pay on legal holidays was 
unanimously approved, 

President Hubbell announced that he had 
received a communication from the Red 
Cross Reiief Association requesting that the 


last day of the present school season be set 
apart as ‘Children’s Offering Day,’ for 
the benefit of the sick and wounded soldiers 
and sailors now engaged in the war between 
Spain and the United States. It was sug- 
gested that every child in the public schools 
be requi.ed to contribute 1 cent, and under 
no circumstances more than that amount, 
to be used by the association in relieving 
the injured combatants. Mr. Hubbell ap- 
proved of the request, and said he hoped it 
would meet with consideration at the hands 
of the board. 

Commissioner Anderson, in discussing the 
resolution, declared that while in general 
he was in favor of a patriotic demonstra- 
tion by the children, he objected to this par- 
ticular method for the reason that it was 
not alone for the benefit of American sol- 
diers and sailors, but also for the Spanish, 
and he believed in taking care of Americans 
first notwithstanding that he keenly sym- 
pathized with sufferers of whatever na- 
tionality. After considerable argument ac- 
tion on the communication was referred 
to the Borough Board without any com- 
ment either of approval or disapproval.

BOROUGH BOARD MEETING, 


No Final Action on the Proposed New 
Schedule of Salaries. 


The proposed new schedule of salaries of 
Principals and teachers formed the chief 
subject of consideration at the meeting of 
the School Board of the Boroughs of Man- 
hattan and the Bronx, which was held yes- 
terday in the Board of Education Hall, at 
146 Grand Street. Charles Bulkley Hubbell 
presided, and Mr. Burlingham, President of 
the committee that framed the new sched- 
ule, presented it by sections to the members 
of the board. Col. Ketchum at first objected 
to any discussion of the matter, and sug- 
gested that it go over to the next session, 
but after being assured that the discussion 
was to be only informal, withdrew his ob- 
jection, 

Mr. Burlingham then explained the sys- 
tem under which the rew schedule is to go 
into effect. The main object of the new ar- 
rangement, he said, was that no teacher 


who had performed ten years of continuous 
and meritorious service shall receive less 
than $750 per annum, and no teacher who 
had been in the employ of the Department 
of Education for more than fifteen years, 
and whose services had been meritorious, 
should receive less than $1,000 per annum, 
provided always that the approval of the 
Committee en Teachers and the certificate 
of the Borough Board of Superintendents 
that such services have been meritorious 
shall have been optained. Further, that the 
pay of teachers shall increase correspond- 
ely with the grade of the license they 
old, 

Mr. Jasper, the Borough Superintendent, 
objected to the license part of the system 
and asked Mr. Burlingham whether he had 
heard of any city in the United States 
where the possession of a higher grade 
license formed the basis for an increase 
in salary rather than long and faithful 
service. He declared further that the teach- 
ers of elementary schools were decidedly 
at a disadvantage as compared with the 
high school teachers, for the reason that 
while a high school teacher, who possessed 
orly the assistatit teacher’s license, which 
is the equivalent of an initial license, could 
be advanced from third to second assistant 
without examination for a superior license, 
an elementary teacher had to get an in- 
termediate license in addition to the initial 
license before he or she could advance one 
grade. He objected to the intermediate 
licenses on general principles and said they 
were a hardship on the teachers. 

Mr. Burlingham replied that he was not 
accountable for the grades of licenses and 
had merely tried to arrange the schedule as 
best he could in conformity with existing 
eonditions. 

The discussion had aroused considerable 
interest on the part of the large number of 
teachers who attended the meeting as spec- 
tators, and they vigorously applauded Mr. 
Jasper’s remarks. President Hubbell called 
them sharply to order and declared that 
no more demonstrations would be permit- 
ted. Mr. Eustis moved that the board go 
into executive session, but the President re- 
marked that, contrary to all precedent, he 
would suggest, and, in fact, hoped that the 
board would not take such action. He put 
the motion, however, which was lost, only 
one member, the mover, voting in the af- 
firmative. 

After a number of suggestions had been 
discussed, it was decided to lay over the 
final action upon the schedule until the 
next meeting. 


THE BOARD OF IMPROVEMENTS. 


President Richmond 
Again Tries Unsuccessfully to 
Obtain Recognition, 


President Cromwell of the Borough of 
Richmond was again present at the meet- 
ing of the Board of Public Improvements 
yesterday, but he was not allowed to take 
part in the proceedings of the board. At 
the meeting of the board last week Presi- 
dent Cromwell was told by Mr. Holahan, 
the President of the board, that he would 
have to show some better authority than 
his election certificate, which was granted 
him after a contest in the courts with Dr. 
Feeny, ard yesterday he came armed with 
the certificate of the Richmond County 
Board of Canvassers to his election and the 
order of the court declaring him elected. 
Neither was of use t» him, however. Presi- 
dent Holahan told him that the board could 
recognize only a certificate of the former 
Police Board, but that the credentials he 
had would be turned over to the Corpora- 
tion Counsel for his opinion. 

The board proceeded without Dr. Crom- 
well to pass upon the request of President 
Haffen of the Bronx, who asked that the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road be compelled to depress the tracks of 

: its Port Morris branch below One Hundred 
and Fifty-sixth Street, in compliance with 
a law passed ten years ago. When Mr. 
Haffen was Commissioner of Improvements 
of the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards he wrote a number of letters to the 
railroad company, which were not an- 
swered, and his attempts to have the for- 
mer Corporation Counsel attend to the mat- 
ter failed. The question was referred to the 
Commissioner of Highways, with instruc- 
tions to investigate and report at the next 
ee, 

Mr. ffen introduced a resolution asking 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
to appropriate $250,000 for the purpose of 
an immediate ing and opening of the 
land condemned for the Grand Boulevard 
in the Bronx. He said that there was a dis- 
position on the part of the residents in the

with the Boulevard,

EX-MAYOR GLEASON SUES. 
Says Money Was Paid Illegally to 
Queens County Engineer. 
Ex-Mayor P. J. Gleason of Long Island 
City has brought suit as a taxpayer against 
the old Board of Supervisors of Queens 
County to recover $40,000, which he alleges 
was illegally paid to County Engineer John 
J. McLaughlin, to whom percentages were 
allowed on contracts in the county for road 
improvements. As bonds amounting to hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars were issued 
before the New York charter went into 

effect, the percentages were large. 

‘Mr. Gleason declares that the Supervisors 
had no wer to allow any extras to the 
County. Engineer, and he holds that Mc- 
Laughlin was not entitled to anything over 
his $3,000 a year salary. As the Supervisors 
audited the bills for McLaughlin’s fees, the 
ex-Mayor holds that they are responsible 
and that they should refund the money to 
the county. 

AUTHORITIES WILL VACATE. 


Queens County Notified to Give Up a 
Rented Building. 


Father McGuire of Long Island City, from 
whom Queens County rented the Lyceum 
Building for court and county purposes 
during the overhauling of the County Court 
House, yesterday notified the authorities 
to get out. 

On Monday Justice Gaynor tried to hold 
court in the Lyceum Building, but the noise 
from locomotive -irilling close by made it 
impossible for court to be held. Conse- 
quently the court has moved to Jamaica, 
where it will sit in the Surrogate’s Court 
room. The other county officers continually 
complain of the noise, and yesterday Father 
McGuire notified all hands that they could 
get out, and the sooner they did the better 
Satisfied he would be. 

As the month expires to-day, all hands 
were at once set to work to move out. 
Some of the stuff was sent to the Court 
House to be stored there, and what was ab- 
solutely needed was sent to Jamaica. The 
old County Court House in that place will 
be used temporarily. County Judge Moore 
expected to open court to-day in the Ly- 
ceum Building, but will have to find other 
quarters. 


A New Fire Department Bureau. 


Ex-Fire Commissioner Anthony Ejickhoff 
was yesterday appointed Examiner of Ac- 
counts, a new bureau of the Fire Depart- 
ment created by Commissioner Scannell. The 
salary is $2,500 a year. Examiner Hickhoff 
is seventy-one years old. He was a member 
of the Assembly in 1863, a Coroner in 1875, 
a Congressman in 1877, and a Fire Commis- 
sioner for six years, ending his service 
three years ago. He served on the board 
with Commissioner Scannell. 


MASONIC OFFICERS ELECTED. 


George W. White Succeeds George 
Hayes as Treasurer of the Grand 
Lodge of the State. 


The election of officers was the principal 
business transacted at yesterday’s sessions 
of the Grand Lodge of the Freemasons of 
the State, now holding its seventeenth com- 
munication at Masonic Temple. There was 
no opposition to any of the officers elected 
last year, and all were re-elected, except 
the Grand Treasurer, George Hayes, who 
declined to serve again. George W. White 
was elected in his stead. 

The officers elected are: Grand Master— 
William A. Sutherland, Rochester; Deputy 
Grand Master; Wright D. Pownall, New 
York; Senior Grand Warden—Charles E. Ie, 
Syracuse; Junior Grand Warden—Charles 
W. Cushman, Buffalo; Grand Treasurer— 
George W. White, New York; Grand Secre- 
tary—Edward M. L. Ehlers, New York. The 
other officers of the Grand Lodge hold their 
places by appointment from the Grand Mas- 
ter. 

The morning session closed with the elec- 
tion of the officers. The reports of stand- 
ing committees were presented at the aft- 
ernoon session, and the question of Trustees 
for the Hall and Asylum Fund was offered 
for discussion. It was decided, in view of 
the press of routine matter, to postpone 
the discussion until to-day, after the in- 
stallation of the newly elected officers. The 
point to be decided is the number of 
Trustees, and whether they shall be ap- 
pointed or elected. Under the original arti- 
eles of incorporation there were seven 
Trustees elected by the Grand Lodge. The 
amendment to be discussed proposes to 
make the number three instead of seven, 
and to have them appointed by the Grand 
Master, who, with the Deputy Grand Mas- 
ter, shall be ex officio members of the board, 


BROOKLYN AMBULANCE SERVICE 


The Board of Health Will Ask for 
Money to Support One, 


The Board of Health decided yesterday to 
ask the Board of Bstimate and Apportion- 
ment to set aside an appropriation of $7,000 
to support an ambulance service in the 
Borough of Brooklyn for six months. The 
board adopted a resolution containing this 
request. 

s.nce the consolidation of the cities Brook- 
lyn has had no paid ambulance service, and 
there have been a great many complaints 
about the lack of such a service. Only a 
few days ago a bicyclist, who was hurt in 
a collision in Prospect Park, came near 
dying because of the lack of ambulance fa- 
cilities, 

The resolution was passed yesterday after 
receiving a report from Sanitary Superin- 
tendent Charles F. Roberts, who had been 
investigating the matter. 


THE GRAND BOULEVARD. 


Commissioners Appointed to Value 


Property Get Extra Compensation. 


Justice Bischoff, in the Supreme Court, 
yesterday allowed the Commissioners ap- 
pointed to value the property to be acquired 
by the city for the purpose of constructing 
the Grand Boulevard and Concourse, to 
have their compensation for the work in- 


creased, 

The Commissioners, James A. Blanchard, 
Hugh R. Garden, and John H. Knoepel, 
were granted $12,548 for their services up 
to March 31, 1897, and they applied to Jus- 
tice Bischoff for extra compensation for 
the work done since then. 

They asked for $17,500 each, on the 
ground that they had devored 160 full days 
to the work, and had held 544 meetings. 
They also asked for an allowance of $3,000 
for their clerk, in addition to his salary. 
Justice Bischoff denies this request, but al- 
lows the Commissioners $15 a day extra 
for each day worked by them since March 
15, 1897, and the amount awarded to each 
one will be specified in the order. 


FOUGHT WITH BURGLARS. 


Young Wells Rendered Unconscious, 
but He Saved the Silverware. 


The home of James Wells, at 1,229 Pa- 
cific Street, Brooklyn, was broken into by 
burglars early yesterday morning, and an 
encounter took place between the house- 
brenkers and Mr. Wells’s seventeen-year- 
old son Joseph, which ended in the sandbag- 
ging of the young man. 

Mr. Wells is a coal merchant, and a mem- 
ber of the Union League Club... His son is 
an athletic young fellow, who was recently 
graduated from the Boys’ High School. 
At about 1:30 o’clock he was aroused by a 
noise which seemed to come from the dining 
room, just under his sleeping apartment. 
Hg got his revolver and stepped cautiously 
dGwn into the dining rooth. 

He saw the figure of a man, and without 
asking any questions fired at him. The 
closet door opened and another man sprang 
out. Wells fired at him and missed him, 
and before he could fire a third shot he 
was struck down and'‘rendered unconscious. 
The noise had aroused Wells’s father and 
aunt, who hurried down stairs and found 
the boy lying on the floor. Silverware was 
scattered about the room. A doctor was 
summoned, and he revived the young fel- 
low. A wound on his head indicated that 
he had been sand or struck with a 
blackjack. His injuries are not serious. He 
arrived just in time to save the silverw 
none of which was taken. ;

LEGAL NOTES. 

PROTECTION OF PURCHASERS OF COAL.— 
suit brought in the Sixth Municipal Court 
in the name of the Mayor of New York 
against William D. Bruns, to recover a 
penalty of $50 for his failure to accompany 
‘tthe delivery of a ton of coal with the 
delivery of tickets which Section 3 of Chap- 
ter 174, Laws of 1897, requires to be given, 
was dismissed on the trial on the ground 
that the defendant had delivered full 
weight, and that the mischief which the 
statute was intended to prevent did not ex- 


ist in this case. The statute makes it un- 
lawful ‘for any person, firm, or corpora- 
tion delivering coal in cities of the first and 
second class to deliver or cause to be de- 
livered any quantity or quantities of coal 
which shall have been sold by weight with- 
out each such delivery being accompanied 
with a delivery ticket and a duplicate 
thereof on each of which shall be in ink, or 
other indelible substance, distinetly ex- 
pressed in pee, the quantity or quanti- 
ties of coal contained in the cart, wagon, 
or other vehicle used in sucn delivery, with 
the name of the purchaser thereof, and 
the name of the dealer rrom whom pur- 
chased. One of such tickets shall be de- 
livered to the purchaser of the coal speci- 
fied thereon, and the other of such tickets 
shall be retained by the seller of the coal.” 
The judgment below has been reversed by 
the Appellate Term of the Supreme Court. 
Presiding Justice Beekman, in giving the 
opinion, said: ‘‘ This position, if sustained, 
would operate as a repeal of the statute. 
The duty enjoined is to aeliver the ticket 
with the coal, and the penalty imposed is 
not for failure to deliver full weight, but 
for neglect to furnish the tickets. The 
Court has no power to suspend the opera- 
tion of a statute in an individual case, be- 
cause, upon the facts there disclosed, it 
may seem to be unfair or inequitable to 
enforce it.””

LANDLORD AND TENANT.—Kittie Randolph, 
who occupied the fourth floor of a flathouse 
as tenant of Simon Feist, the owner, recov- 
ered judgment against him in the Eleventh 
Municipal Court for damages. Her claim 
was that owing to a defective and leaky 
roof, du> to the negligence of the defendant, 
(who had agreed to keep the premises in 
tenantable condition,) his tenants or serv- 
ants, large quantities of water ran through 


it into and flooded her epensna damag- 
ing her property and rendering the premises 
unfit for habitation. The alleged damage oc- 
curred while a new roof was being placed 
upon the premises by the defendant. The 
issue presented by the pleadings was as to 
the degree of care exercised by defendant 
in the execution of the work. “If there was 
any liability to plaintiff for the damage she 
sustained,’’ Justice Gildersleeve said, ‘it 
was due to the failure of defendant to make 
every effort reasonable to avoid the injury.” 
The Court would not interfere with the con- 
clusion reached by the trial Justice that 
there was negligence, he said, that conclu- 
sion not being against the weight of evi- 
dence. But defendant claimed he was ex- 
empted from liability because of a clause in 
the lease that the landlord should not be 
liable ‘‘ for any damage caused by leakage of 
water or for any cause or event.” This 
clause, it was held, referred to leakage 
which might result from ordinary wear and 
tear, or from the carelessness of tenants, or 
from the sudden action of the elements. The 
damages complained of were not, the Court 
said, the result of the leakage of the roof 
caused by the elements, but were caused by 
the alleged negligent manner in which the 
work of putting on a new roof was done, 
after the lease was executed and the plaint- 
iff was in possession. The judgment was 
—Y affirmed. (11 Daly, 561; 6 Daly, 
76.) o,° 

STUNNED BY A FALLING BrIcK.~Louis 
Pfau, while standing on the sidewalk in 
front of a building in course of erection 
owned by Jerome Alteria, upon which 
structure he had been employed as a brick- 
layer, was injured by being struck on the 
head by a portion of a brick which fell 
from a scaffold. Pfau’s services had been 
dispensed with about an hour previously 
and he was waiting for his pay. Judgment 
was given in his favor in his suit against 
Alteria, in the Sixth Municipal Court. On 
appeal a reversal was asked for upon the 
ground that the plaintiff was guilty of con- 
tributory negligence. Justice Giegerich, giv- 
ing the opinion of the Appellate Term, held 
adversely to that view, as no such ground 
had been alleged in the court below. Dut a 
reversal was granted upon another ground. 
On the trial the plaintiff testified: ‘‘ But I 
tell you, your Honor, my head will never 
be the same as it was.’’ A motion to strike 
out this’ evidence, on the ground that the 
witness was not an expert as to his in- 
juries, was denied. The court holds that 
this ruling was erroneous, the witness not 
being an expert and therefore not com- 
petent to give an opinion upon the case.

SHE Was Not AN INTRUDER OR SQUATTER. 
—Hannah Freud, who carried on a corset 
and fancy goods business, brought a pro- 
ceeding in the Sixth Municipal Court: to 
remove Jane H. Mills from a portion of 
the store, into which, it was asserted, she 
intruded and squatted upon without per- 
mission. Miss Mills claimed that she went 
into possession of the premises to oc- 
cupy it as a millinery esfablishment on 
the 1st of March, 1895, undtr a lease from 
Mrs, Freud. Pending the proceedings Miss 
Mills died, and they were continued against 
Lucille C. Kearney, as her executrix. Mrs. 
Freud on Jan. 31, 1895, by a written lease 
under-let the westerly half of the store to 
Miss Mills for four years and two months 
from March 1, 1895. The store was but 
9 feet wide at the front, but at a depth 
of 13 feet it became 17 feet wide, and ex- 
tended at that width 36 feet to the rear 
wall. The controversy was as to the west- 
erly half of the lower room. Judgment 
given on the trial for the defendant has 
been affirmed by the Appellate Term in an 
opinion by Justice Giegerich.

ILLEGAL RESTRICTION ON TRADE.—A by- 
law of a live stock exchange limiting the 
number of solicitors that any member shall 
ouster. with a provision for its enforce- 
ment by fine, suspension, or expulsion from 
membership, is held in People, MclIlhany 
v. Chicago Live Stock Exchange (Ill., 39, L. 
R. A., 873,) to be an unlawful restriction on 
the freedom of trade and business. 


ACCUSES CAPT. STEPHENSON. 


An Bast Sider Makes Many Charges 
Against the Policeman. 


I. Siegel of 280 East Broadway, who con- 
ducts The Student, a periodical, called at 
Police Headquarters yesterday and left a 
letter addressed to the Commissioners con- 
taining charges of alleged neglect of duty 
and violations of law against Capt. Ste- 
phenson of the Eldridge Street Station. The 
Commissioners referred Siegel’s complaint 
to Acting Chief Devery for investigation. 

The complainant alleges that the Captain 
on Tuesday allowed mobs of repeaters to 
enter the various polling booths in the 
Eighth Assembly District, to attack many 
of the voters, and even to, destroy ballots. 
He also charges that Capt. Stephenson has 
waged a cruel and relentless war against 
innocent pushcart peddlers and poor women. 
He also es on to say that robberies and 
pocket picking are on_the increase in the 
district, and that the Captain has failed to 
close gambling dens owned and conducted 
by influential politicians, 

Siegel further alleges that prisoners are 
assaulted in the station house, and that po- 
licemen take the fruit belonging to prison- 
ers arrested for obstructing the streets with 
pushcarts. He also asserts that the police 
in the district make the lives of all com- 
plainants miserable, and that corruption is 

eater than ever. He demands that the 

aptain be suspended and — on trial, 
claims that his paper has evidence to 
substantiate his complaint. 

Capt. Stephenson declared that Siegel’s 
accusations were all nonsense.

President Low Presides at the 
First Commencement on 
Morningside Heights. 


OVATION FOR GEN. WOODFORD 


Prizes and Scholarships Announced 
and Degrees Conferred—The Crowd 
Fills Every Available Seat in 
the Gymnasium—The Meet- 
ing of the Alumni. 


The one hundred and forty-fourth an- 
nual eommencement of Columbia Univer- 
sity, the exercises of which were held yes- 
terday morning in the gymnasium on Morn- 
ingside Heights, was the first to be held on 
the new site, and wag likewise the first in 
Columbia’s history to be held upon the col- 
lege grounds. In anticipation of the day the 
grounds.and buildings had been put into 
their best condition. The weather was all 
that could have been wished for, cool 
breezes blowing over the high grounds al- 
most steadily to temper the heat of the 
June sun. 

The Trustees, Faculties, and various grad- 
uating classes began to arrive at the libra- 
ry shortly after 10 o’clock, where at 10:30 
they formed in procession in the lower cor- 
ridor and went by way of One Hundred and 
Sixteenth Street, the Boulevard, and the 
One Hundred and Twentieth Street gate 
to the gymnasium, where every seat not 
specially reserved had been taken by the 
friends of the candidates for degrees. The 
procession was under the direction of Prof. 
Edward D. Perry and Faculty Marshals and 
members of the class-day committees. The 
candidates for degrees were seated in a 
semi-circle in front of the stage, to which 
they ascended in turn and received their 
degrees from the President. 

President Low occupied a raised seat in 
the centre of the stage or platform and to 
the front, while about him on either side 
sat the members of the various Faculties, 
clergy, and other guests, university alumni, 
council, representatives of other universi- 
ties, candidates for honorary degrees, emer- 
itus officers of the university and Trustees. 
Among the well-known men there were 
Bishop Littlejohn, the Rev. Dr. Morgan 
Dix, the Rev. Dr. Charles Cuthbert Hall, 


the Rev. Dr. Coe, W. C. Schermerhorn, 
John B. Pine, George L. Rives, William B. 
Parsons, F. A. Schermerhorn, Dr. William 
H. Draper, and Hermann H. Cammann. 

The American Symphony Orchestra, un- 
der the direction of Sam Franko, furnished 
the music. The Rev. Dr. cornelius R. Duf- 
fie, pastor emeritus of the _ university, 
opened the exercises with prayer, in which 
he gave thanks for the buundless prospects 
of the university, and paid a tribute to the 
services of the late Stephen P. Nash. It 
was just at the conclusion of this prayer 
that an incident occurred that showed the 
temper of the audience. The orchestra was 

laying an andante from Grieg, when Gen. 
tewart L. Woodford, Minister to Spain, 
quietly entered. He was recognized before 
he had got half way to rae stage, and a 
roar of welcome greeted him. The orches- 
tra at once dropped Grieg for ‘‘ The Star 
Spangled Banner,’’ while everybody arose 
and cheered, the Columbia cries and cheers 
predominating. Meanwhile Gen. Woodford, 
who had reached the stage, had to stand 
for some time and bow his acknowledge- 
ments. 

Later another incident happened to illu- 
strate this same patriotic spirit. When 
President Low announced that Archibald 
Henry Busby had won the first Harsen 
Prize for clinical reports and called on him 
to stand forth, there were cries of ‘“‘ He’s 
gone to the war!’”’ followed by vociferous 
cheering, which was repeated when the 
President said: ‘‘ Then, his honors will be 
none the less bright when he returns.”’ 


President Low’s Address, 


The address by President Low was de- 
livered after Gen. Woodford had been al- 
lowed to take his seat. After speaking of 
the development of the university, the Pres- 
ident said: 


During all the years, Columbia has conferred 
upon her sons the right of eminent domain in 
many a field of scholarship, but. she herself for 
forty years has beén, in a sense, a dweller in 
tents. If this reminds us again, as it should, 
that the university Is not so much the buildings 
that-we occupy as the life that fills the buildings, 
the spirit that breathes in the atmosphere, the 
memories and the traditions that cluster about 
our famous, our revered, and our beloved names; 
it very properly adds, nevertheless, to our re- 
joicing that, now at last, Columbia once more 
has a home of her own, and a home, I gladly 
think, not wholly unworthy of the high things 
she stands for in this majestic and cosmopolitan 
city. I congratulate you that you are to receive 
her degrees to-day as from a mother who bestows 
her gifts at her own .fireside. Already there 
seems to me to be a benediction upon the place 
from our historic past, and you are the first 
to go forth from these halls on the quest that 
shall bring to them laurels and the blessings of 
the future. 

It is true that we hold our commencement to- 
day in the gymnasium; but then we have never 
had a gymnasium before, or any other suitable 
building in which to hold it. It is true that we 
are hoping to have an academic theatre one of 
these days in which the commencement, like the 
university, will be at home; but at this time and 
on this occasion we may well thank God and 
take courage because of what we have, rather 
than emphasize what we still desire. Otherwise 
I fear we should deserve to be likened to that 
querulous man who complained, even in Para- 
dise, that his halo didn’t fit. 

In the meanwhile it may be pointed out that 
there is no small significance in the fact that 
the aula of the university, the academic theatre, 
is to be built upon the gymnasium. There is 
the arrangement that is dis- 
tinctly Grecian. tI was at the Olympic and the 
Isthmian games of Greece, as Bishop Satterlee 
reminded us a year or two ago at one of our 
alumni dinners, that the Greek athletes and 
the Greek poets both met in friendly rivairy. 
There is a very distinct connection between 
bodily vigor and sustained intellectual power. 
I should be the last to deny that the spirit of a 
man may master even the infirmities of his 
flesh, but I also know that ‘“‘the sound mind 
in the sound body ’’ is the ordinary conditton 
for the greatest effectiveness. If you want an 
illustration of this consider the great bodily 
vigor of Gladstone, and you will perceive that 
this was element in his long and wonderful 
career not less essential than his mighty in- 
tellect and his masterful spirit. Therefore I am 
glad that Columbia bears emphatic testimony to 
the importance of training the body of the 
scholar as well as his mind. 


President Low spoke of the various wars 
that have been waged in this country that 
affected King’s College and Columbia, and 
said that to the war of 1812, the Mexican 
war, and the civil war, as to this war with 
Spain, men of Columbia have gone, while 
the college has gone on in its regular and 
peaceful work. e concluded as follows: 


What does it signify, this repeated self-sacrifice 
of individuals tn the presence of war, this unin- 
terrupted attention on the part of the college 
and the university to the duties of peace? Happy 
shall we all be if we learn its deep significance. 
indeed, that the university does a 
work of such continuing importance that the 
work may not be interrupted even by war, ex- 
cept when war makes it imposible, but it also 
means that our university, with its splendid 
buildings, its great equipment, and its large en- 
dowments, does not exist for itself; that the 
education to be had here is not given for selfish 
uses, but is to be received as a sacred trust for 
country and for mankind; and it means that when 
any of us are tempted to forget that life is 
service, and life is sacrifice, we have only to turn 
in order to recover the true ideal to our own 
brothers of Columbia, who in war after war 
have placed their lives at the service of the 
country. It is not every one’s du to go to 
this war nor to any war; but I than that 
to-day, as always, some of our men have gone, 
and are thus teaching the lesson which alone 
gives value to ~~ education that the university 
can give, that it is only by self-surrender in one 
form or another that a man may truly live.

President Low Accepts the Gate. 


At the latter hour the alumni formed in 
the library, and, led by Howard Van Sin- 
deren, marched through One Hundred and 
Sixteenth Stre2t and the Boulevard to the 


Mapes memorial gate at One Hundred and 
Nineteenth Street. Here Lioyd Collis, ’94, 
presented the gate to the university for the 
Alumni Association, and President Low re- 
ceived it. Mr.Collis paid a tribute Herbert 
Mapes, who was drowned in 1891, as an ath- 
lete, a student, and a man. In accepting the 
gate President Low said: 

On behalf of Columbia University I accept 
with pleasure and as a sacred trust this gate, 
given as a memorial of Herbert Mapes, a mem- 
ber of the class of ‘92 in the School of Mines. 
The gate is beautuiful; but it is not more beau- 
tiful than it is appropriate, as the memorial of 
the young life that ended just as it was reach- 
ing the threshcld of manhood. Even in his short 
career in the university Herbert Mapes lived 
long enough to accomplish two things. He had 
endeared himself to his companions and he had 
worthily represented Columbia before the world 
in one of the ways that a student may. This 
memorial of him will be precious to all who 
loved him; and it will bear witness, we trust, 
for many generations to the regard in which he 
was held by those who knew him well. I hope 
that every youth who passes throuch these gates 
will catch some portion of his spirit. 

The procession then moved to One Hun- 
dred and Twentieth Street, where Girard 
Romaine presented the class of ’82 gate 
In receiving the gift, President Low said in 
part: 

Yours is the first class thus to associate itself 
in t permanent way with the new home of 
the university, and I hope that as you have 
had many followers in other respects, so you 
will have many successors in this. It is partly 
because our American colleges have been able 
to call forth so generally such evidences of 
affection on the part of their alumni that the 
American college has been so great a power in 
the land. 


The Alumni Meeting. 


Dr. William H. Draper presided over the 
anniversary meeting of the alumni in the 
gymnasium that followed, which he called 
@ momentous, almost an epochal, occasion. 
He spoke of the joy which the elders take 
in welcoming the latest born, especially tha 
new sister, and of the interest of the chil- 
dren in the new home of the parent. “ You 
see to-day,” said he, ‘“‘on these Morning- 
side Heights a miracle that suggests noth- 
ing so much as the birth of Minerva from 
the brain of Jove—full panoplied.”” Dr. 
Draper made an appeal for a concerted and 
vigorous effort to raise the means to build 
the proposed Memorial Alumni Hall upon 
the gymnasium foundations. 

Prot. Howard Van Amringe spoke for 
the Alumni Association of Columbia Col- 
lege. He paid a tribute to the influence, 
growth, and apounding life of the college, 
and antagonized the iaea that the strength 
of Columbia is in her professional schools, 
which, he said, are great and strong be- 
cause they are the offspring of a strong 
mother, endowed with her faithful and 
buoyant’ spirit. He advocated first atten- 
tion to character and training, and after 
that, instruction in léarning. 

Dr. John G. Curtis, who answered for the 
Alumni Association of the College of Phy- 
siclans and Surgeons, made acknowledg- 
ment of the receipt by the college of the 
full measure of every higher influence, as 
well as of every material advantage from 
the ufiversity, and also of the fact that all 
its teachers are expected to advance knowl- 
edge by research.

won hearty applause by his concluding 
words, as follows: 

I grant you our 3,800 lawyers might have done 
much to bring on the war, and in the National 
councils to see to it that trained soldiers do not 
monopolize all the military honors; I grant you 
that some of those same lawyers are needed in 
public life to vote supplies for the war and to 
arrange terms of peace; I grant you that our 380 
political science men will be able to explain how 
the war might have been avoided, and afterward 
to tell learnedly how it all happened. And, fur- 
ther, I grant you that our 3,650 surgeons and 
physicians will come in as ministering angels 
after the battles, and, perhaps, during pestilence, 
which may God avert; but let me remind you 
without the applied sciences and the men trained 
professionally in their exercise, our battleships 
and cruisers, our arms and munitions and sup- 
plies of war, could never have been produced nor 
successfully brought into action. It is because 
our manufacturers and our officers are well 
trained in these sciences that we are in so many 
respects superior to our enemy, and this, not- 
withstanding our greater wealth and what we 
are pleased to call our American pluck. 

As the eyes of the Nation have recently been 
turned to Manila, so now they are turned on 
Santiago. And when the exploits of our fine 
new navy shall thrill the worid from the Antilles 
as from the Philippines, which, I ask you, of 
our learned professions will have done more for 
the honor and glory of our country? 

Prof. Nicholas Murray Butler, for the 
Schools of Philosophy, w, Political Sci- 
ence, and Pure Science, spoke of their gen- 
eral aspect, tendency, and influence. He 
said there are no special schools except for 
administrative purposes. Columbia is the 
life product of a long story of development, 
in which very few administrative accidents 
have happened. Its goal is to make a real 
university that shall include a college and 
rest on a college, not to destroy a college to 
make a university, and its motto is ‘ Co- 
lumbia College and University, One and In- 
separable, Now and Forever.” 

President Low was the last speaker, and 
for the university welcomed her children 
home. He spoke of the former wanderings 
of Columbia, and said that after her ex- 
perience all could understand with what 
-pleasure he could now contemplate her 
housing. From what the speakers before 
him had said he thought the Alumni must 
appreciate the worries that beset the Presi- 
dent of Columbia. He would not undertake 
to say what of Columbia is best; all of it 
is so good that he wanted to serve it with 
all his power. In closing he spoke of the 
day as one of delight.

FERRYBOAT PILOT STRICKEN. 


Deckhands Find the West Brooklyn 
Heading Toward Governors Island. 


While the ferryboat West Brooklyn, that 
Plies between Thirty-ninth Street, South 
Brooklyn, and South Ferry, was on its 
way to Manhattan at 9 o’clock yesterday 
morning, the deck hands noticed that the 
boat was making an erratic course, and 
was heading toward Governors Island. One 
of the men ran to the pilot house, and found 
the pilot, Nicholas Van Aiken, in a fit on 
the floor. 

The boat's speed was immediately reduced 
and a minute later the assistant pilot took 
charge of the wheel.

M S RUBSAM’S ALLOWANCE. 


Justice Russell Refuses an Applica- 
tion to Increase the Amount. 


Justice Russell of the Supreme Court yes- 
made by 
Henry Daily, Jr., general guardian of Miss 
Josephine Louise Rubsam, to have the al- 
lowance for her maintenance and education 
increased from $4,800 to $6,000 a year. Jus- 
tice Russell also refused to sanction the 
payment, from the funds now in the hands 
of the trustees, of debts amounting to 
$8,500, contracted by Miss Rubsam. 

Miss Rubsam is eighteen years old and 
was the adopted daughter of the late Joseph 
Rubsam, by whose will at the age of twen- 


ty-one she is to come into possession of 
one-third of an estate, from which her 
share of the income is now $9,000 a year. 

Since the death of Mrs. Rubsam, June 1, 
1896, W. K. Leicht and August Hormann 
have acted as executors under the will. Mr. 
Daily asserted that since Mrs. Rubsam’s 
death the executors had reduced Miss Rub- 
sam’s allowance to $400 a month, and this 
reduction had necessitated her going $3,500 
in debt in order to maintain her position in 
society, and pay her doctor’s bill besides. 
Miss ubsam submitted an affidavit in 
which ‘she accused the trustees of parsi- 
mony. 

Samuel Untermyer, counsel for the frust- 
ees, in opposing the application, eaid that 
Mr. Daily should never have been appoint- 
ed the girl’s guardian, as he was not fit for 
the position. He submitted an affide- 
vit from Mr. Hormann, in which he charged 
Miss Rubsam with gross extravagance, She 
occupied a suite of rooms at the Hotel Sa- 
voy, he said, and kept a maid.

WILLIAMSBURG BOAT CLAIMED. 


Mr. James Identifies Craft Found Off 
the Battery as His—Three Men 
Probably Drowned. 


The canoe-shaped boat which was found 
early on Tuesday morning partly submerged 
near the Battery by Capt. Frank J. Me 
Bride of the tugboat Henry N. Palmer, and 
taken to the freight yards at the foot of 
North Fifth Street, Williamsburg, was 
identified yesterday as the property of 
Charles F. James, the President of the 
Franklin National Bank, Manhattan. Be 
fore the finding of the boat cries of distress 
were heard in the water, but a search failed 
to reveal any one. It is the general belief 
that the men who were drowned were Will- 
iam Irving, the janitor of the bank, and two 
of his friends, whose names Mr. James 
could not furnish to the police. 

Mr. James, after reading of the finding of 
the boat went to Williamsburg, where, ‘after 
identifying it, he said that on Monday morn. 
ing he sent irving to New Rochelle to t 
the boat. Irving had instructions to 
the boat to Sea Gate. Mr. James gaid 
understood that Irving took along two 
his friends. As nothing has since been 
seen or heard of Irving, it is believed he
